FELLS ACRES 
REVISITED 


In Dan Kennedy’s arti- 
cle “Reversal of Fortune” 
(News, November 15), he 
asks who's telling the 
truth — Violet Amirault 
or my father, Robert 
Leighton. 

First of all, Mrs. Ami- 
rault did not file a re- 
straining order with a re- 
quest to keep my father 
“away from her.” She 
filed one to keep him 
away from his home, to 
prevent him from selling 
it — so that she could 
continue living there rent- 
free. This can be verified 
three ways. First, in the 
restraining order, where the form says, “I 
ask the court to order the defendant not 
to contact me,” she wrote “except by 
phone or mail.” Attorneys have told me 
that this is unheard of in cases with such 
serious accusations. 

Second, in her answer to my father’s 
petition for divorce, her two requests 
were for alimony, and that he not be able 
to sell the condo. This is a condo she nev- 
er put a penny into and always said she 
hated. 

Third, Mrs. Amirault claims that on 
June 12, 1996, my father twisted her arm 
behind her back and threatened to kill her 
if she made an issue of it. Two days later, 
she said, he grabbed her under her arms 
and lifted her up and flung her on the 
floor. She said that she heard her “bones 
break and crack,” and that she could not 
move. (And she wants him to call or write 
to her?!) 

If a 73-year-old, brittle-boned woman 
was flung on the floor, of course her 
bones would break. But she was treated 
on an outpatient basis; she did not break 
her pelvis. Her daughter then returned 
her to the place where she claims to have 
been terrorized. Why would her daughter, 
daughter-in-law, sisters, or brother, with 
whom she is in daily contact, allow her to 
remain there when she could go live with 
any one of them? 

During that incident, she claimed to 
have called her “therapist,” yet she did 
not even have a therapist until after she 
fell. (She called her daughter.) Why 
would she call a therapist? How did she 
get to a phone if she couldn't move? If 
anyone checks with the police, they will 
find that no one placed a 911 call. Why 
did she wait two and a half months after 
falling before telling these tales? 

Does it make sense that my father, after

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working so hard for years to get her out 
of prison, would threaten and conspire to 
kill her? Wouldn’t it have been easier to 
have let her remain in prison? 

Even her own family knows the truth. 
After she took out the restraining order 
and slandered my father, one of her very 
close relatives called me to apologize for 
her actions, saying that he, her family, 
and the people closely associated with her 
all know that she needs psychiatric help 
(to the point of even setting up an ap- 
pointment with a psychiatrist), and that 
she never could seem to tell the truth, and 
that family members were trying to get 
her to leave the condo, but she refused. 
His wife, however, threatened that if we 
went public with this, they would “drive 
us into the ground.” 

Saugus police were witness to the fact 
that my father was not even drinking, 
never mind drunk, on the night of August 
28, the day after she switched the elec- 
tricity utility over to her name (telling 
them, “Robert is gone”). Perhaps she got 
mixed up with her first husband, who was 
an alcoholic, and whom she claimed to 
have pushed down the stairs when he was 
drunk. 

She even lied to the Phoenix reporter. 
Why couldn’t she be honest and say she 
was calling her attorney rather than her 
dentist? Why? Because she never thinks 
to tell the truth!

wasted 10 years of our lives to help turn 
the conviction around, and try to keep 
Mrs. Amirault provided with her every 
want and need. Most of her own family 
would not get involved, or even admit to 
knowing her. At a False Memory Syn- 
drome Foundation meeting, my sister and 
I met her nephew. When he realized that 
we believed she was innocent, he was 
shocked that anyone believed in her. He 
said that he asked his aunt whether they 
were guilty, and she refused to talk about 
it. 

At Mrs. Amirault’s hearing to obtain a 
restraining order, the accuser had to face 
the accused, and did not want to read her 
affidavit.

If Mrs. Amirault doesn’t even 
have to testify facing the person she ac- 
cused, then why should the Fells Acres 
children have to testify facing her? (This 
is the entire basis of her appeal to the SJC 
for a new trial.)

Your article caught my eye because it 
makes reference to Dorothy Rabinowitz's 
article in the October 28 Wall Street Jour- 
nal that revisits the Country Walk day- 
care cases. This, in turn, caught my atten- 
tion because in 1993 Alexander Cockburn 
wrote three columns that purported to de- 
scribe Janet Reno’s tactics in pursuing 
those cases — the cases that got her a 
reputation as a “tough DA” interested in 
defending “family values.”

You provide very little information but 
suggest by innuendo that Jonathan Harris 
and Dorothy Rabinowitz have in the first 
instance done something wrong and have 
misrepresented the facts. By innuendo | 
mean the suggestion that “Harris, who re- 
portedly has moved to Florida, did not re- 
spond to e-mail... .” It suggests that this 
guy has fled the state and is refusing to 
talk to reporters, but you don’t really indi- 
cate that he has done anything wrong.

Pressuring Amtrak 


About 50 Amtrak workers and supporters poured 
into the UNITE textile-union hall on Harrison 
Avenue on December 3 to pledge their support to a 
new anti-racism effort: the Labor Committee for 
Equal Rights, a coalition of Amtrak employees 
formed in the wake of the Boston Phoenix article 
“Hate Train” (October 10). 

That article chronicled a 
decade's worth of racism, 
sexism, nepotism, and even 
violence in the engineering 
division of Amtrak's Boston 
commuter-rail operation. 
Over the last month, Amtrak 
officials have come forward 
with numerous pledges to 
look into the alleged 
incidents, and to review 
company procedures, but 
nothing concrete has yet 
been done. So workers, led by Bill Regan, 
outgoing president of the Brotherhood of 
Maintenance of Way Employees Local 987, have 
formed their own coalition to make sure Amtrak 
changes its ways. 

Reverend Charles Stith, national president of the 
Organization for a New Equality, calls the situation at 
Amtrak “another Texaco incident without the tapes,” 
alluding to the recent racial problems that resulted in a 
multimillion-dollar court settlement by the oil company. 

Boston NAACP president Lenny Alkins was on 
hand to say that the NAACP fully supports the new 
committee, and will meet with it within the next few 
weeks to plan a national response to the allegations 
against Amtrak. Alkins also raised the possibility of a 
collective federal lawsuit.

For the better part of a generation, the 
strained relationship between Jews and African- 
Americans has cast a pall over American 
liberalism and contributed to the decline of the 
Democratic Party. Once allies in the civil-rights 
movement, blacks and Jews today are 
frequently at odds over issues such as 
affirmative action, the anti-Semitism of Nation of 
Islam leader Louis Farrakhan, and even the 
black dominance in urban neighborhoods that 
were once centers of Jewish culture, such as 
Boston's Roxbury and Mattapan. 

So though it might seem overweeningly 
ambitious to launch a magazine devoted wholly 
to black-Jewish relations, there is certainly 
plenty of contentious material to be covered.

Take golf. Martin, who admits he has 
never golfed in his life, spent an hour 
interpreting everything from slicing the 
ball to the contents of a golf bag.

Two miles 
down the road, in a cemetery parking lot, 
agents Jim Bakos and Robert A. Berg 
heard Hagen’s voice tighten with anxiety 
on their receiver: “Hey there, don’t eat 
me!” 

It was an omen of sorts — one that Ha- 
gen would have done well to 
heed. Instead, he made peace 
with the dog and gave Saunders 
his pitch: four years ago, he 
said, some cancer had been re- 
moved from one of his lungs. 
Now it was back and spreading 
into the other lung. Hagen’s 
aunt in Fargo, North Dakota, 
had a bridge partner who had 
told her Saunders might have a 
cure. “Were kinda looking for 
anything that might do it,” Ha- 
gen said. “Am I barking up the 
wrong tree?” 

Saunders had heard the story 
before. As a dairy farmer near 
the lowa border he was barely 
making it after three crop fail- 
ures in a row. But as a folk doc- 
tor — nicknamed Dr. Strange 
by Hagen — he had more cus- 
tomers than he wanted. Ever 
since he had cured his own 
back troubles, people with aller- 
gies, with AIDS, with multiple 
sclerosis or leukemia had come 
for the same treatment. For 
$2500, Saunders would sell 
them a pregnant cow, inject 
some of their diseased blood 
into her udder, and give them 
her first milk. The milk, known 
as colostrum, had “all the pow- 
er to get the wham out of your 
cancer,” he told Hagen. 

Saunders was used to having 
patients come back with their 
friends. But when Hagen came 
back he brought half a dozen 
squad cars and a television- 
news helicopter. Saunders was 
under arrest for theft by swin- 
dle, mistreatment of animals, and practic- 
ing medicine without a license. 


AST MAY the State of Minnesota v. 

Herbert Cecil Saunders ended in a 
hung jury, for the second time in four 
years. What had begun as a simple sting 
operation — a slap on the wrist for a 
country quack — had become a cause 
célébre. One of Saunders’s grateful pa- 
tients, it turned out, was Berkley Bedell, a 
multimillionaire and a former Democratic 
congressman from lowa. Bedell, when 
told of Saunders’s plight, donated more 
than $20,000 to a defense fund and 
helped recruit eminent physicians and bi- 
ologists as witnesses. Colostrum is rich in 
natural antibodies, they declared. Saun- 


ders’s procedure, as strange as it sounded, 
might actually tailor the colostrum to fight 
specific diseases. 

The hung juries were a victory for 
Saunders, but they also symbolized a 
deepening ambivalence in the United 
States. As medical science has grown 
more sophisticated, Americans have lost 
tolerance for its failings, driving up 
malpractice settlements by 25 percent 
in 10 years. 

Yet the same failings have driven people 
back to the untested cures — and cynical 
quackery — that medical laws and regula- 
tory procedures were meant to guard 
against. According to a poll published in 
the New England Journal of Medicine in 
1993, one American in three has tried an 
alternative therapy. Some go to licensed 
acupuncturists or chiropractors, but many 
more get their remedies on the sly, from 


Chinese herbal shops or backdoor thera- 
pists, prodded by word of mouth, dubious 
newsletters, or pure desperation. 
Arresting people such as Saunders is one 
old-fashioned answer to the problem. An- 
other is to give new therapies a fair and rig- 
orously scientific hearing through the Office 
of Alternative Medicine (OAM) at the Na- 
tional Institutes of Health. In the past two 


years, however, that office has proved an im- 


perfect arbiter, funding poorly controlled 


studies run by people with little clinical expe- 


rience. Supporters of OAM respond that 
some alternative cures are too revolutionary, 
too holistic, or too subtly focused on pa- 
tients to be judged by clinical trials. But crit- 
ics say such talk is a smoke screen, conceal- 
ing the very characters OAM should expose. 


Herb Saunders, oddly enough, is more 
than a convenient symbol of the debate. In 
the early 1990s, after allegedly curing Be- 
dell of Lyme disease, Saunders became 
the unwitting patron saint of the fight to 
deregulate medicine. First Bedell told 
Democratic senator Tom Harkin of lowa 
about the colostrum cure, persuading him 
to create the OAM and to appoint Bedell 
to its advisory committee. Then Bedell be- 
came a prime mover behind a much more 
radical piece of legislation: Senate Bill 
1035, also known as the Access to Medi- 
cal Treatment Act. If the OAM gave alter- 
native therapists a cramped embassy in the 
citadel of modern medicine, the act offers 
them wings and battlements. It would al- 
low licensed medical practitioners to treat 
patients with any therapy at all — be it 
Qigong, colostrum, or therapeutic touch; 
magnets, echinacea, or snake bile — as

long as it doesn’t seem dangerous. 

In July of this year, at a meeting of the 
Senate Labor and Human Resources 
Committee, Democratic senator Tom 
Daschle of South Dakota told the tale of 
Bedell’s cure yet again, saying it had in- 
spired him to propose 1035. It was an 
apotheosis of the anecdotal — a triumph 
of raw empathy over skepticism — and a 
preview of the debates sure to come this 
winter, when Daschle reintroduces the bill 
in Congress. 

Having spent time in Minnesota talking 


to Saunders’s patients and tracing the sur- 


prisingly rich history of colostrum re- 
search, I know how persuasive such sto- 
ries can seem. In some cases, the border 
between medicine and folk remedy is 
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nearly evanescent. The question is, can 
any good come of erasing it altogether? 


HAT I do here, Herb Saunders de- 
clares with rare immodesty, “would 

take the medical establishment 400 years 
to do.” Tall and stiffly constructed, with 
aquiline features, great bushy brows, and 
cornflower-blue eyes, Saunders seems 
better suited to doling out hay than hype. 
His talk is equal parts self-taught science 
and seat-of-the-pants intuition (“I’ve been 
giving my cows melatonin. It makes them 
more alert”). But it is easy to see why, at 
his trials, some of his patients wept when 
he was harshly cross-examined: Saunders 
simpiy cannot help trying to heal people. 
When I sneezed a few times too many 
during my visit to his farm, he started to 
offer some colostrum for my “snifflitis,” 
but then his lawyer warned him against it. 

It was the law, ironically, that first drove 
Saunders to use colostrum 40 years ago. 
Prohibited from using antibiotics on his 
cows because the medicine might taint 
their milk, he tried feeding them 
colostrum instead, with encouraging re- 
sults. Then, in the mid 1970s, Saunders 
met James S. Collins, a geneticist and co- 
founder of an immune-milk business. 
Collins had earned his PhD at the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota in Minneapolis when the 
school was a center of colostrum research. 
Investigators there, led by the physiologist 
William E. Petersen, had shown that a 
cow’s udder can generate antibodies to 
bacteria, viruses, molds, pollens, or para- 
sites that are injected into it. Saunders 
and Collins informally continued those ex- 
periments. For the next few years they met 
once a month to trade colostrum stories 
over coffee. “I'd ask him what I’d want to 
know,” Saunders says, “and 
he would xerox some stuff 
from the medical library 
and send it to me.” 

Saunders first injected 
some of his own blood into 
a cow’s teat, as Petersen 
had done, to see if the 
colostrum could,cure his 
watery lungs. (“They 
cleared out in about three 
days.”) Then he tried tailor- 
ing batches to any illness 
that walked down his road. 
Over time he filled a refrig- 
erator truck with disease- 
specific colostrum bottles, 
mixing and matching them 
for patients. Based as they 
were on a century of re- 
search, Saunders’s methods 
made sense. What made 
less sense — given the 
mixed success that Petersen 
and others before him had 
had in using colostrum as a 
medicine — were his re- 
sults: “I’ve never seen any- 
thing colostrum wouldn’t 
work on,” he says flatly. 
“Some of these things, you 
don’t believe it yourself.” 


HE LIGHT inside Mar- 

garet Hunt’s farm-sup- 
plies store is dim and re- 
fracted, but her face glows 
in the shadows like a night- 
light. “I just knew it wasn’t 
going to do any good,” she 
says smiling. In 1981 physi- 
cians at the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minnesota, had 
told Hunt that she had multiple sclerosis 
(MS). By the time she met Saunders, her 
right leg was completely numb and she of- 
ten fumbled dishes to the floor. 

“Il was mad at Marv for making me go,” 
she says, glancing at her husband. “I 
mean, if you went to somebody’s barn and 
drank some:stuff, would you believe it 
would help you?” Nevertheless, after four 
years and dozens of bottles of colostrum, 
Hunt staged a remarkable comeback. “I 
could barely walk back then,” she says. 
“Now I can ride a bike.” 

Driving from town to town along the 
lowa-Minnesota border, | heard half a 
‘dozen variations on the same plot: physi- 
cians consulted, drugs prescribed — all to 
no avail; death or debility predicted,

colostrum tried (reluctantly), patient miraculously cured. 
And you could probably find similar stories for dozens of 
other alternative therapies. 

The cornbelt is home to the country’s richest soil and its 
most conservative citizens. Towns with names such as But- 
ternut, Apple Valley, Young America, and Welcome roll 
past, their bluebird-blue or sunshine-yellow houses built 
trim and sturdy against the cold. But beneath the plump, 
complacent surface lies a yeasty mixture of immigrant lore 
and old wives’ tales. Vietnamese animists and Laotian Bud- 
dhists have seeded towns that used to be Wonder Bread 
white, and New Age healers find an audience where physi- 
cians are scarce. 

“Every hamlet around here has someone doing body 
work,” says Lee Ross, owner of Ross Wholesome Data Re- 
sources, a vitamin, herb, and therapeutic-touch shop in 
Mountain Lake, Minnesota (population 1906). “When I 
started doing it, my friends were really talking over coffee. 
Now they come for massages.” And each conversion, it 
seems, brings a new version of Margaret Hunt’s story. 

Miraculous anecdotes are the will-o’-the-wisps of 
medicine — the entrancing, insubstantial beacons that sci- 
ence has spent two centuries learning to ignore. And testi- 
monials about colostrum do tend to vanish under scrutiny: 
like Hunt, few patients documented their recoveries very well. 
Most received other alternative treatments while Saunders was 
“curing” them, and all may owe their health to the sheer heal-

ing powers of credulity. But the fact remains that conventional 
medicine failed Saunders’s patients. 

Listening to Hunt, | think of my friend Sheilah, in New 
York. Like Hunt, she was found to have MS at the Mayo 
Clinic, and like Hunt she received nothing but dishearten- 
ing news from neurologists. Medical investigators have 
found no cure, or single cause, for MS, which afflicts a 
third of a million people in the US alone. 

“For years; it was considered untreatable,” says Patricia 
A. O’Looney, director of research and training programs at 
the National Multiple Sclerosis Society in New York City. 
“So the drug companies weren't interested in developing 
new drugs,” she adds. 

In search of better news, Sheilah shuttled from one alter- 
native therapist to another. She tried acupressure, 
acupuncture, blue-green algae, and homeopathy. She visit- 
ed a psychic, ate hormones and bovine myelin, and had all 
the mercury removed from her teeth. Sheilah is no less 
skeptical than most New Yorkers, but desperation develops 
a taste for miracles. And healers such as Herb Saunders 
bring out even stronger, more democratic yearnings — for 
good ideas that can come to anybody, and for plain, honest 
people who know something all the experts do not. 


T WAS just such a belief that led Berkley Bedell to Saun- 

ders 10 years ago, when Lyme disease had left him so 
weak he retired from Congress. Today, lounging in his 
home by the pure waters of lowa’s Lake Okoboji, he again 
credits colostrum with his recovery: “I don’t think that 
there is any question in the world that it cured me.” 

Thin, tan, and knotty as an oak branch, Bedell does look 
remarkably fit for a man of 75. A few weeks ago he played 
in a tennis tournament; this morning he played a round of 
golf; and almost every day he spends time on the phone 
lobbying for the Access to Medical Treatment Act. (The act 
has strong bipartisan support, but Bob Dole, one of its key 
backers, retired this summer, and four others will join him 
before the vote comes up.) 

Bedell, who made his millions selling fishing tackle, likens 
current medical regulations to “telling someone they can’t 
buy lures until the government proves they really catch 
fish.” Daschle’s bill, he says, would give medicine back to 
the free market. Unproven therapies could be prescribed by 
any licensed practitioner; patients would simply have to sign 
a disclaimer after being informed about the procedure. 
Fraud and malpractice laws, more than medical-licensing 
boards, would keep physicians in check. “People are intelli- 
gent enough to look at the evidence and make up their own 
minds,” says James S. Gordon, director of the Center for 
Mind-Body Medicine in Washington, DC, and chairman of 
the OAM advisory council. “I have patients who have not 
graduated from high school who are perfectly capable of 
reading abstracts,” Gordon says. 

It’s an appealing fantasy, says Arthur Caplan, the direc- 
tor of the Center for Bioethics at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, in Philadelphia. But it is essentially ludicrous. “The 
appetite for treatments, when fueled by hope, has very little 
to do with rationality,” he says, “and a lot to do with the 
idea that something is better than nothing.” The trend in 
health care, Caplan adds, is toward containing costs by 
limiting choices — through HMOs and computerized 
management — not broadening them.

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And yet Congress keeps prying the 
Pandora’s box back open. Thanks to 
the Dietary Supplement Health and 
Education Act of 1994, herbs and 
untested hormones can be sold with- 
out passing clinical trials — even 
though some, such as the herb ma 
huang (Ephedra), have been respon- 
sible for dozens of deaths. Bedell’s 
bill would go one step further, giving 
such therapies full membership in the 
once selective ranks of medicine. 

“I think it’s the single most dan- 
gerous piece of legislation I have ever 
seen,” says the physician John H. 
Renner, a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the National Council 
Against Health Fraud. “It has the po- 
tential to destroy the integrity of 
medicine.” 

Under the Access to Medical 
Treatment Act, Renner told me, a 
physician could justify having his pa- 
tients drink their own urine, simply 
by saying it is an ancient Ayurvedic 
cure. Thinking his example a little 
extreme, I searched the World-Wide 
Web for urine therapy, and found ex- 
actly 100 references. In March, for 
instance, 600 physicians, investiga- 
tors, and therapists gathered in Pan- 
jim, India, for the first World Con- 
ference on Auto-Urine Therapy. One 
participant called urine “the nectar 
medicine” and said it could cure al- 
most any illness. 

Whether or not physicians and 
regulators acknowledge such thera- 
pies, supporters of the act contend, 
millions of people use them anyway. 
Why not have real physicians pre- 
scribe them and document their ef- 
fects? To which critics respond with 
Hippocratic chapter and verse: pa- 
tients should not be guinea pigs. And 
when they consent to be, they should 
not pay thousands of dollars for the 
experience. 





ERHAPS THE strongest argu- 

ment against strict drug regula- 
tion is that it gives pharmaceutical 
companies a stranglehold on 
medicine. Only huge companies can 
afford to spend the tens of millions 
of dollars it typically takes to get a 
drug approved. And because tradi- 
tional cures such as colostrum can- 
not be patented, they may never get 
tested at all. It comes as a surprise, 
therefore, that a colostrum-research 
industry is thriving in Saunders’s 
backyard — and doing its business 
by the book. 

GalaGen Inc., in Arden Hills, Min- 
nesota, is in most ways a regular 
pharmaceutical company — only 
with 250,000 cows thrown in. Once 
a division of the Land O’ Lakes, Inc., 
dairy cooperative, the company has 
been developing colostrum-based 
drugs since the early 1980s. 

“Our work proves that you can do 


this stuff the traditional way and get 
published scientific data,” says Gala- 
Gen president Robert A. Hoerr. “You 
don’t have to do it in a barn in the 
dark of night.” GalaGen first ran 
proof-of-principle studies to show 
that antibodies to specific pathogens 
could be found in colostrum; then it 
developed vaccine regimens to build 
high concentrations of those antibod- 
ies. GalaGen drugs that fight Cryp- 
tosporidium parvum and Clostridium 
difficile (two organisms that cause 
chronic diarrhea in AIDS victims) 
are now in US Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration trials. 

Along the way, the science of im- 
mune milk has been substantially re- 
fined. Rather than squirting blood 
containing a hodgepodge of 
pathogens into a cow’s udder, as 
Saunders does, workers at GalaGen 
prefer to inject specific vaccines into 
a cow’s muscle or under its skin. 


for cancer or AIDS, companies such 
as GalaGen are most likely to pro- 
duce effective versions of them. 


EAFING THROUGH stacks of 

levelheaded journal articles on 
colostrum — a distinct relief after 
the vertiginous uplift of so many tes- 
timonials — I came across two stud- 
ies on multiple sclerosis. In one 
study, conducted in 1984, 10 of 15 
patients with MS improved when giv- 
en colostrum rich in measles anti- 
bodies; three of five patients who 
took placebos got worse. Intrigued, | 
called Bostwick to see if GalaGen 
had any MS drugs in the works: not 
yet, she said. I called the Multiple 
Sclerosis Foundation in Fort Laud- 
erdale, Florida, and the National 
Multiple Sclerosis Society: no one 
had ever heard of hyperimmune 
colostrum. 

Was this an example of medical ar-

Whereas Saunders builds up only lo- 
cal, secretory antibodies (IgA) in the 
colostrum, GalaGen builds up sys- 
temic antibodies (IgG). 

“There is very, very little IgA in a 
cow’s milk, whereas the IgG is natu- 
rally concentrated,” says Eileen F. 
Bostwick, director of research and 
development at GalaGen. “If [Saun- 
ders] gets the antibody he wants, it is 
almost by chance.” 

Antibodies from colostrum do have 
some remarkable properties. Unlike 
traditional antibiotics, they can attack 
bacteria in a number of ways and are 
thus much harder for bacteria to re- 
sist. But they also have some distinct 
disadvantages. Taken orally, 
colostrum antibodies almost never 
get past a patient’s gut — hence 
GalaGen’s focus on gastrointestinal 
diseases. Taken by injection, they can 
cause allergic reactions. 

Still, colostrum has yet to reveal all 
its mysteriés. Stolle Milk Biologics 
International, a biotech firm in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, has isolated an 
anti-inflammatory agent in colostrum 
that may account for its successful 
use by people with rheumatoid 
arthritis. And investigators such as 
William Regelson of the Medical Col- 
lege of Virginia, in Richmond, have 
shown that colostrum carries 
disease-fighting peptides, vitamins, 
and other substances small enough to 
work their way into the blood. 

One thing seems certain, however: 
if colostrum does contain treatments 


rogance or corporate neglect? No, 
pharmaceutical companies simply 
had better leads. In the past three 
years a handful of treatments for MS 
have finally been approved, all of 
them more effective than colostrum 
was in the study above. That study, 
in any case, was simply too small to 
be meaningful. Multiple sclerosis is 
notoriously unpredictable, and the 10 
patients who improved on colostrum 
might well have been going into re- 
mission anyhow. 

And yet the same 10 patients, 
pumped for testimonials rather than 
research data, could have launched 
colostrum as a miracle cure. Their 
anecdotes, like chain letters, might 
have been passed around on the 
strength of hope and superstition 
alone, building believers exponentially. 

Proponents of alternative medicine 
often talk of rediscovering ancient wis- 
dom. But rediscovery, put another 
way, is a form of moving in circles. 
Claims for alternative cures such as 
colostrum, when taken at their word, 
are nothing more than old wives’ tales 
in modern dress: questionable notions, 
endlessly circulating, never proved.

A star was born when Ollie North followed 
orders and buried himself 
waist-deep in shredded pa- 
per.

Michael Taylor’s friends say he is 
a top undercover man. Critics say 
he is out of control — and that 
federal agents are protecting 
him. One thing Is certain: 

the government doesn’t want you 
to read this story. sy tim sanpvLer 


hadn’t seen the briefcase for 
months. Facing charges that 
he led a sizable marijuana-smug- 
gling ring, he knew the evidence 
against him was overwhelming. So 
he agreed to cooperate with au- 
thorities and to turn over $2.1 mil- 
lion in drug proceeds. And that 
meant surrendering the briefcase, 
which contained tens of thousands 
of dollars in a secret compartment. 

It was a crowning moment for 
Massachusetts state trooper Robert 
Monahan. A member of the state 
police’s Asset Forfeiture Unit, he 
had been brought in on the case by 
the US Attorney’s offices in Col- 
orado and Florida to help investigate 
the trafficker’s Massachusetts con- 
nections. Later, Monahan would re- 
ceive a federal award for his five 
years of work on the smuggling 
case. But on this humid and sunny 
day in the fall of 1992, Monahan, a 
muscular, spit-shined trooper, stood 
in a spare conference room at the 
US Attorney’s office in Jacksonville, 
Florida. And he watched the drug 
trafficker dial the combination lock 
on the brown plastic briefcase. 

When the briefcase popped 
open, the trafficker scanned the 
contents and paused. “Uh-oh,” he 
muttered. He had forgotten what 
else was inside. 

Alongside the money, Monahan 
says, were numerous documents 
referring to a Boston-based private 
investigator named “Mike.” There 
were letters and memos indicating 
that, for $120,000, Mike had 
helped provide the trafficker with 
falsified Greek passports and back- 
up identification. There was paper- 
work showing that Mike had been 
paid $40,000 to use his connec- 
tions in the federal law-enforce- 
ment community to warn the 
smuggler of any pending indict- 
ments or warrants. And there was 
evidence that this same Mike and a 
Lebanese man had embezzled some 
$300,000 the trafficker had en- 
trusted to them for “investments.” 

After several lengthy interviews 
with the drug trafficker, during which 
thé trafficker told Monahan that he

had paid Mike up to $30,000 to or- 
ganize a Florida jailbreak — and that 
Mike had said he could arrange to kill 
anyone outside the US — Monahan 
knew he was on to something. 

But what he didn’t know at the 
time was that following Mike’s trail 
would lead him into a shadowy 
world of international intrigue — a 
world inhabited by drug smugglers, 
covert military operatives, and 
agents of virtually every branch of 
the federal law-enforcement com- 
munity, including the FBI, the US 
Attorney’s office, and the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
(ATF). 

Because as it turned out, “Mike” 
was Michael L. Taylor, a former 
Green Beret with deep personal ties 
to the Middle East and to federal 
law-enforcement agents. And it was 
those same authorities who — de- 
spite Taylor’s questionable back- 
ground — paid Taylor hundreds of 
thousands of dollars for his work as 
an undercover agent. 

Mike-Taylor had helped the US 
Attorney’s office in Boston break one 
of its largest cases: a huge hashish- 
smuggling case that, in turn, shed 
light on a shady Middle Eastern 
criminal enterprise producing billions 
of dollars’ worth of counterfeit $100 
bills of such stunning quality that 
they threaten to undermine confi- 
dence in the nation’s currency. US 
government officials, in fact, all but 
deny the existence of these “Super- 
notes” — but that doesn’t mean they 
aren’t grateful to the man who helped 
them zero in on the counterfeits. 


THE MORE Monahan pursued the 
evidence, the more he discovered 
two strikingly different portraits of 
Taylor. 

There was Michael Taylor the for- 
mer Army Special Forces group 
sergeant, an undercover federal drug 
operative with a reputation as a bril- 
liant, resourceful man — a person 
who could befriend a leery drug 
kingpin or penetrate Lebanon’s per- 
ilous factional boundaries with equal 
ease. He was patriotic, hard-work- 
ing, and fearless. 

By contrast, there was another 
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Michael Taylor, the master manipulator, a 

~ man who reveled in his mercenary image, 
real or manufactured, and didn’t hesitate to 
cross legal and ethical boundaries to get 
what he wanted. 

And the closer Monahan looked, the more 
he came to believe that Taylor’s darker side 
warranted investigation. With time, Monahan 
put together an extensive list of allegations. 

In that briefcase, Monahan says, he 
found indications that Taylor had pocketed 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in illegal 
drug proceeds. He received some of the 
money from a trafficker in exchange for 
providing phony Greek passports, arrang- 
ing a jailbreak in Florida, and helping the 
trafficker to stay a step ahead of the law. 
The rest he allegedly swindled from the 
trafficker, who had put up money for what 
turned out to be a bogus investment in 
Nigerian sugar futures. 

Monahan also found that Taylor had 
twice been charged with sexual assault in the 
early 1980s. One charge was dropped under 
circumstances that the investigating officer 
characterized as suspicious. In the other, a 
Worcester County Superior Court judge de- 
clared him not guilty; police records suggest 
the victim may have refused to testify. Fur- 
ther, there was evidence that Taylor had 
been involved in an illegal wiretap — a fed- 
eral crime — while working on a divorce 
case as a private investigator. 

Those are serious charges indeed, espe- 
cially for a man who has spent much of the 
last decade in the quiet employ of the fed- 
eral government. But they still remain little 
more than unproved allegations. No offi- 
cial charges are pending against Taylor. 
And although a significant portion of the 
evidence Monahan unearthed is certainly 
compelling enough to warrant an investi- 
gation — as even a state-police detective 
lieutenant agreed — the truth may never 
be known. 

The reason: Monahan never got the 
chance to prove his case. Instead, when he 
took his allegations to state and federal au- 
thorities, he was rebuffed at most every turn 
— the same reaction met by others who have 
tried to investigate Michael Taylor. Eventual- 
ly, the 38-year-old Monahan was forbidden 
to conduct criminal investigations, branded 
psychologically unstable, threatened with 
court-martial, and reassigned to the highway 
patrol on the Massachusetts Turnpike. 

The soft-spoken and deliberate Monahan 
came to feel as though he were being made 
the criminal in the case. Eventually, in Au- 
gust 1995, Monahan filed suit in US District 
Court against the Commonwealth, the De- 
partment of State Police, and two of his for- 
mer superiors, citing the state whistleblow- 
er-protection law and the First Amendment. 
His case was taken on by an ACLU lawyer 
named Eric Maxwell, who has taken the 
Monahan case with him to private practice. 

“Initially in the investigation, I realized 
that due to his Special Forces background, 
Taylor had the capability to be a very dan- 
gerous individual,” Monahan says. “But 
what I didn’t understand was why this man 
was so protected.” 


E ANSWER to that question appears to 

lie somewhere in Taylor’s unusual life 
story. The son of an Army man, Taylor 
spent much of his early life moving -— from 
New York (where he was born) to basés in 
Nigeria to Florida, and eventually to Ayer, 
Massachusetts. In the shadow of Fort De- 
vens Military Reservation, Taylor attended 
Ayer High School, where he competed in 
track, baseball, and basketball, and was cap- 
tain of the football team. 

Upon graduation in 1978, Taylor took 
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his taste for adrenaline to the US Army. 
Stationed at Fort Devens, he moved 
rapidly up the ranks. In four and a half 
years of active duty, his military records 
show, he rose to sergeant first class, a se- 
nior non-commissioned officer rank that 
some soldiers achieve only after of 20 
years of active duty. 

As a junior sergeant, Taylor had been ad- 
mitted to the elite 10th Special Forces 


group, also known as the Green Berets. In 
the Green Berets, Taylor proved himself to 
be as proficient with an M-16 rifle as with a 
hand grenade. He also chose to be trained as 
a demolition expert and parachutist, testi- 
mony to his self-confidence and daring. 
While in the Army, during stints in Norway 
and in turbulent Lebanon, he learned to 
speak Norwegian and Arabic. Taylor’s fluen- 
cy in Arabic proved to be invaluable to him, 
both in the Army and after he returned to 
civilian life in 1983. 

Equally important to his civilian career 
were his Special Forces contacts, part of a 
brotherly network referred to half-jokingly 
as “the Green Beret mafia.” A decade later, 
Robert Monahan would find out how exten- 
sive that network was. 

Taylor declined to return repeated calls 
from the Phoenix requesting an interview. 
Indeed, Taylor might well have remained 
anonymous — he is referred to as “John 
Doe” in Monahan’s suit — but his name, 


and those of other rincipals, is not blocked 
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out in several documents obtained by the 
Phoenix. 

Shortly after Monahan returned from 
Florida, he sat down in his unit’s second- 
floor Framingham barracks office and told 
state-police sergeant Robert Cerra what he'd 
discovered in the briefcase. Cerra was Mona- 
han’s supervisor and the other member of the 
Asset Forfeiture Unit; together, the two-man 
outfit had collected more than a million dol-

lars in forfeitures from drug traffickers. The 
Massachusetts State Police alone received 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in seized 
assets from Monahan’s and Cerra’s work. 

Cerra trusted Monahan’s instincts and in- 
vestigative skills. “I told him to keep me ad- 
vised,” Cerra recalls, “but to take that investi- 
gation wherever it goes. The focus of our in- 
vestigations was to track drug money. Period.” 

One of Monahan’s first stops was at the 
state’s special licensing unit, which inves- 
tigates and approves applicants for pri- 
vate-investigator licenses. Monahan 
learned he wasn’t the only one who had 
raised questions about Michael Taylor. 
James McMahan, an investigator for the 
unit, had conducted a thorough back- 
ground check on Taylor when he’d first 
applied for a PI license in 1990. 





tencies in Taylor’s employment history, in- 
cluding his claim to have worked in the early 
1980s as an investigator for the state Attor- 
ney General’s office. State financial records 
indicated that Taylor was hired by the AG’s 
office on a freelance basis — not full-time, 
as Taylor’s application had suggested. (The 
AG's office says it has no record of employ- 
ment for Michael Taylor at all.) 

Contributing to McMahan’s misgivings 
was a 1988 complaint alleging (among other 
things) that Taylor, while working for an- 
other investigator, had sexual relations with 
a client’s daughter, and was involved in what 
he said a prosecutor might well deem to be a 
shakedown of the client. Noting that state 
law requires private investigators to be “hon- 
est and of good moral character,” McMahan 
recommended that Taylor's application for a 
PI license be denied, and it was. 

But even today, McMahan, now retired, is 
fascinated by Taylor. “You look at him and 
you think you’re talking to an altar boy. He 
has the face of an angel, he’s very composed, 
he’s very sharp. Very, very sharp. I think the 
guy could talk a dog off a meat wagon.” 

At one point, shortly before McMahan’s 
retirement, Taylor presented him with a 
book penned by Lieutenant Colonel Oliver 
North and an autographed picture of the 
author, whom Taylor claimed as a person- 
al acquaintance. 

Charm aside, McMahan still doesn’t un- 
derstand why, when Taylor reapplied for his 
PI license two years later, it was granted. 
Another thorough investigative report on 
Taylor should be attached to his application 
in the licensing bureau's files, McMahan 
says, but that report is missing from Taylor’s 
file. (Equally mysterious is the sealed court 
case on file under Taylor’s name at the De- 
partment of Probation.) 

Taylor’s file does hint at one reason for 
the licensing unit’s sudden turnaround. His 
1992 application includes sworn statements, 
vouching for Taylor and his character, 
signed with the names of two ATF agents: 
Dennis Leheay and Tim Wyse. Here again, 
something is amiss: contacted at the ATF in 
Boston, the first signatory says his name 
typed and clearly signed “Leheay” on Tay- 
lor’s PI application — is “actually spelled L- 
E-A-H-Y.” He referred further questions to 
his supervisor, who was unavailable. 

Despite the discrepancies, there is another 
connection between Dennis Leahy, Timothy 
Wyse, and Michael Taylor: all are listed as 
members of the Boston chapter of the Spe- 
cial Forces Association. 

As Monahan continued his probe, federal 
authorities continued surfacing whenever 
Taylor’s name did. Monahan learned that 
Taylor had been arrested by Ayer police in 
1984, upon returning from a trip to 
Lebanon, for the rape of a female soldier 
stationed at Fort Devens. Seized in Taylor’s 
home during his arrest were an unregistered 
Czechoslovakian semi-automatic gun, nun- 
chakus, and several syringes. Taylor, howev- 
er, was never arrested for illegal possession 
of either the firearm or the syringes. 

At the time of the arrest, Taylor claimed to 
the police he worked for the state AG’s office.

Shortly af- 
ter the woman was raped, Ayer police pro- 
vided her with an Ayer High School year- 
book to help her try to identify her attacker. 


ogpPas then. McMahan pad a acon tate 
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photo that stopped her cold. “The color 
drained from her face. She trembled and 
froze,” Harris says. The photo was of 
Michael Taylor. 

On the day of Taylor’s arrest, Harris says, 
someone from the AG’s office came to the 
station, for what reason she doesn’t know. 
When she later called the AG’s office asking 
for assistance in the case — standard proce- 
dure for a small-town police department — 
assistant attorney general Fred Riley assured 
cooperation. That cooperation, she says, 
never came. 

“The AG’s office was of absolutely no 
help to us,” she says. “I don’t know why.” 

Riley later represented Taylor when the li- 
censing bureau raised its questions about 
Taylor’s actions and character. Contacted by 
the Phoenix, Riley refused to comment. 

Both Harris and the victim soon began re- 
ceiving harassing phone calls. One warned 
Harris that if she didn’t drop her rape inves- 
tigation, her son would find himself facing 
drug charges. 

And Harris noticed something else dis- 
turbing: interference from other law-en- 
forcement agencies. At one point, Joe 
Burzynski, an investigator at Fort Devens 
with whom Harris was friendly, pulled her 
aside and issued words of advice. 

“In essence, he told me I really should 
back off on the Michael Taylor case,” Harris 
recalls, noting that Burzynski said she would 
be attracting “the trench coats” if she pur- 
sued the matter. 

By then, Burzynski knew all about 
Michael Taylor. Fort Devens’s criminal-in- 
vestigation division had already looked into a 
completely separate allegation of sexual as- 
sault against Taylor back in 1981, in 
Leominster. In that case, Taylor was found 
not guilty by a Worcester Superior Court 
judge, who issued a directed verdict (i.e., 
without a jury). Ayer police records indicate 
that the Leominster victim — who told Ayer 
police that “she felt like she was the suspect” 
when questioned by Devens investigators — 
declined to pursue the case. Burzynski re- 
fused the Phoenix’s request for comment, 
saying before he hung up, “I don’t think 
there is anything I can add.” 

In the meantime, the other investigating 
officer in the Ayer rape case, Dennis Mc- 
Donald, was approached by FBI agent Tom 
Terhaar and told, as Harris was, that he 
should think twice about pursuing the case. 
According to Monahan’s interview with Mc- 
Donald, Terhaar cited Taylor’s value to na- 
tional security. 

The victim received one last harassing 
phone call, this time at a Denver airport as 
she prepared to fly to Ayer for an identifica- 
tion lineup that included Taylor. While she 
was in the airport terminal, she answered a 
page over the public-address system. She 
picked up a courtesy phone and heard a 
male voice on the line: “You know you’re 
making a big mistake,” it told her. 

When the victim arrived in Massachusetts, 
Harris says, she was suddenly unsure about 
who her attacker was. The case was 
dropped. 

In retrospect, Harris believes the AG’s 
lack of cooperation in the case, coupled with 
the remarks made by Fort Devens investiga- 
tor Burzynski and FBI agent Terhaar, shows 
“there is a lot more to Michael Taylor than 
meets the eye. 

“There was a whole lot going on that I 
wasn’t aware of,” she says. “What, I don’t 
know. He was valuable to someone.” 


HAT MAY be an understatement. In the 

early 1980s, the Reagan Administration 
was embroiled in a full-blown crisis in the 
Middle East. In Lebanon, Iranian-backed 
Shiite terrorists bombed the US Embassy in 
Beirut in April 1983, killing 50 people. The 
bombing succeeded in virtually wiping out the 
CIA’s station in Lebanon, leaving US anti-ter- 
rorist operations blind and crippled. Six 
months later, a truck bomb barreled into 
Marines headquarters in Beirut, killing 250 
soldiers. Oliver North, working for the Na- 
tional Security Council as the country’s anti- 
terrorism point man, vowed to track down the 
terrorist responsible for the truck bomb. And 
at about the same time, the CIA station chief 
in Beirut was kidnapped and tortured to death. 

By that time, the US Marines and the 
Army Special Forces — including Taylor’s 
group — had spent. two years training the 


Christian-dominated Lebanese National 
Army to reassert national control over a 
country mired in a bloody civil war be- 
tween Muslims, Druze, and Christians. 
But with its ground operations there 
wiped out by the bombings, the US intelli- 
gence community was desperate to re-es- 
tablish its presence in Lebanon. 

According to one of Taylor’s résumés, af- 
ter his group was withdrawn from Lebanon 
in 1983, he returned there as a “security 
consultant” from 1983 to 1986. If Taylor 
was indeed working in Lebanon during that 
time, there was good reason. An audacious 
ex—Green Beret who spoke fluent Arabic 
and had married a Lebanese woman from a 
prominent Christian family, Taylor had en- 
try into otherwise impenetrable parts of 
Lebanese society. He even received a merit 
award from the Lebanese government. 

One former military officer familiar 
with the scene in Lebanon at the time says 
that such a man “would have been an in- 
valuable asset.” 

And, perhaps, an asset that officials in US 
law-enforcement and intelligence agencies 
would deem worth protecting at any cost — 
regardless of what he did in his civilian life. 


N FEBRUARY of 1993, Robert Monahan 

prepared an extensive draft report on Tay- 
lor and distributed it to his superiors, to the 
assistant US attorneys he had worked with 
in Colorado and Florida, and toa DEA 
agent in Maine. All expressed interest in 
prosecuting Taylor, Monahan says. 

The DEA agent later told Monahan he had 
alerted the FBI and the ATF about Mona- 
han’s findings because Taylor was working 
on cases with both agencies at the time. 

Within a week, according to court 
records, Cerra received a phone call from 
Boston FBI agent Thomas Daly. Cerra says 
Daly wanted to know what the state police 
had on Taylor — but clearly not for the sake 
of bringing him to justice, says Cerra. 

“He wanted to come in and get into the 
intricacies of the investigation,” Cerra says. 
“I didn’t want to talk to him. My focus right 
then was that the investigation was put to- 
gether enough for a search warrant. I didn’t 
need the FBI.”

ing Monahan’s suit and other related litiga- 
tion, also refused to talk about Taylor. 

And the response he got from Kelly 
about his investigation of Taylor bore a 
striking similarity to the response given to 
the Ayer Police Department. 

“He told me that in 1988 Taylor was 
brought into ATF as a paid informant by an 
ATF agent who knew him from the Special 
Forces,” Monahan recalls. “And he told me 
Taylor was the best undercover operative he 
had ever worked with, and that included 
federal agents.” 

Furthermore, Kelly said Taylor had 
been paid “several hundred thousand dol- 
lars” for his work as a federal agent. Kelly 
had a hard time believing Taylor could 
ever have been arrested for rape, let alone 
be. responsible for any of the alleged 
crimes Monahan had uncovered. 

If Taylor was indicted, Kelly told Mona- 
han, he and “20 federal agents from Boston” 
would testify as character witnesses for him, 
Monahan says. Moreover, Kelly said, he had 
asked the US Attorney’s office in Denver to 
hold off on an indictment it had prepared 
against Taylor. 

Kelly’s rebuke of Monahan was under-

Later that night, Cerra got another call, 
this time from senior (now retired) FBI su- 
pervisor Robert Hargraves — who insisted 
that Cerra address him as “supervisor.” 

Cerra recalls the conversation: “Pressure 
was certainly brought down on me; there 
was nothing subtle about that call. He told 
me if I didn’t tell him everything I knew, he 
would contact my supervisor. I told him, 
“You want the home phone number?’ He 
backed right off.” 

Cerra made sure to file a complaint with 
his own supervisor about the FBI’s attempt 
at intimidation. The FBI declines comment. 

In the meantime, Monahan discovered 
from a US Customs agent that Taylor had 
been tipped off about the investigation. That 
worried Monahan and Cerra, who suspected 
that someone in the federal law-enforcement 
community with close ties to Taylor was re- 
sponsible. The confidentiality of the state- 
police investigation had been breached, and 
— knowing what he did about Taylor — 
Monahan began to worry about his family’s 
safety, not to mention his own. (In fact, 
Monahan says he received numerous ha- 
rassing phone calls during the course of his 
investigation, including one voicemail mes- 
sage saying, “Drop dead.”) 

Soon after, Monahan was told by his 
state-police commander to meet with assis- 
tant US Attorney Paul Kelly, who was build- 
ing a reputation as one of the nation’s more 
talented and vigorous federal prosecutors 
— and who, though Monahan had no way 
of knowing it, was connected to the Taylor 
case in unexpected ways. Now in private 
practice, Kelly serves as a special assistant 
US Attorney on a couple of federal cases; he 
too declined comment. The US Attorney’s 
office, the state police, and the ATF, all cit- 


standable. That very month, the US Attor- 
ney’s office in Boston was wrapping up 
one of its most high-profile drug cases in 
years — a career-boosting case for Kelly 
that involved Scotland Yard and the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police. Kelly’s reputa- 
tion was at stake, and Michael Taylor was 
in the thick of it. 

In August of 1991, federal and interna- 
tional agents seized more than three tons of 
Lebanese hashish, with a street value of 
about $100 million, on its way from the 
Bekka Valley in Lebanon to Boston Harbor. 
Taylor and ATF agent Tim Wyse, the former 
Green Beret who vouched for Taylor on his 
PI application, had infiltrated a smuggling 
operation run by Peter Kattar, a trafficker 
with dual US-Lebanese citizenship. 

Taylor’s familiarity with Lebanon and his 
command of Arabic were instrumental in 
winning Kattar’s confidence. Taylor and 
Wyse posed as mercenaries with reputations 
for pulling off illegal actions in foreign coun- 
tries, and they were ultimately entrusted 
with arranging logistics for the complex in- 
ternational operation. 

Before Monahan left Kelly’s Boston office, 
Monahan says, Kelly told him that his inves- 
tigation of Taylor jeopardized the Kattar 
case, into which the US government had 
poured hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

But what Kelly didn’t tell Monahan was 
that the case, and Taylor, had become even 
more important when it took a strange 
turn, a turn documented in a 1995 New 
Yorker article. Two of the defendants, Kat- 
tar and Gebran Hanna, offered to help the 
government on the trail of forged $100 
“Supernotes” — in exchange for leniency. 
The feds had noticed that the counterfeits 
— which; almost indistinguishable from 


real $100 bills, must be the product of a 
major printing facility — had been turning 
up with increasing frequency. But they had 
not been able to track the producers down. 
The two cooperated, revealing informa- 
tion about the operation; Hanna’s brother 
even brought back samples. It is not known 
what the feds were able to do with the in- 
formation the two provided, but it is now 
thought that the operation is located in 
Lebanon or Syria, with the tacit approval if 
not support of the Syrian government. Ac- 
cording to the New Yorker, the two re- 
ceived reduced sentences for their help. 
And though the US Treasury still denies 
that the bills exist — a loss of confidence in 
US currency could be disastrous — it 
nonetheless introduced a newly designed 
$100 bill that is more difficult to forge. 


i CONVERSATION with 
Kelly signaled the beginning of the end 
of his investigation of Michael Taylor. But 
two months later, before he was pulled off 
the case, Monahan uncovered yet more evi- 
dence. In the course of a private investiga- 
tion for a client involved in a divorce case, 
Monahan said he’d collected evidence show- 
ing Taylor had conducted an illegal wiretap. 
Two state-police officers, he said, were used 
in the course of the case. Monahan had 
copies of the wiretap tape and had inter- 
viewed three former employees of Taylor 
who pointed the finger at Taylor. 

Neither the FBI nor the state police ex- 
pressed interest in the tape or in Monahan’s 
investigation. By then, Monahan was exas- 
perated. And in the summer of 1993, he 
asked then—lieutenant colonel Charles Hen- 
derson of the state police to contact the US 
Justice Department to request an “unbiased” 
investigation into the entire Taylor matter. 

Cerra, the veteran police officer, stood 
by Monahan. “I knew we were on the 
right track because everyone was getting 
so upset, especially the feds,” Cerra says. 
“And we were not rolling over and saying 
what they wanted to hear. I told [my supe- 
riors] that there was a larger picture here. 
What it was, I didn’t know. But that’s the 
point of an investigation.” 

With relations between the state police 
and federal agencies already frayed by 
Monahan’s unrelenting pursuit, Hender- 
son didn’t take Cerra’s words kindly. In 
fact, Cerra was ordered to halt the investi- 
gation into Taylor altogether. To add in- 
sult to injury, Henderson assigned a de- 
tective to conduct an investigation into 
Monahan’s investigation. 

“In my 23 years on the job,” Cerra 
fumes, “nobody ever retraced the steps of 
what I had done. That’s what they did 
with Bobby Monahan.” 

In subsequent months, Monahan was 
barred from participating in any criminal in- 
vestigations. In a meeting with both the 
president and the attorney for Monahan’s 
police union, Lieutenant Colonel Francis Ri- 
ley — head of the department’s Division of 
Investigations.and Intelligence — suggested 
that Monahan had been mentally unstable 
ever since he shot a man to death in Bos- 
ton’s North End during an undercover drug 
operation. Monahan received standard psy- 
chological counseling after the incident, 
which was ruled justifiable in a judicial in- 
quest, and was reinstated to full duty. 

“At the same meeting,” says Sergeant 
John McLean, the union president, “he [Ri- 
ley] said if Monahan doesn’t take a transfer, 
he’ll be court-martialed. The same applied . 
for Sergeant Cerra.” 

As a sergeant, Cerra was required to ac- 
cept being transferred wherever he was as- 
signed. After a year in the state police’s Con- 
cord barracks, he retired. 

In December 1993, Detective Lieutenant 
(now Captain) Pehr Holmes issued his re- 
port on Monahan’s investigation. Though he 
dismissed some of Monahan’s discoveries 
(such as the Ayer rape) on the grounds that 
they were conjecture and lacked evidence, 
he gave credence to.a significant portion of 
Monahan’s findings. 

Taylor’s alleged illegal wiretaps were nev- 
er addressed in Holmes’s report. But 
Holmes did write that: 

© There was “strong cause” to believe 
Taylor had embezzled illegal drug profits, 
received money from a drug trafficker to 
plan a prison escape, and helped the traf- 
ficker obtain false passports. He noted, how- 
ever, that “considerable investigation is 





needed to substantiate [the allegations] for 
any criminal prosecution.” 

© There was “strong reason” to suspect 
Taylor had made harassing calls to witnesses 
and to the investigator in the Ayer rape case, 
as well as to Monahan. But again, he wrote it 
was “doubtful” that any proof would surface. 

® Taylor’s claim of having worked for the 
AG’s office when he was arrested for the 
rape in Ayer appeared to be “a false state- 
ment made at the time of booking.” 

¢ Taylor’s dual role of government in- 
formant and PI for defense attorneys 
would “probably raise questions concern- 
ing the access of privileged information by 
the government.” 

But rather than urging the state police’s 
criminal investigators to take action, Holmes 
instead suggested that the department wash 
its hands of the whole matter. 

It would be “appropriate” for the federal 
agencies overseeing Taylor to look into the 
matter, Holmes wrote. And while they were 
at it, he added, they could probe any “leak” 
by a federal agent made to Taylor about 
Monahan’s investigation. He also suggested 
that a review of Taylor’s state-issued private- 
detective license “seems in order.” 

Whether any of Holmes’s recommenda- 
tions were carried out is unclear. But 
judging by the life Taylor now leads, it 
seems improbable. 

As president of Boston-based American 
International Security Corporation (former- 
ly known as North American Security Con- 
sultants), Taylor now operates out of an ex- 
pansive modern office suite, appointed in 
leather, brass, and mahogany, in the heart of 
Boston’s financial district. Its commanding 
view of the city is clearly intended to im- 
press, and it does. 

And despite his undercover work, Taylor 
seems unfazed by maintaining a high profile. 
In fact, he regularly appears as a guest com- 
mentator on Boston TV stations to discuss 
high-tech security and counterterrorism. 

Taylor’s company boasts a range of ser- 
vices in its brochures, from “dignitary pro- 
tection” to worldwide surveillance and inves-

tigation. The company’s staff, states one 
brochure, “is comprised of former members 
of the United States Special Forces, SEAL, 
Secret Service and FBI personnel.” 
Monahan, on the other hand, now 
spends most of his days in a police cruiser 
on the Massachusetts Turnpike. After 
months being assigned to a job with few 
responsibilities and little authority, he 
agreed in January 1995 to accept the de- 
partment’s call for his transfer. 
Nevertheless, he sees his suit against the 
state as a chance for final vindication. It 
claims that “the propriety of law-enforce- 
ment agencies employing criminals to assist 
in investigations and protecting these crimi-

nals in unrelated criminal activities is a criti- 
cally debated issue of public concern.” And 
his being punished for expressing those con- 
cerns, Monahan asserts, is tantamount to vi- 
olating his right to free speech. 

Monahan’s refusal to back down un- 
doubtedly unnerves the state and federal au- 
thorities, who by now must have second 
thoughts about the lengths to which they 
have gone to protect Michael Taylor. 

Still, Monahan is hardly comfortable 
with the role he has found himself in: pur- 
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suing the case against a legal establishment 
that he had always believed in, that he had 
in fact devoted his life to. It was a difficult 
decision, he says, in which conscience ul- 
timately prevailed over consequence. 
“When you do your job and you screw up, 
you expect to be reprimanded,” he. says. 
“But when you do a good job, you shouldn’t 
be punished. I feel like I was betrayed. The 
federal agents, the US Attorney’s office, 
even my own department, placed a higher 
value on a paid informant than they did on 
me, the truth, and the law.” Si

Firefighters and EMTs continue to battle over how to 
fix the city’s emergency-response system. But the 
system doesn't need fixing. 





False alarm

OSTON HAS BECOME the 
B:: of a very public, and very 

strange, turf war. On one side 
are firefighters; on the other are the 
paramedics and EMTs who man the 
city’s ambulances. 

It’s hardly uncommon to read of 
city workers battling among them- 
selves over jurisdictions and tight 
funding. But this fight is literally about 
life and death. At issue is how the city 
should respond to medical emergen- 
cies. And as any doctor can tell you, 
the faster help arrives, on av- 
erage, the more lives are 
saved. 

According to Fire Commis- 
sioner Martin E. Pierce, the 
city’s emergency-response ef- 
fort should be run by the fire 
department. For their part, 
the city’s paramedics and 
EMTs, or emergency medical 


a perfectly good job. The fire- 
fighters, though, point to the 
case of 35-year-old John Pas- 
salacqua, who died a little 
more than a year ago on a 
Charlestown street. Although 
two phone calls, 10 minutes 
apart, were made to the city’s 
emergency 911 service, no 
one arrived until 19 minutes 
after the first call. By that 
time, Passalacqua was dead. 
That incident resurfaced this 


~September, when Passalacqua’s wife 


filed a $200,000 negligence lawsuit 
against the city. She claims that had 
the fire department, which was locat- 
ed 100 yards from where her husband 
lay, been called, Passalacqua-could 
have been saved. 

On November 22, the 911 record- 
ings of the incident — which had 
been missing for more than a year — 
mysteriously reappeared. Several 
sources close to the case say the fire 
department is citing the incident as 
evidence that Emergency Medical 
Services (EMS) — the agency within 
which paramedics and EMTs work — 
hoards calls and secretly codes them 
so that the fire department cannot re- 
spond. (Medical-emergency calls 
placed to 911 are routed by an EMS 
dispatcher to EMTs, to firefighters, 
or, in some cases, to both.) Mayor 
Menino has ordered the police to look 
into the handling of the 911 call from 
Charlestown. The mayor has also or- 
dered an investigative counsel to re- 
view current procedures; Menino’s 
chief executive officer, Dennis Di- 
Marzio, will determine who has au- 
thority in medical emergencies. Both 
reports are expected to be completed 
next week. 


BSERVERS SAY that instead of 

exposing a broken emergency-re- 
sponse system, this feud may ulti- 
mately be the story of a city fire de- 
partment looking for a way to avoid 
being downsized. 

Over the past decade, the fire de- 
partment has worked hard to promote 
fire prevention, modernize fire equip- 
ment, and enforce stricter fire-code 


regulations. As a result, building fires 
in Boston have decreased from 964, 
in 1992, to 654 so far this year. The 
city’s 1500 firefighters may be “pre- 
venting” themselves out of work. — 
and with a $93 million budget, they 
need to account for their time. 
Because of news articles criticizing 
the feud between EMS and the fire- 
fighters, officials at the fire department 
have been reluctant to speak on the 
record. However, a City Hall source 
close to the battle suggests that the fire- 


fighters instigated the current rivalry. 

“The firefighters feared being 
blamed for the Charlestown incident,” 
says the source, “so they dropped a 
dime on’EMS, blaming them for poor 
response time. But the truth is, they 
are afraid of losing their jobs. The 
current EMS system is effective, and I 
don’t believe it will be altered.” 

The city’s 53-member EMS agency 
does, in fact, appear to have a strong 
record. It boasts the third-quickest 
response rate among major American 
cities. Five years ago, it took an aver- 
age of eight minutes for Boston’s 
EMS to respond to life-threatening 
calls; now the response time has de- 
creased to 5.7 minutes. Also, because 
of a pilot program called Sudden 
Cardiac Death Prevention, the resus- 
citation rate for victims of cardiac ar- 
rest has risen from 16 percent to 24 
percent. 

“This is alsothe third-highest re- 
suscitation rate in.the country,” says 
Dr. Lawrence Motley, medical direc- 
tor of EMS. “That’s because we are 
the only ambulance service in the 
Commonwealth to have defibrillators 
on every one of our ambulances.” 

Publicly, though, it is difficult to get 
a straight answer on emergency care 
from the firefighters. “The question of 
whether the current system should 
stay or go is one for City Hall, not 
us,” says Steven McDonald, 
spokesman for the Boston Fire De- 
partment. “The [fire] commissioner 
never said he wanted to control EMS. 
He merely said he believes in a fire- 
based EMS.” 

McDonald adds that the advantage 
firefighters hold in emergency situa- 





tions is that they can get to the scene 
first. 

“There are 34 stations and 55 
trucks,” says McDonald. “We have a 
lot more fire trucks than they have 
ambulances.” EMS currently operates 
with 19 ambulances and expects to 
add five more to its fleet soon. 

The Boston Fire Department, says 
McDonald, is equipped with oxygen 
supplies, the jaws of life, and electron- 
ic defibrillators, which are vital in car- 
diac-arrest calls and car accidents.

The question, though, is not 
whether the fire department should be 
allowed to respond to emergency situ- 
ations, but whether firefighters should 
lead the response effort. And the truth 
is, transferring the command of the 
current EMS system to the fire de- 
partment wouldn’t make financial 
sense. 

The cost of putting the fire depart- 
ment in charge would be high. Thus 
far, 325 firefighters have been trained 
as EMTs, and union leaders for the 
department are asking the city_to in- 
crease the salaries of those who’ve 
been trained. The city would also need 
to purchase more equipment. 

Jimmy O’Hearn, a 15-year veteran 
of EMS, sees potential for overkill. 
“There is a situation in which a baby 
has a cough,” he says, “and there are 
14 employees in the room — two 
EMTs, two medics, two cops, and 
nine firefighters. A situation like this, 
they just aren’t needed.” 

O’Hearn also says he sees bickering 
about turf on the job. One such inci- 
dent occurred on September 25, when 
police were summoned to a Hyde 
Park residence not to assist with a 
woman who was having trouble 
breathing, but to break up a fight be- 
tween an EMT and a firefighter who 
claimed he had been shoved by the 
medic. 

“What people need to realize is that 
this is a patient-care issue,” O’Hearn 
says. “If I have time to argue about 
who is going to administer care, then 
I am not doing my job.” fe

The virtual cafe 


HE PARISIANS WHO perfected the art of . 


sipping coffee and debating existentialism 
would likely balk at the marriage of coffee 
and computers in the 1990s. Intel and 
Starbucks have teamed up to develop a 
chain of cybercafés, and Apple has just 
announced plans for a series of international 
“cyberbased theme restaurants,” called, 
imaginatively enough, Apple Cafés. The first 
is scheduled to open in late 1997 in LA, with 
others to follow in London, Paris, New York, 
Tokyo, and Sydney. 


Could it be that Boston, with its strong tech- 


nology base and coffee-inspiring weather, is 
ever so slightly ahead of the curve? 
Cybersmith opened its first store in Harvard 
Square in February 1995, and now has two 
area locations, as well as stores in 
Westchester, New York, and Palo Alto, 
California. The Cambridge-based 
campany plans to open 
at least 10 more cyber- 
cafés across the country 
in 1997. 
Peter Chen, one of 
the helpful cyberguides at 
Cybersmith’s Faneuil Hall location, 
likes the fact that the company is grow- 
ing, but he’s more concerned with the 
expansion of the mind. He emphasizes 
Cybersmith’s role in making technology 
accessible to more and more people. A physi- 
ology major in college, Chen is naturally 
drawn to the store’s science software, specifi- 
cally a CD-ROM called A.D.A.M.: The Inside 
Story, which is an interactive journey through 
the human body. Chen says the program is 
accurate enough for medical students. But it’s 
also great for kids — cool graphics and 
optional fig leaves for private parts. 
“Unfortunately,” says Chen, “there aren't 


too many people who take advantage of 
these CDs.” As if to prove his point, a band of 
10-year-old boys charges into the store, _ 
clamoring for Cybercards (like debit cards for 
computers), and they are soon immersed in a 
game of Super Mario. 

In this cyberworld, the truant techies sit 
right next to the European businessmen, who 
use Cybersmith’s computers to check their e- 


_ mail. Aspiring artists employ camera-equipped 


computers to design T-shirts, mouse pads, 
screen savers, and Internet home pages. You 
can even get a jump start on the ski season 
by taking a run on Cybersmith’s virtual-ski 
machines — all while sipping on a latte (well, 
maybe not while you ski). 

But forgo the caffeine the first time you try 
Cybersmith’s virtual-reality machine, best 
described as a video game (yes, the technol- 
ogy is still that primitive) in which you take 
part. Too much buzz will guarantee a dizzying 
“experience.” You don’t perceive depth, as 
with a 3-D movie or a hologram, but you can 
turn 360 degrees and “see” everything that’s 
trying to attack you — in this case, missiles, 
giant insects, and other creatures. More 
threatening, perhaps, are the older folks, the 
kind you’d think would prefer to sit around 
and talk city politics over a cup of joe.

A four-part effort to determine the precise nature of 
her own yearnings. Weird, huh? 

This, of course, is all a good deal more complicated 
than it sounds. Alice K. has been on her own for several 
months now — unattached, living alone — and she is 
struggling, for the first time in her adult life, to figure out 
how she really wants to spend her time, what activities 
and interests truly gratify her soul. Toward this end, her 
therapist, the kindly Dr. Y., suggested the experiment. 

“What would you be doing if you were really doing 
what you wanted to do?” he asked, during a recent ses- 
sion. Odd question; it stumped Alice K. What do I really 
want to do? she wondered, sitting there mutely. What 
really makes me happy? 

Her whole life, it seems, Alice K. has been guided by 
other people’s voices, other people’s demands and inter- 
ests and expectations.

Guy C likes foreign 
films, so Alice K. 
learns more than she 
ever wanted to know 
about Fellini. At 
times — puffing and 
panting along a run- 
ning trail, or strug- 
gling to stay awake 
during a symphony 
— she’s been aware that the primary drive at work in 
such circumstances is the impulse to please others rather 
than to please herself. But she simply hasn’t known — 
hasn’t learned — any other way. How do people learn to 
recognize and cultivate their own desires? What would 
she be doing if she were doing what she really wanted to 
do? At heart, Alice K. simply doesn’t know. 

Hence the experiment. On four consecutive Saturdays, 
Alice K. is to follow her own heart — to dance, as it 
were, to the beat of her own internal drum.

She worries about this, but the day has also made 
her keenly aware of the extent to which she’s been ruled 
by the word No. This must be a good thing, she thinks, to 
give myself permission to indulge, to cast off self-denial. 
She lies there, drowsy with ribs and fudge and mindless 
TV, and as she drifts off to sleep, two phrases begins to 
circle in her mind — benign enough phrases but ones 
that feel full of promise and relief. She thinks: Sunday 
morning . . . french toast.

I have been 
told the 16th Amendment, which authorized the income tax, is 
invalid because Ohio was not legally a state at the time of rati- 
fication. So far I haven’t had the nerve to try this argument out 
on the IRS, but with Christmas coming I could use the extra 
cash. What do you think, Cecil? Is it worth a shot?

This is my absolute favorite anti-income-tax argument. 
Most claims that Americans aren’t required to pay income tax 
rely on legal interpretations so tortured only a tax resister 
could possibly believe them. But the Ohio thing has just 
enough plausibility to give even sane people pause. 

It all started when Ohio was preparing to celebrate the 
150th anniversary of its admission to the Union in 1953. 
Researchers looking for the original statehood documents dis- 
covered there had been a little oversight. While Congress had 
approved Ohio’s boundaries and constitution, it had never 
passed a resolution formally admitting the future land of the 
Buckeyes. Technically, therefore, Ohio was not a state. 

Predictably, when this came to light it was the subject of much 
merriment. One senator joshingly suggested that his colleagues 
from Ohio were drawing federal paychecks under false pretenses. 

But Ohio congressman George Bender thought it was no 
laughing matter. He introduced a bill in Congress to admit 
Ohio to the Union retroactive to March 1, 1803. At a special 
session at the old state capital in Chillicothe, the Ohio legisla- 
ture approved a new petition for statehood that was delivered 
to Washington on horseback. Congress subsequently passed a 
joint resolution, and President Eisenhower, after a few more 
jokes, signed it on August 7, 1953. 

But then the tax resisters got to work. They argued that 
since Ohio wasn’t officially a state until 1953, its ratification 
of the 16th Amendment in 1911 was invalid, and thus 
Congress had no authority to enact an income tax. Baloney, 
argued rational folk. A sufficient number of states voted for 
ratification even if you don’t count Ohio. 

Okay, said the resisters, but the proposed amendment had 
been introduced to Congress by the administration of William 
H. Taft. Taft had been born in Cincinnati, Ohio, in 1857. The 
Constitution requires that presidents be natural-born citizens 
of the United States. Since Ohio was not a state in 1857, Taft 
was not a natural-born citizen, could not legally be president, 
and could not legally introduce the 16th Amendment. 
(Presumably one would also have problems with anything 
done by presidents Grant, Hayes, Garfield, B. Harrison, 
McKinley, and Harding, who were also born in Ohio.) 

Get off it, the rationalists replied. The 1953 resolution 
retroactively admitted Ohio as of 1803, thereby rendering all 
subsequent events copacetic. 

Uh-uh, said the resisters. The constitution says the 
Congress shall make no ex-post-facto law. That means no 
retroactive admissions to statehood. Uh, we’ll get back to you 
on that, said the rationalists. 

A call to the IRS elicited the following official statement: “The 
courts have . . . rejected claims that the Sixteenth Amendment 
. .. Was not properly ratified. . . . In Porth v. Brodrick, 214 F.2d 
925 (10th Circuit 1954), the court dismissed an attack on the 
Sixteenth Amendment as being ‘clearly unsubstantial and with- 
out merit,’ as well as ‘far-fetched and frivolous.’ ” 

Just one problem. The Porth decision didn’t specifically 
address the Ohio argument. It just sort of spluttered that 
attacks on the 16th Amendment were stupid. 

Okay, they’re stupid. But great matters have turned on seem- 
ingly sillier points of law. It’s not like the Ohio argument 
couldn’t have been defeated on the merits. One suspects that 
from a legal standpoint “ex post facto” doesn’t mean exactly 
the same thing as “retroactive.” And, of course, the weight of 
150 years of history, during which time everyone thought Ohio 
had been properly admitted, ought to count for something. 

I’m not defending the crackpots. But if you’re a parent you 
recognize that “because I said so” isn’t much of an argument. 
Guess it’s different if you’re a judge. w

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MODEL CITIZENS 


Supermodels are more than mannequins. They represent 
the possibility of grace in a humdrum world.

sure/bad example/(your favorite Puritanism here) of fashion models 

should agree to have the published piece accompanied by an author 
photo. Not so we can see whether the author is as attractive as a model — 
who is? — but so we can see how relaxed the author is in front of a camera, 
whether he or she can project mood and personality, or create the illusion of 
movement in a still photo. 

You can find reams of negative press about artists, athletes, writers, and ac- 
tors, and yet no author suggests that anyone can do what they do. Yet it’s 
commonplace to think that what models do doesn’t take any special talent, 
isn’t really work, and isn’t worthy of serious consideration — though their 
talents have been worth the serious consideration of most of the great photog- 
raphers of the century. 

Anyone who wants a lesson in the mastery of modeling’s deceptively sim- 
ple arts can find abundant examples in three new books. Lisa Fonssagrives: 
A Portrait (Vendome Press), edited by fashion photographer David Seidner, 
is an exquisite and loving tribute to the woman whose work from the ’30s to 
the ’50s, especially with her husband and collaborator Irving Penn, virtually 
defined haute couture elegance in those years. Naomi (Universe), by Naomi 
Campbell, a compilation of the model’s work, replete with testimonials and 
even Campbell’s fish-and-chips recipe, is a sort of fan’s scrapbook. 10 
Women (te Neues), by the photographer Peter Lindbergh, showcases Lind- 
bergh’s particular style of lived-in elegance in portfolios of 10 top contem- 
porary models. 

The unembarrassed pleasure these books take in their subjects is a relief 
from the cattiness, jealousy, condescension, and plain sexism of what's 
been written about models in the past few years — things which, were they 
written about any other group of women, would start a firestorm of criti- 
cism. Is the anti-fashion, anti-model poot of Susan Faludi and Naomi Wolf 
anything more than a chance to resurrect the old canard that beauty and 
brains are mutually exclusive? Is labeling the bewitching Kate Moss 
anorexic (a lie that should be immediately apparent to anyone with two 
working eyes and half a working brain) anything but an acceptable form of 
the denigration of body type that feminists decry? (I can remember my 
mother telling me as I was growing up that the people who said to her, 
“You’re too skinny,” couldn’t have been more hurtful if they told her she 
was too fat.) 

Beauty and the ability to project it is a gift too many people want to turn 
into proof of moral and intellectual shallowness. Models work in a place 
where feminism and social criticism intersect with our abiding Puritan fear 
and distrust of beauty, pleasure, and success. The most common complaint 
about models is that “people don’t look like that.” True. And most of us 
can’t shoot a basketball like Michael Jordan, play piano like Thelonious 
Monk, or sing like Cecilia Bartoli. Deal with it. 

Despite all the prudery and hostility directed at them, models 
have become a fixture of popular culture, to the point where their 
personalities have superseded the clothes they’re supposed to be 
selling. Clothes now serve models the way standards once served 
popular singers. A Calvin Klein dress on Christy Turlington or a 
Tom Ford suit on Kate Moss are vehicles for expression the way Bil- 
lie Holiday’s version of “I’ll Be Seeing You” or Sinatra’s “That Old 
Devil Moon” were. 

That’s the opposite of how Lisa Fonssagrives, arguably the first 
supermodel, worked. Lisa Fonssagrives includes an essay by the 
British photography historian Martin Harrison that quotes Irv- 
ing Penn (who was married to Fonssagrives until her death, 
in 1991) as saying that the personality of the subject is of 
no importance in a fashion shoot. As a model, Fon- 
ssagrives didn’t reveal herself as much as she collaborat- 
ed with the photographer to realize a stylized carica- 
ture of sophistication. After retiring from modeling in 
the late 50s, Fonssagrives devoted herself to sculp- 
ture. She maintained that her work as a model wes 
a form of sculpture as well. Look at the natural 
contours of Fonssagrives’s face and body — the 
upturned nose, the slant of her long neck, the 
sleek upward curve of her jawline, those endless 
arms capped by hands cocked as though her joints 
had been replaced by ball bearings, her eyes and 
lips emphasized by bold arches of lipstick and liner 
— and you see the spare, stylized jots of a line draw- 
ing, In photo after photo, everything about Fon- 
ssagrives seems to be ascending. 


A modest proposal: anyone who writes about the vacuousness/overexpo-

In almost every photo here, there’s something not quite real about Fon- 
ssagrives. The pictures are an expression of the era Harrison talks of, when 
fashion was seen as something for the idle rich, and haute couture had yet to 
give way to clothes for working women. They show both the glory of that era 
and why it had to end. 

If Lisa Fonssagrives was the epitome of unattainable elegance, Naomi 
Campbell is casual funkiness triumphant. Leafing through Naomi is like pick- 
ing up a fat fan mag devoted to one star in all her yumminess. It is also an un- 
intentional demonstration of current fashion’s — and fashion photography’s 
— stealth raids on the past. Over the course of this book, Campbell goes from 
’30s gangster in pinstripe suit, to ’40s satin doll in slip and pageboy, to 50s 
jet-setter in Dalmatian-print dress (and matching Dalmatians), to Gauguin na- 
tive in sarong and exotic flowers, to pin-up cutie in nature’s glory. What unites 
the photos is Campbell’s generous impudence, an unshakable confidence that 
always lets us in on the joke. There may be more of a sense of dress-up, more 
overt playfulness in Campbell than in any other current model. 

But the book in this trio that makes the best case for models as performers 
who use photography as their medium of expression is Peter Lindbergh’s 10 
Women. There’s a spontaneity to Lindbergh’s work (or perhaps the illusion of 
spontaneity) that, I think, helps us to see style as something that exists in the 
course of everyday life. Lindbergh loves natural settings (the desert and sea- 
sides), and familiar ones (city streets), and he loves natural looks. Lindbergh’s 
close-ups are likely to feature mussed hair, likely to bring out shadows and 
lines, the textures of his models’ skin, the downy hair on arms and foreheads. 

Fashion is rigorously subordinated to personality here. A white cotton shirt 
in a Lindbergh photo isn’t the crisp image of perfection it is in other fashion 
photos; it shows the wrinkles that come after a few hours’ wear. Even when 
he shoots haute couture, he undercuts it. He plunks Linda Evangelista, 
dressed in an evening gown and tulle headdress, down in the sand next to a 
big dog who looks as if he’s about to give her a sloppy kiss. 

Lindbergh never imposes personas on the models. His method is to clear 
a space in which they can project. He is admiring rather than protective, 
and the result is a series of portraits that, even in his subjects’ most pensive ) 
moments, radiate strength. Kristin McMenamy, dressed only in pleated 
trousers, or in long gloves and high heels, comes off as the child of Chaplin 
and Sally Bowles. Lindbergh pays Kate Moss the supreme compliment of 
seeing her as woman, not waif, and the resulting portraits give her a touch- 
ing gravity without violating her youthful spirit. His most stunning collabo- 
ration is with the ravishing Tatjana Patitz who, with her penetrating gaze 
and ever-present cigarette, conveys a weary hauteur that’s both hard-boiled 

and elegant. She’s a creature out of Dostoevsky and Raymond 
Chandler simultaneously. 

To me, the supreme expression of style has al- 
ways been a woman walking along a city street on 
a sweltering summer day who manages to look 
cool and composed. I suppose I love looking at 

models for much the same reason: because they 
represent to me a possibility of getting through 
the hassle of everyday life with some semblance of 
grace, even wit. Style, for me, has always been less 
about exclusivity and exclusion from life than a sort of 

alert comfort, what Isaac Mizrahi calls “understand- 
ing yourself for whatever the hell you think you are at 
the moment.” Jane Jacobs’s great 1961 polemic The 
Death and Life of Great American Cities was an im- 
passioned argument for the necessity of making our 
cities amenable to life in its mundaneness as. well as 
its pleasures. 
“The sum of . . . casual public contact... is a 
feeling for the public identity of people,” Ja- 
cobs wrote. Looking. at a photo of Kate Moss 
strolling down a city street, or of a rumpled 

Amber Valetta slumped over a lunch-counter 

cup of coffee, is a reminder of how a public 

identity can radiate faith in the ability to thrive 
in our surroundings. It is style as a sort of good 
citizenship, a secular expression of what it can 

mean, in the words of an old spiritual, to brighten 
the corner where you live. &

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would listen that he’d sold pot to vice-presidential candi- 

date Dan Quayle during the early ’70s. During his run, 
Quayle had made perversely categorical denials of drug use: 
not only had he never indulged, but he had never been at a 
party where drugs were used, and, further, knew nobody else 
who had ever done drugs, either. So, in the ebbing days of 
the campaign, when Kimberlin tried to hold a press con- 
ference airing his claims, plenty of reporters were willing 
to listen. But Kimberlin, who was serving 15 years in 
prison for a series of bombings (one of which blew a man’s 
leg clean off), was not allowed to speak. Prison authorities, 
probably acting under pressure from Quayle supporters, 
stepped in at the last minute and put an end to the media 
event, placing Kimberlin in solitary confinement for good 
measure. 

A martyr — and a much more compelling story — was 
born. Yet, despite Kimberlin’s indefatigable efforts, that story 
lay dormant, at least in the mainstream media, until a series 


[: 1988, BRETT Coleman Kimberlin told anyone who 


of 1991 Doonesbury cartoons resuscitated his cause. 
Doonesbury creator Garry Trudeau passed the tale along to 
an old friend of his, the talented and respected New Yorker 
writer Mark Singer. 

Singer set to work on the story a couple of months before 
the 1992 election. His account of Kimberlin’s travails, which 
appeared that year in the New Yorker of October 5, was sym- 
pathetic — some said too sympathetic — depicting the pris- 
oner as a victim of influence-peddling, a man whose treat- 
ment by the Bureau of Prisons only buttressed his Quayle 
claims, and made him something of a political prisoner. 

The article made a splash, and eventually became a finalist 
for a National Magazine Award. Kimberlin’s story was taken 
up anew in the New York Times and elsewhere. Senator Carl 
Levin (D-Michigan) urged a Justice Department investiga- 
tion into Kimberlin’s treatment. A hefty book contract 
— under which Singer and Kimberlin would split the pro- 
ceeds — was signed. And four years later, Citizen K: The 
Deeply Weird American Journey of Brett Kimberlin (Alfred A.

Knopf), has arrived. Only it is not the book either of them 
expected. Shortly after Singer began work on the book, he 
got strong inklings, supported by mounting evidence, of 
something that had eluded him while he was writing the New 
Yorker article: Kimberlin had lied. 

Rather than let his subject know the jig was up, though, 
Singer carried on, determined to get at the real Brett Kim- 
berlin. For the writer, the project became a kind of contest, 
one he was bent on winning, secure in the knowledge that 
deception was the only way to get at the truth. Kimberlin, ig- 
norant of Singer’s epiphany — and believing he’d already 
won the contest back in 1992 — continued to cooperate, se- 
cure in the knowledge that he was helping to create a testa- 
ment to his own greatness. 

When the New Yorker published an excerpt from Citizen K 
in October, Kimberlin learned what Singer had known for 
some time: that their relationship was not that of a sainted 
victim and his hagiographer. Singer would say that they were 
much more evenly matched than that, that they were near- 





equals engaged in a battle in which the spoils were truth and 
its representation. Kimberlin, of course, would disagree. 


N ONE of the last warm days of the year, Mark Singer 

stands at his kitchen sink, peeling the vegetable whose 
name Dan Quayle couldn’t quite spell back in 1992. He lives 
in Pelham, New York, a small town 30 minutes by train 
from Grand Central Station. Houses in Pelham are pretty 
and rambling, with vast front yards and plenty of trees for 
climbing. Singer moved here from Manhattan in 1990, to 
provide his three young sons with Cleaver-esque childhoods, 
the kind Singer himself had in Tulsa during the 50s and 
60s. (And the kind of childhood Brett Kimberlin had, too, in 
Indianapolis, around the same time.) 

Singer cups the potato in his left hand, and, turning it, 
slowly, deliberately shaves off the skin in extended spirals. 
Such precision takes some time, but he seems happy enough 
to take it. 

Singer has a fleshy face, a big, square jaw, and a lot of 
brown hair. He has a low brow and dark, turned-down 
eyes. His bottom lip juts forward when he laughs, which 
is not often for someone with as many funny stories as he 
has. He is 46, but he retains a boyishness that makes the 
Converse All-Stars he wears on the book’s jacket seem 
perfectly appropriate. 

While Singer peels, he talks charmingly and effusively 
about his background: his Midwestern childhood, his ex- 
tended family, his years at Yale, his first meeting with 
revered New Yorker editor William Shawn, his start as a Talk 
of the Town writer at 24. 

As a writer, Singer is masterful at capturing personalities. 
“He’s always had the ability to catch people,” says fellow 
New Yorker writer Calvin Trillin, “and get a feeling for them, 
especially for the way they talk.” His favorite — and best — 
profiles are of people the world has never heard of (court 
buff Benjamin Shine; the five Brennan brothers, all building 
superintendents), or knows little about (filmmaker Errol 
Morris). Singer is old New Yorker, influenced in his writing 
and his view of the world by the likes of Joseph Mitchell and 
A.J. Liebling. His profiles take months, even years, to report. 
“That’s the thing about these pieces,” he says, mid-potato. 
“You have to have the time.” 

Singer reheats some coffee in the microwave 
and sits down to answer questions. When talk 
turns to Kimberlin, he is more guarded. He has 
spent the last four years thinking about the rela- 
tionship between reporters and their subjects, 
ever mindful of Janet Malcolm’s view in her 
book The Journalist and the Murderer that: 


Every journalist . .. is a kind of confidence 

man, preying-on people’s vanity,ignarance 

or loneliness, gaining their trust and betray- 

ing them without remorse. Like the credulous widow 
who wakes up one day to find the charming young man 
and all her savings gone, so the consenting subject of a 
piece of nonfiction writing learns — when the article or 
book appears — his hard lesson. 


Malcolm’s work, about another book called Fatal Vision, 
takes writer Joe McGinniss to task for deceiving his subject, 
convicted triple murderer Jeff McDonald, into believing 
McGinniss was on his side, even sending him letters decry- 
ing the injustice of his conviction, while all along he’d been 
writing a book reinforcing the case against him. In Mal- 
colm’s analysis, McDonald, despite the heinous crimes of 
which he’d been convicted, was that credulous widow. 

When it’s his turn to be a subject, Singer seems fearful of 
such a fate himself. He measures his words carefully when 
they concern Kimberlin, retracting sentences that come out 
wrong, volunteering little, suspicious of the metajournalistic 
turn some of my questions take. (“How has this changed the 
way you write?”) He sees my meta- and raises me, frequent- 
ly drawing attention to my interview method, letting me 
know he’s onto my game. (“When you take your recorder 
out after you’ve warmed your subject up, like you did, you 
can spook your subject.”) 

“When you sit down with me,” he says, “you know, you’re 
very good at what you do, and I’m very good at what I do, 
and we both do the same thing. So we’re having this conver- 
sation, I’m trying to choose my words carefully. . . . I feel 
like there’s a reason to talk to you, because this book is go- 
ing to come out, and I want it to be read and I want it to be 
bought, and I want it to be seen for what it is — an interest- 
ing study of truth and lying.” 

Talking about his own reporting is not fun for Singer. Re- 
porting about his reporting is no picnic either. 


N THE summer of 1992, Singer traveled to Memphis 
to meet with Kimberlin. Though he was serving time 
for planting eight bombs in the small town of Speedway, 
Indiana, in the spring of 1978, Kimberlin was best known 
as an accomplished marijuana smuggler who had brought 

huge shipments of pot into the country during the ’70s. 
The cleverness that had helped him succeed in smuggling 
had now made Kimberlin a model prisoner. Singer met 
an articulate, well-read, apparently erudite man who'd 
spent his 13 and a half years in jail earning a college de- 
gree, learning Russian, and becoming a jailhouse lawyer 
of some repute — and intensity. 

“I remember going to see [Kimberlin] in this meeting 
room in Memphis,” Singer recalls. “I spent two days there, 
and he never even got up to pee. He never left that room. He 


didn’t eat, drink, or go to the bathroom for two days, seven 
hours running.” A Scheherazade in prison-issue khakis, he 
pled his case to Singer, presenting him with piles upon piles 
of legal documents to support his contention that he was in- 
nocent of all crimes (except the marijuana smuggling), that 
he’d been the victim of an unfair trial, and that he’d been a 
martyr to the Republican cause since 1988. 

Kimberlin had some hefty support — most visibly from 
Trudeau, most fervently from politically connected journalist 
(and ardent Democrat) Cody Shearer, and most convincing- 
ly from respected former US Solicitor General Erwin Gris- 
wold, who eventually told Singer he believed Kimberlin was 
a political prisoner. 

While Singer was in Memphis, Tina Brown took over the 
New Yorker. Singer was worried about keeping his job, so 
when Brown called to say she thought his was “a very hot 
story,” and that she wanted it in six weeks, and as the main 
article in her debut issue, he set about delivering the piece in 
short order, working faster than he ever had on a project of 
this scope. 

“For me, it was unprecedented,” he says. “It was very fast. 
I'd never worked for [Brown] before, and I didn’t want to be 
shown the door. That’s been my home, so I just did every- 
thing I could.” Asked if it was too fast, he says no: “I never 
said it wasn’t enough time.” But it was exhausting; Singer 
practically lived in his office at the New Yorker for a month, 
sleeping little. s 

Singer had also been under other intense pressures while 
writing the piece, possessed of what he calls, in Citizen K, “a 
mild delirium. My home telephone, I had become convinced, 
was wire-tapped,” he writes. “Urgently, inordinately, | want- 
ed the Democrats to win the election; otherwise, | envi- 
sioned an unfriendly audit of my federal tax return. Worse, I 
entertained a fantasy that I would be invited to the Clinton- 
Gore inauguration. . . . For several months, my marriage of 
20 years had been in a final stage of disintegration. Writing 
about Kimberlin had the virtue of providing a socially useful 
outlet for my obsessiveness.” 

But despite all that, Singer says now, he wrote the article 
he intended to write. “It was enough time to write the story 
of whether or not this guy had been politically persecuted,”

he says. “It was enough time to look through what happened 
to Brett Kimberlin from 1988 on, and that’s all it attempted 
to do.” The article, called “The Prisoner and the Politician,” 
was not about Kimberlin’s guilt or innocence in the bomb- 
ings, he says. It wasn’t even about Quayle’s drug use. It was 
about the abuse of power, and Singer made a strong case for 
the fact that the outcome of the 1988 election had been 
tainted, and that Kimberlin’s rights had been violated. 

The article was not met with universal acclaim, however. 
Garrison Keillor told Singer he thought it had jumped to its 
anti-Quayle conclusion too readily. In his syndicated col- 
umn, Garry Wills wrote that, although it certainly looked as 
if Kimberlin had suffered political persecution, Singer had 
been irresponsible “to print his charges without more verifi- 
cation than he has been able to supply.” And an interview 
with Singer on NPR’s Fresh Air was pulled at the last minute 
because Singer seemed “a little too close to the subject.” 

Still, Knopf was impressed enough with the article to offer 
Singer a generous book contract, under which Kimberlin 
would receive a share of the royalties for his cooperation. 
“The venture was predicated on the idea that there was an 
even richer and more elaborate story to tell than I had previ- 
ously told,” Singer writes in Citizen K. “Looking back at that 
moment, I think we both assumed we had the same story in 
mind — an assumption that now strikes me as both conspir- 
atorial and naive.” 

Singer had become one of Kimberlin’s strongest support- 
ers. He urged Senator Levin to begin public hearings into 
Kimberlin’s treatment, thereby, he writes, “crossing the line 
from impartiality to advocacy.” After the election, Singer 
even called Clinton’s people to ask that Kimberlin be fur- 
loughed for the inauguration. “The thought still makes me 
wince,” he says in Citizen K. 

Almost as soon as he started working on the book, Singer 
discovered big problems. Friends to whom Kimberlin had 
referred him, to vouch for his upstanding character and at- 
test to his innocence, proved lukewarm on him at best. 
Some were certain he’d committed all of the crimes of which 
he’d been convicted, and more. Others were dead, especially 
those who could provide irrefutable proof of his innocence. 
One former drug dealer told Singer that “The Prisoner and 
the Politician” was “revisionist history,” and that Kimberlin’s 
Quayle claims were “complete and utter bullshit.” 

And Kimberlin soon began undermining his own credibili- 
ty. The more Singer got to know him, the stranger the pris- 
oner became. Believing himself exceptionally talented, Kim- 
berlin was certain he’d become an international recording 
star, and he thought he might just ask Sting or Paul Mc- 
Cartney to co-write some songs with him. He’d also tried to 
intervene in the Iraq crisis of 1990, in the hopes of averting 
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the Gulf War, thereby making a hero of himself. “The plan 
was for Hussein to release these hostages — the human 
shield — to my mother,” he told Singer. Naturally, his own 
subsequent release would have been a given had the Iraqi 
ambassador to the United States acted upon the letters Kim- 
berlin had his mother hand-deliver. 

It dawned on Singer that he’d been “sucked whole and 
cast adrift inside Kimberlin’s narcissistic universe.” But 
rather than abandon the project, Singer became more inter- 
ested in it than ever. “I knew I was going to finish writing 
this book,” he says. “I never toyed with the idea of tossing it. 
Not even for a moment. If what this guy was telling me was 
right, that means I got it wrong the first time. I had to figure 
it out. I didn’t have a choice.” 

Singer checked out Kimberlin’s stories, from the big ones 
(his innocence in the bombings, for example) to the small 
ones (his proficiency in Russian), and dug away at them for 
four years and 363 pages. In the end, the only part of Kim- 
berlin’s original tale left standing is the essence of the 1992 
New Yorker piece — that the prisoner’s rights had been vio- 
lated in 1988. 

Clearly, that piece would have been quite different had 
Singer concluded in 1992 that Kimberlin was deceiving him, 
which he might have done with more time and under less 
pressure, his comfort with his deadline notwithstanding. Be- 
lieving Kimberlin guilty of the crimes of which he’d been 
convicted would have made him “question the credulousness 
of the people who vouched for [Kimberlin’s] credibility,” 
says Singer. “It would have made me more skeptical of both 
Trudeau and Griswold, not to mention Cody Shearer, who 
had political motives.” How would “The Prisoner and the 
Politician” have been different? When pushed on this ques- 
tion, Singer says he would have cast Kimberlin less as a vic- 
tim and more as a protagonist. Is it possible the article would 
not have run at all? 

“Would it have existed is another question,” Singer says. 
“I don’t think I can answer that.” 

Some of Citizen K’s reviewers have focused almost obses- 
sively on the flaws of the 1992 article. The conservative 
Weekly Standard (inexplicably heading its take “Mark 
Singer Loves a Mad Bomber”) criticized the writer for being 
unwilling “simply to eat crow and apologize.” The 
Los Angeles Times , on the other hand, called the 
book “the longest correction of a magazine article 
ever produced.” Harper’s publisher John 
MacArthur was merciless. Had Singer “admitted 
that his motive for writing the book was revenge or 
embarrassment, or the unpleasant prospect of re- 
turning a large advance,” he wrote in Newsday, 
“we might have had an interesting work of jour- 
nalism, or at least media criticism,” occ 

But Singer bristles at the suggestion that his 
having been conned by Kimberlin compromises 
the essence of the 1992 New Yorker piece, pointing out 
again that the article was not primarily about Kimberlin, but 
his treatment and its political implications. In any case, he 
says, he was sufficiently humble in his book. “I have admit- 
ted I’m a human being,” Singer says, “which is important, 
that journalists are fallible. That doesn’t mean journalists are 
inherently corrupt or meretricious. That doesn’t mean I was 
wrong to write that piece.” 


HE DISCOVERY of Kimberlin’s deception transformed 

the research and writing process for Singer. The book 
veered away from Malcolm’s paradigm, becoming the story 
of a subject who, rather than playing the credulous widow to 
the journalist’s charming young man, tries to out-charm 
him. “In our folie a deux,” he writes in Citizen K, “there 
would be no credulous widow, only two ostensibly charming 
young men.” He shifted his focus from the tale to the teller, 
determined to do what he’d done with so many of his arti- 
cles: to catch a personality in print. “At a certain point, I re- 
alized it was a much better story than I set out to do,” 
Singer says. “Once I realized what he’d done, I admired his 
gifts all the more.” 

He gave Kimberlin no hint of his revised objectives, and 
decided not to confront him with findings that contradicted 
his stories. He would play Kimberlin’s game. “He had set 
the original terms, and I was leveling the playing field,” he 
writes. “Truth necessitated a kind of counterdeception. Any 
frontal challenge to Kimberlin, | knew, would provoke only 
defensive hostility.” Without that counterdeception, Singer 
reasoned, his work would “implode.” 

He had no contractual obligation to Kimberlin: they’d al- 
ready agreed that the subject would have no control or veto 
over the finished product, an agreement Kimberlin had en- 
tered into gladly, without consulting his lawyers. “I assumed 
he assumed he could always stay several steps ahead of me,” 
Singer writes. And later, “As long as I remained in character 
— a talented amateur, never quite able to see into the heart 
of the game — we could keep the rally going.” 

And the writer felt no personal obligation to his subject. 
There were no Joe McGinniss-—style letters of outraged 
anguish at the injustice of Kimberlin’s incarceration. “I 
certainly didn’t feel any guilt,” Singer says. “I didn’t do 
anything wrong. I had to get the truth. Brett Kimberlin 
wasn’t interested in me at all. | was money in his pocket. 
I was his meal ticket — I understood that. I never as- 
sumed we were friends.” 

Nevertheless, Singer’s relationship with Kimberlin is more 
like the emotionally charged and ethically troubling one de- 
scribed by Janet Malcolm than he seems to realize. In the af- 


terword to The Journalist and the Murderer, she qualifies her

famous thesis about the reporter’s secretly 
predatory nature: 


The fact that the subject may be try- 
ing to manipulate the journalist — 
and none but the most otherworldly 
of subjects is above at least some ma- 
nipulativeness — does not offset the 
journalist’s own sins against the lib- 
ertarian spirit. 


While Malcolm may not have allowed for 
someone as intent on making a charming 
young man of himself as Kimberlin, her 
point is pertinent — the journalist, after all, 
is the one who gets to write the book. 


FREE man since 1993, Kimberlin is 
back in business. Only this time he 
trucks in a different trade, supplying every- 

thing from automobile parts to chicken 
parts for clients in Ukraine, associates of 
friends he made in prison. 

The first inkling he had that the book 
was not the panegyric he’d been expecting 
was when a fact-checker from the New 


Yorker called to run a rather large inconsis- . 


tency by him, an inconsistency that impli- 
cated him in the 1978 murder of a woman 
called Julia Scyphers, the grandmother of a 
pre-teen with whom Kimberlin had an un- 
usually close relationship. He was not hap- 
py about the news. 

Kimberlin doesn’t talk to reporters much 
anymore. “The only reason I’m talking to 
you,” he says, “is because the independent 
papers all did good work for us.” He is call-

Morano, a man who does not look 
upon his client with blind admiration, 
says Citizen K is a fairly balanced book, 
and that Singer leaves readers to make up 
their own minds about Kimberlin. “Brett 
was naive in thinking that someone who 
starts digging is only going to report 
what Brett tells him,” Morano says . But 
he also faults Singer for being overly per- 
sonal about Kimberlin, referring to pas- 
sages where Singer calls him a narcissist, 
and “a short fellow who needed to be 
looked up to.” 

“As Mark Singer becomes disillusioned 
about Brett, he strikes out at him, taking 
personal umbrage at things that have 
nothing to do with Mark,” Morano says. 
“Mark took Brett’s [deceit] as if he were 
a disappointed lover.” 

Singer, obviously, thinks differently. “It 
was not as if a score-settling was going 
on,” he says. “The [1992] piece and the 
book and the excerpt were genuine at- 
tempts to find the truth. What the book 
proyes is that the truth is knowable most 
of the time. I now believe I know the real 
truth about this man.” 

Singer makes a convincing case that 
the article and the book got at fundamental 
truths about the political process and Kim- 
berlin, respectively. And his broader claim, 
that through perseverance we can learn the 
“real truth” about a subject — traditionally 
journalism’s highest goal — is reassuring. 
But the fact that getting at the truth can 
take deception and four years of digging is 
not exactly comforting, particularly for 
those of us working on shorter deadlines.

ing from the DC area, where he lives be- 
tween Ukraine expeditions. At first, he 
speaks softly and evenly. “The book is full 
of lies and erroneous information and fac- 
tual inaccuracies,” he says matter-of-factly. 
“It’s amazing what a bad job Singer did. 
He did a great job for the New Yorker origi- 
nally, but then he changed his mind. Is he 
going to change his mind again next week? 
Reporters aren’t supposed to be flapping in 
the wind. 

“At what point is it incumbent on a re- 
porter or author to tell the subject, ‘I’m not 
on the same wavelength as you anymore’?” 
he asks. “He should have informed me and 
given me the opportunity not to co-operate, 
or said, ‘I’ll return the advance.’ ” 

He criticizes Singer for not confronting 
him with the holes in his story. “He never 
asked me about all these things he says are 
inconsistencies,” Kimberlin says. “If a re- 
porter has something that doesn’t add up, 
he has an obligation — this is what I’ve 
heard — to say, ‘What’s your explanation?’ 
If he’d come to me with those conflicts, I 
would have laughed. I would have told him. 
I would have explained it in a heartbeat.” 

Despite the contract he signed, he says 
Singer betrayed him: “It’s not the book he 
told me he was writing. He was hired to 
write a book about somebody getting rail- 
roaded, and government corruption, and he 
writes a diatribe about me.” 

He says Singer also betrayed the nation’s 
prison population: “Mark Singer’s book 
could have been a great inspiration for peo- 
ple in jail, about how you can rise up 
against bad influences, beat Big Brother, 
corruption. But he puts a slant on it like I’m 
some kind of manipulator rather than how I 
rose above it.” 

Fifteen minutes into our conversation, 
Kimberlin displays some of the qualities he 
successfully hid from Singer in those first 
six weeks in 1992. His voice grows louder. 
His claims inch into oddness. 

He says Mark Singer wishes he were 
Brett Kimberlin: “The problem is one of 
envy. This is what my lawyers say. I don’t 
want to psychoanalyze the guy, but he’s ob- 
viously envious that I’m able to be the way I 
am, and he isn’t. I think broadly and expan- 
sively and optimistically. I don’t grovel and 
whine and go see psychiatrists and all this 
crazy stuff Mark seems to enjoy doing, and 
I think he envies that. My strength. Well, 

that’s what my lawyers say.” 


INGER, FOR his part, is extremely 
reluctant to discuss Kimberlin’s reac- 

tion to the New Yorker excerpt and the 
book. As much as he clearly, and perhaps 
rightly, believes that he was blameless in 
his dealings with Kimberlin, he is mot 
comfortable revisiting the relationship. 
For two hours he has not-so-patiently 
played subject to my reporter, and his 
forbearance is at an end. We are both 
Janet Malcolm’s charming young men 
now. Except right now we are not quite 
so charming. 

Have you had any contact with Kim- 
berlin since the excerpt was published? 

“I haven’t spoken to him.” 

Are you worried about Kintbertin’ s 
reaction? 

“Well, I’ll see when it happens, then I'll 
decide whether I should worry.” 

Has Kimberlin read the New Yorker 
excerpt? 

“Yes.” 

Do you know what his reaction was? 

*xes.” 

What was it? 

“His reaction was a negative one.” 

Will you explain that? 

“Ask more specific questions.” 

It goes on like this for a few more ex- 
cruciating minutes, until I ask precisely 
the correct specific question. At last, 
Singer tells me Kimberlin called him after 
the fact-checker confronted him with the 
piece of evidence that implicated him in 
the Scyphers murder. Kimberlin asked 
what Tina Brown thought of the article, 
“because he always wants to know what 
important people think about him.” And 
he told Singer the information implicat- 
ing him in Julia Scyphers’s murder was 
“bullshit.” A copy of the article was sent 
to him. 

Was Kimberlin angry when he read the 
article? 

“I’d say angry is probably a fair word.” 

Did he call you? 

“He called Knopf and asked for a gal- 
ley of the book.” 

And he was angry during that call? 

“You can call Knopf.” 

Will they tell me? 

“You can call them and find out. Are we 
only on page one of your questions?” Sa

r ITH THE RECENT diffusion of bar- 
becue out into the suburbs, it is inter- 
esting to note a modest revival of sit- 


down barbecue in inner-city Boston. It’s not 
quite a trend, but here are two African-Ameri- 
can-owned businesses doing well by doing ribs 
in mixed neighborhoods. Both pitmasters have 
local reputations, and they have completely dif- 
ferent styles on nearly identical menus. 

Kenton Jacobs, the “Jake” of Jake’s, made his 
mark with Texas smoked barbecue at a portable 
stand, and for a glorious epoch at Jake’s Q-for-U 
on Blue Hill Avenue. He then roamed as far as 
Lynn, and did an interesting stint among the fine 
barbecue revivalists at Jake & Earl’s (he was not, 
however, the original Jake there). When Jake & 
Earl’s closed to make way for the expansion of the 
East Coast Grill, the owners and other eminent 
chefs backed the development of his new place. 

Across the street from Jamaica Plain’s celebrat- 
ed Irish-American bar, Doyle’s, the new restau- 
rant has a lot of standing room and some tables; 
there are some framed photos 


barbecue sauce. Given the ties with East Coast 
Grill, I'd like to see a few bottles of Inner Beauty 
out there, or at least one of the simple hot-pep- 
per sauces for adding fire without complications. 

Desserts are limited to a very good sweet- 
potato pie ($2.29) and a yummy-gummy peach 
cobbler ($2.29).

The top items, based on 
my samplings, are the beef 
brisket ($5 sandwich; $8.50 
dinner ; $12.95 per pound in 
bulk), and the “chopped 
BBQ” ($4.50 sandwich, 
$9.95 per pound). The latter 
is stringy and crispy in the 
manner of the Carolina 
pulled pork at the East Coast 
Grill and the old Jake & 
Earl’s, but loaded with 
smoke a la Texas. The for- 
mer is what it always was — 
tender and savory and a 
great vehicle for smoke. 

Working through a “boss’s 
plate” combo ($14.95), I also 
enjoyed the sausage, described 
as “andouille” but much milder 
than the spicy New Orleans 
original. Pork ribs were very 
good, and seemed less heavily 
smoked than the pulled pork. 
Smoked chicken seemed less 
smoky also, although the ten-

wich, $6.50 dinner) is 
chopped, rather than 
“pulled” like Jake’s, so it 
has the texture of dry 
stew or coarse hash. The 
flavor is fresh pork, plus 
that hint of grill char, 
plus a Carolina tang of 
vinegar and a little red 
pepper. The beef ribs 
($8.50 dinner) are meaty 
pieces, basically short 
ribs, again with some 
char on the outside, and 
a supreme juicy flavor. 
One sauce fits all, but it’s 
a good one, with a bal- 
ance of sweet and hot. 

Again, the pork ribs 
($7.88) are very good, 
helped along by their grill 
flavor, but I’m reserving 
judgment on the claim of 
“Best ribs in town.” 
Probably true for Dorch- 
ester; might hit some re- 
sistance over at the Pit 
Stop in Mattapan. 

Side dishes may show 
the influence of Marion 
Hill’s Alabama _ back- 
ground, especially the 
candy-spiced mashed 
sweet potatoes ($1.50). 








derness of the meat is hard to get without a low-tem- 
perature smoker. The beef ribs | had were mostly 
bone, and rather stringy. If you’re a fan of Texas 
smoked beef, you might discuss this with the counter 
people, as a meatier beef rib, like short ribs, is one of 
the best vehicles for smoke cooking around. 

Kenton Jacobs has always had some good 
ways of using smoke in his side dishes, and the 
way he makes his collard greens ($1.75 small, 
$3.50 pint, $6 quart), with some smoked pork 
trimmings, is very special. Likewise, the “cowboy 
beans” ($1.75, $3.50, $6) include some brisket 
morsels and strong dose of cumin for a chili-like 
effect. The cornbread has been criticized, but | 
think it works well either sopping up sauce or 
soothing the mouth after an overly spicy bite. 

This kind of barbecue is sauced only after 
cooking; sauces are applied at the counter, and 
can be added by customers as well. The best of 
Jake’s sauces is a sweet mustard sauce that 
doesn’t mask the meat or smoke flavors. The 
mild smoky sauce my day had a flavor of un- 
cooked beer; the hotter version was a typical hot 


Collard greens ($1.50) are done salty and 
funky; kidney beans and rice ($1.50) are quite 
good. There's sweet fresh coleslaw ($1), crusty 
baked macaroni and cheese ($1.50), and a clas- 
sic potato salad ($1) with a lot of celery. Soft 
rolls and good cornbread are the sops of choice. 
The only dessert on a Sunday was apple cobbler 
($1.50), with nice chunky apple slices. 

Sunday is a great day to go, as the back- 
ground music shifts to well-selected gospel 
tapes, and the restaurant offers a buffet ($9.95 
for adults, 50 cents per year old for kids) that 
features the usual menu, plus an occasional sur- 
prise like the hearty pork-foot stew on my visit. 

M&M’s new, permanent, indoor home is the 
basement of the police’s old Station 11. There 
have been a couple of previous restaurants here, 
using as dining areas the interesting nooks and 
crannies of what used to be holding cells. Some 
of the bars remain, but mostly we have a neat, 
bare-brick restaurant with the smells of soul

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New York, has been writing 
about lesbian-related issues for 
the better part of the last 
decade. 

Earlier this year St. Martin’s 
published A Delicate Fire, an 
anthology of prose and poetry 
excerpts that Tracey describes 
as “the Bartlett’s Quotations of 
lesbian love.” The idea for So 
You Want To Be a Lesbian?, 
which features chapters on 
everything from “Bad Flirting” 
and “Dyke Drama” to “Lesbian 
Cuisine” and “Wimmin’s 
Music,” grew out of Tracey’s 


desire to inject a little humor 
into a subject that had a reputa- 
tion for taking itself a little too 
seriously. 

“I came out when | was 13, 
which was 17 years ago,” she 
recalls, “and there didn’t seem 
to be a lot of fun happening in 
lesbian culture at the time. 
Everyone seemed very serious. 
So I sort of gravitated toward 
doing something more satirical 
in my writing. I was sitting 
around with some friends 
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joking about doing a series of 
how-to books on various sub- 
cultures — like how to be an 
anarchist or how to be a les- 
bian. From there it turned into 
So You Want To Be a Lesbian?, 
because that’s how we talk here 
in New York.” 

The result takes aim at some 
prevailing stereotypes of les- 
bians, but with a tone that’s 
decidedly not overly serious or 
politically correct. For instance, 
the book explodes the myth 
about there always being a 
“man” and a “woman” in a les- 
bian couple by explaining that, 
in fact, there’s always a Mary 
Tyler Moore persona and a 
partner who is either Rhoda, 
Lou Grant, Murray, or Sue 
Ann Nivens. Elsewhere, Tracey 
and Pokorny list “Five books 
that will make you happy to be 
a lesbian,” including How To 
Pick Up Girls (“an eerily accu- 
rate portrait of what guys think 
they need to do to get laid”) 
and anything by Andrea 
Dworkin (“Once you’re done 
reading Intercourse, you'll 
never think about doing THAT 
again”). 

“There are some people who 
have criticized the book,” 
admits Tracey, “for not being 
able to make up its mind about 
being humor or guidance. But 
I think we wanted it to be both 
because we looked at it as a 
way of broadening the hori- 
zons of what it means to be a 
lesbian.”

Juliana Hatfield 


Last spring, local rock star Juliana Hatfield went into 
Fort Apache to begin work on her fourth solo album 
just as California hit-makers Weezer were starting to 
track their sophomore disc at the Fort. Weezer's 
Pinkerton (DGC) hit the stores more than a month 
ago. But Hatfield is still patiently putting the finish- 
ing touches on her follow-up to 1995's Only 
Everything (Atlantic), a self-produced disc she’s been 
tracking, on and off, since last March. It’s been even 
longer since Hatfield played a local gig — more than 
a year by her own count. But she'll be breaking her 
silence, as well as breaking in a new band, next 
Thursday at the Middle East. 

“I don’t know what it’s going to sound like 
because we haven't really all rehearsed together yet,” 
admits Hatfield on a break between songwriting ses- 
sions at Fort Apache with her new line-up — long- 
time drummer Todd Philips, guitarist Ed Slanker 
(who played on her last tour), and newly recruited 
bassist Mike Welsh (Jocobono, ex-Heretix). “We're 
also probably going to be playing a couple of new 
songs that haven't even been completely written yet.” 

Hatfield has at least a full album’s worth of new 
songs that are finished. And Atlantic was ready to 
send the disc into production back in May. But, as 
Hatfield tells it, her A&R liaison at the label offered 
her the chance to come up with a few more numbers. 
“I ended up spending the whole summer writing in 
Duxbury, then I recorded a new batch of songs in 
September, and now the band is sort of helping me 
come up with a few more tunes. I’ve really been 
searching for new ways to write because sometimes | 
feel like I've used up the technique of just sitting 
around my house with an acoustic guitar. Right now 
we're using some looped drum tracks to write on top 
of.” 

Another technique that Hatfield experimented with 
was dropped guitar tunings, which basically means 
lowering the tension on the strings in order to get a 
deeper tone. “It’s been a really good writing tool. It 
makes the songs sound a little more evil, but they’re 
still pop because that’s the way I write.” 

The combination of the lower tunings and a new 
bass player has Hatfield predicting that the Middle 
East show will sound more “ferocious” than her 
shows have in the past. But the sensibility of the 

forthcoming disc should be a bit more var- 
ied. It features cameos from Matthew 
Sweet bassist Tony Marsico and 
from John Doe guitarist Smoky 
Hormel. Philips handled all of 
the drumming and Hatfield 
played most of the bass 
and guitar, as well as 
some keyboards. She has 
been producing the disc 
on her own, which is a 
first for her. 

“It’s not as intimidat- 
ing as | thought it would 
be,” she admits. “It actu- 

ally seems to be a lot less 
stressful for me than hav- 
ing an outside producer 
because the more people that 
are involved, the more difficult it 
usually gets. If | know that I’m the 
one who has to make all the deci- 
Hatfield sions, then I end being a lot more 
confident about the choices | make.”

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It’s not just for children 


Why Boston Ballet’s Nutcracker appeals to kids of all ages 


BY JEFFREY GANTZ By now it’s been 
pretty well established that Boston Ballet’s 
production of The Nutcracker is the most 
popular in the world. Each year, some 
140,000 people flock to the Wang Center to 
see the Christmas tree grow from 16 to 40 feet 


in less than a minute and Tony 
Collins kick up his heels as the 
doddering Grandmother and 
Clara throw her slipper at the 
Mouse King. It’s a spectacle, a 
tradition — but is it a genuine 
artistic event? Or just a holiday 
sugar plum? 

All right, The Nutcracker is for 
children — but it’s for the rest of 
us, too. Based (at several 
removes) on E.T.A. Hoffmann’s 
fairy tale “Nutcracker and Mouse 
King,” it’s a story about having 
faith and courage, about seeing 
through appearances, about mov- 
ing beyond ordinary reality, and 
finally about growing up. The 
original tale is darker than any 
ballet version this side of Mark 
Morris's The Hard Nut: Herr 
Drosselmeyer, the children’s god- 
father, is an enigmatic character, 
in part because as a clockmaker 
he seems to control time; he’s 
omniscient, it appears, but not 
always omnipotent. The Nut- 
cracker is a misshapen, hideous- 
looking fellow, the victim of a 
mouse spell; the Mouse King has 
seven heads and a nasty temper. 
In the end Marie (her name got 
changed to Clara for the ballet) 
discovers that the Nutcracker is 
really Drosselmeyer’s nephew, 
and they forsake this world for 
the poetic realm of the imagina- 
tion. Or maybe they manage to 
live in both — with Hoffmann 
you never know what’s possible. 

Boston Ballet’s Nutcracker 
might look like the Disney version 
of this story, but because the 
company pays so much attention 
to detail, a lot of the Hoffmann 
sensibility sneaks in, most of it 
centering on Drosselmeyer. At the 
end of the Children’s March and 
Galop, and again after Clara has 
curled up on the settee, the shad- 
ow of what seems to be a giant 
bird's wing darkens the door; 
though it’s just. Drosselmeyer 
arriving in his fancy cloak, that 
shadow reminds you _ that 
Hoffmann’s Drosselmeyer some- 
times appears as an owl, the 
enemy of mice — but also a sym- 
bol of wisdom, and thus of time. 
When Boston Ballet’s Drossel- 
meyer enters, the owl above the 
Silberhauses’ great owl clock 
lights up and the owl moves its 
wings up and down and the hands 
go whirling around; the same 
thing happens whenever he points 
to it, his way of telling us that 
we're leaving ordinary time and 
space. Then there’s Drossel- 
meyer’s feeling for Clara, the 
wistful way he teases her, holding 
the Nutcracker just out of her 
reach, or the way he cradles her 
when he whirls her about in his 
arms. Nothing inappropriate, but 
enough to suggest that, in a dif- 
ferent lifetime, she might have 
been the sweetheart he never had. 

This production is stuffed with 
treats for young and old. Right 
from the prologue, with houses of 


the little town huddled together 
under a twin-towered church and 
a huge crescent moon, and the 
snow falling: the way the father 
who’s negotiating the purchase of 
a Christmas tree has to ask his 
daughter (who looks to be all of 
six or seven) how much to offer. 
We can see from the way she 
treats the children that the 
Governess is a killjoy, and she 
obviously has it in for the Maid — 
look at how she tosses that 
Christmas basket on top of all the 
packages the poor girl has to

carry. The Governess gets hers 
when she brings the salver for 
Drosselmeyer’s gloves: as he 
flings them down, they turn into a 
live white dove. The Maid has 
problems too: when she comes in 
to tidy up after the 
guests have left, the 
Christmas tree blinks at 
her. Fortunately she’s 
able to steady her 
nerves by draining a 
guest’s discarded glass 
of port. 

Even what looks like 
broad humor boasts 
subtle touches. Nothing 
could be broader than 
Tony Collins's — irre- 
placeable Grandmoth- 
er, whether she’s get- 
ting the vapors, falling asleep in 
her chair, or embarrassing the 
stuffing out of her daughter when 
she goes wild and crazy during 
the Grossvater Tanz. But here’s 
Grandfather giving her a pearl

necklace — and then waving a 
coy goodbye and leaving with the 
rest of the guests. What’s that all 
about? And of course it’s tradi- 
tional for the Mouse King to wave 
bye-bye to the audience before

the Red Cross stretcher carries 
him off to havarti heaven, but 
note his flion’s-head trophy belt, 
and the overbite that lets his teeth 
show, and the way his head tilts 
upward, as if sniffing the air for 
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goodies. The little things do 
count. 

As for the second act, it may 
seem all dancing and no story, yet 
in fact Clara, in watching the likes 
of Dew Drop and Sugar Plum, 
grows up by proxy; this 
act is a parade of sweets 
but also a progression 
through flirting (Choc- 
olate), sex (Coffee), 
bloom and decay (the 
Waltz of the Flowers), 
and, finally, adult love 
(the pas de deux for 
Sugar Plum and her 
Cavalier). And one 
more reason Boston 
Ballet’s Nutcracker is 
not only the world’s 
most popular but very 
likely the world’s best is that the 
company dance like adults, not as 
if they were putting on a show for 
children. This isn’t easy: the 
major dancing roles in The 
Nutcracker — the Snow King and 
Queen, Dew Drop, Sugar Plum 
and her Cavalier — have no story 
to tell and no characters on which 
to draw; everything has to come 
out of the dancing. To look at 
Emily Gresh’s Dew Drop, you 
wouldn’t guess it’s hard at all: 
she’s so bursting with radiant 
bloom, it's like watching a time- 
lapse sequence of a flower open- 
ing. Kyra Strasberg makes this 
role even more poignant by 
throwing out hints of wilt, 
reminding us that a flower is not 
forever. Strasberg was also sinu- 
ously seductive in her Coffee (the 
Arabian dance) Saturday evening, 
making this tale of one girl and 
two guys ache with longing. 

Each Boston Ballet production, 
it seems, has at least one surprise: 
this time it’s Devon Carney and 
Jennifer Glaze as the Snow King 
and Queen. Glaze has always 
struck me as a solid but not spe- 
cial dancer; last Friday, at the first 
preview performance (the official 
opening is tonight, December 5), 
what struck me was her superb 
line as she entered, with Carney 
holding her aloft; throughout the 
Snowflake number (which resi- 
dent choreographer Danicl Pelzig 
has redone to give the principals 
more scope), confidence just 
streamed out of her. Carney never 
seems very prepossessing, but his 
partners always look great (I’m 
thinking of Alexandra Koltun in 
the same role a couple years ago), 
so that says something about him. 
Ayuko Hirota (substituting at 
short notice for the injured 
Larissa Ponomarenko) and 
Simon Ball looked a little tentative 
Saturday afternoon; they weren't 
electrifying or even particularly 
energetic, but there was a fresh- 
ness and innocence about them 
that was gratifying. Adriana 
Suarez and Paul Thrussell 
sparkled as expected Saturday 
evening, Suarez all regal attitude, 
as usual, Thrussell making his 
tour double and tours a la sec- 
onde look like child’s play. 

In some respects Sugar Plum 
and her Cavalier are the hardest 
Nutcracker roles of all: you have 
to greet Clara and the Nutcracker 
without seeming saccharine or 
patronizing, and then you have to 
create a romantic pas de deux 
with no build-up. Jennifer 
Gelfand, back after a year at the 
Royal Ballet in Birmingham, still 
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seems a little arch at the begin- 
ning of act two, but almost every- 
one does (Strasberg and 
Ponomarenko are the two con- 
spicuous Boston Ballet excep- 
tions). And her dancing, which 
has always verged on the meretri- 
ciously flamboyant, looked more 
natural and better integrated than 
| remembered. She still does 
moves you won’t see from her 
peers; last weekend, though, they 
didn’t call attention to themselves 
but trusted. they'd be noticed any- 
way. They were. The same was 
true of her Dew Drop Saturday 
afternoon. Robert Wallace was an 
attentive, high-flying Cavalier; my 
only quibble with these two is that 
you can’t build great partnerships 
overnight. The same goes for 
Natasha Akhmarova and Patrick 
Armand: individually they were 
outstanding (Akhmarova reminis- 
cent of Laura Young a decade 
ago), but the sense of danger was 
missing, the way two people 
check each other out that keeps 
you on the edge of your seat. 

Still, the key to this production 
is its team effort. Many compa- 
nies have outstanding principals 
and soloists; few have the role 
players Boston Ballet does. You 
can't miss the children, of 
course: both as the party-scene 
guests and as Mother Ginger’s 
Polichinelles, they’re memorably 
spontaneous. But take a moment 
to appreciate the cute antics of 
the Maid (Frances Marie Perez 
or Alexis Kochis) and_ the 
Delivery Boy (Jonathan Shockley 
or Polo Jin) as they flirt in front 
of that fussbudget Governess 
(Margaret Rowland or Robin 
Ries). Keep your eye on 
Grandfather (Robert Under- 
wood or Gino DiMarco or 
Alexander Srb), too: the way he 
nearly has a heart attack when he 
thinks Columbine is hitting on 
him, or how he tries to hit on 
Grandmother during the 
Children’s March and Galop 
(while the Maid is taking drinks 
round to the guests — this pro- 
duction is a three-ring circus). 

The choreography for the Bear 
(Christopher Rendall-Jackson or 
Robert Miller or Jonathan 
Shockley) might not look too 
difficult, but consider the heavy 
suit he has to wear. That goes 
double for the Mouse King 
(Simon Ball or Zachary Hench 
or Todd Ghanizadeh) and the 
unnamed company artists who 
ham it up as the mice: don’t miss 
the parody of Swan _ Lake’s 
Dance of the Cygnets from the 
youngsters, or the way. one 
mouse picks up his fallen 
leader's scimitar and dolefully 
exits dragging it after him. 

Last but not least, there's 
Jonathan McPhee’s Boston Ballet 
Orchestra giving us adult 
Tchaikovsky, with plenty of erotic 
winds and brass and percussion 
(talk about a climax when the 
Cavalier lifts Sugar Plum). The 
trumpet in Chocolate is not just 
creamy but, well, chocolaty; the 
pointing of the celesta in Sugar 
Plum’s solo is delectably detailed; 
and the tempos for C > and the 
Sugar Plum pas de deux are dar- 
ingly, sensuously slow. You won't 
hear Tchaikovsky played better in 
this town, and you're not likely to 
see a better Nutcracker anywhere.

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Uniting history 
and imagination 


NEW YORK -— in some ways, Aidicule director 
Patrice Leconte is quite at home in the film’s 18th- 
century setting. He certainly marvels at a seeming- 
ly unremarkable artifact of 20th-century technology 
—~ my voice-activated tape recorder. Observing 
how it starts and stops every time he speaks, he 
cries in English, “Oh! It's un-fucking-believabie!” 

Otherwise, Leconte, who directed the thriller 
Monsieur Hire (1989) and the romance The 
Hairdresser’s Husband (1990), takes an irreverent 
attitude toward Fiidicule's setting: the court of Louis 
XVI at the end of the ancien régime. Despite the 
ornate verisimilitude of the film’s Versailles locales 
and wigs and costumes, Leconte approached this 
social satire as if it were one of the contemporary 
comedies for which he is best known among French 
filmgoers. 

“| did a film as a bad student,” he explains 
(through a transiator). “If | had been a good history 
student and had a real taste for history, | would 
have been very respectful of the period. | didn’t doc- 
ument the 18th century at all. | didn’t want to be 
influenced by literary knowledge. | wanted my influ- 
ence to be only emotional. 

““When | showed the film to several different peo- 
ple in Paris, a journalist came to me and said, “Your 
film is not bad. But there is something a little 
wrong. At one point, one of the characters sits 
against a pink-marble fireplace, and pink marble 
was introduced to France after Napoleon Ill. it's a 
detail | really wanted to mention to you.’ So | 
looked at him with big eyes and said, “You're right. 
But who cares?’ | wish there were more pink-mar- 
ble fireplaces. Filmmaking is by nature a work of 
imagination. You can’t let yourself become embar- 
rassed by too much historical reconstruction.” 

It would have been easy for Leconte to under- 
line the parallel between the king’s court, where 
wit is a weapon and humiliation results in a loss 
of power, and today's court of public opinion, 
where image also determines politics. “This paral- 
lel works,” he acknowledges, “but that’s not what | 
was trying to show. | didn't want to do a 
metaphoric film. | didn’t even really care about 
the echoes. | didn’t want to be a moralist. But | 
can't prevent this kind of interpretation. It’s too 
easy to do a film saying these are the good guys, 
these are the bad guys. Then you become a 
prosecutor, not a filmmaker. The aristocrats at the 
court were probably not very commendable, but | 
always prevented myself from condemning them. 
| actually thought they were kind of moving in 
their lack of conscience.” 

At least those aristocrats’ wit made them enter- 
taining. “People of wit are a disappearing race. 
Where could you find witty people nowadays? 
Not on TV. Literature has become very austere. 
Maybe in theater, but even there, witty people 
have become rare for one simple reason. Witty 
people are people who have culture, intelligence, 
elegance. To have all that together today is very 
hard.” 

Between Hairdresser and Ridicule, Leconte made 
three films that have not been released in America. 
“| don't know why films are bought or not bought. | 
just don’t get it. I'm kind of sad about it because | 
think a couple of films | made would have seduced 
the American public. They are very rough, crazy, 
wacky films. 

“| have a real fondness for comedy, but Monsieur 
Hire, which is more dramatic, is a film | loved mak- 
ing. You always have many different sides of your- 
self inside. What I’m planning to do in the future is 
not going in that direction because | love to do dif- 
ferent things. It's a solution I've found — to never 
go to sleep.” 

Does that mean he plans to do more drama? 

“Yes; but not right away. | know what my two next 
movies are going to be. The next one is going to be 
very different from Aiidicule. |'m getting ready to 
make an action movie with Jean-Paul Belmondo 
and Alain Delon. Humor will be present. The thing 
that terrifies me the most would be to take myself 
seriously. | do my films with passion and enthusi- 
asm. | do them very seriously. But | always have 


distance, not to take myself too seriously. People _ 


who take themselves seriously are so boring.”

Wit as weaponry 


Ridicule brings the wiles of courtesan France 


BY GARY SUSMAN Ridicule is set in a milieu | 
where political power is wielded by those who are 
the most entertaining, where substance is far less 


important than image, and where pub- 
lic humiliation can be fatal. It’s the 
court of Louis XVI in 1783, just six 
years before the French Revolution, 
but the similarities to our own era of 
infomercial politics help to ensure that 
this elegant and devastating satire 
does not become a stale period piece 
choking on its own snuff and face 
powder. 

In the.film’s version of Versailles, 
courtiers compete for advantages in 
the parlors, at card games, at dress 
balls. As one of them notes, all manner 
of vice is tolerated, but wit can kill. 
The sharp-tongued gain renown — 
and a chance to move a step closer to 
an audience with the king; those made 
to look like buffoons by the clever 
slink away in silent embarrassment. 
The courtiers revere Voltaire as the 
epitome of wit, but their epigrams out- 
strip his in cruelty while avoiding his 
genuine subversiveness. 

So discovers the film’s protago- 
nist, Gregoire Ponceludon de 
Malavoy (Charles Berling), who, like 
Voltaire’s Candide, begins as a naive- 
ly optimistic rube. An engineer from 
the countryside, he comes to 
Versailles with the hope of persuad- 
ing the king to fund a swamp- 
drainage project that will keep the 
peasants from dying of mosquito- 
borne diseases. Of course, 
Ponceludon soon learns that nothing 
bores these pre- Revolutionary aristo- 
crats more than sob stories about 
dying peasants. To advance his 
cause, he’ll need more than logic and 
reason; he’ll need wit. 

Guiding Ponceludon through the 
treacherous waters of court life is the 
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RIDICULE

Marquis de Bellegarde (Jean Roche- 
fort), who compiles thick notebooks 
of humorous remarks and bitterly 
regrets that age has robbed him of the 
ability to- make snappy. retorts. 
Ponceludon also comes to seem an 
amusing plaything to the Countess de 
Blayac (Fanny Ardant), a courtesan 
whose combination of wit and 
boudoir expertise makes her particu- 
larly formidable. 
In contrast to the countess is 
Mathilde (Judith Godreche), Belle- 
garde’s gorgeous daughter, who 
shares Ponceludon’s unspoiled nature, 
love of science (she has built a primi- 
tive diving suit), and revulsion for the 
court. Yet both are threatened by 
imminent corruption — Ponceludon 
by having to play the countess’s games 
in order to advance his agenda, 
Mathilde by an engagement to an 
aged, wealthy suitor whom she sees as 
the only way to fund her research. 
Ponceludon and Mathilde are 
drawn to each other, and though 
their circumstances seem destined to 
keep them apart, each at least tries to 
keep the other from selling out. The 








aristocrats may be grotesque hyp- 
ocrites who shun the human misery 
that makes their wealth possible, but 
they have great style — much like the 
movie itself. Director Patrice Leconte 
and first-time screenwriter Remi 
Waterhouse maintain an air of frivo- 
lity and nastiness throughout most of 
the picture, only occasionally stray- 
ing to such serious concerns as the 
plight of Ponceludon’s peasants. 
Leconte balances the cool style of 
Monsieur Hire and The Hairdresser’s 
Husband (those of his films that are 
most familiar to American moviego- 
ers) with the broad comic anarchy of 
the farces that are his most typical 
works. He is aided by a canny group 
of actors (particularly Ardant, veter- 
an Leconte player Rochefort, and 
stage actor Berling, in his film debut) 
who manage to find the humanity 
beneath all the elaborate artifice of 
the court. 

The production is handsomely 
mounted and seems accurate without 
being petrified in amber (like another 
recent film set in the same time and 
place, Jefferson in Paris). Indeed, some 
of the events seem too absurd to be 
true. Actually, Waterhouse has drawn 
many of his cruel witticisms from peri- 
od accounts, and a couple of the 
stranger events in the movie really 
happened, like the appearance at court 
of a Sioux warrior in warpaint and full 
Native American regalia. There is also 
a gentle cleric (based on a real-life fig- 
ure) who teaches sign language to 
deaf youths and presents them at 
court. Watching their silent, gestured 
repartee, the courtiers realize that for 
once they are not in on the joke. 
Ridicule gets much mileage from its 
audience’s realization that the aristo- 
crats are dancing on the edge of the 
abyss, and that when the Revolution 
comes, they will not have the last 
laugh. cy 








Whither cinema 


Bernardo Bertolucci and Peter Greenaway sound off 


With Krzysztof Kieslowski’s death in 1995, on the hun- 
dredth anniversary of cinema, is it all over? Have the 
earth-shattering movies all been made? Is what’s left just 


special effects and merchandising 
(Hollywood), tiny humanist tales from 
minor filmmakers (American indies), and a 
Shakespeare-to-Jane-Austen factory of safe 
literary adaptations (art movies)? And 
where are the demanding audiences, if the 
old folks sit home exhausted with their kids 
and TVs while the young abhor subtitles 
and seem perfectly content with Tarantino, 
John Woo, and Mission: Impossible? 

At Greece’s recent Thessaloniki Film 
Festival, I was privy to engrossing discus- 
sions by two of the world’s most important 
filmmakers, Britain’s Peter Greenaway and 
Italy’s Bernardo Bertolucci, both in their 
50s, who see the celluloid crisis in drasti- 
cally opposite ways. 

“I don’t go to cinema. I find it very bor- 
ing, very repetitive,” Greenaway said. He’s 
thrilled, and not sentimental at all, about 
moviedom’s melting into TV and new tech- 
nologies. “Concerning cinema, I like it a 
lot,” said Bertolucci, who grew up adulat- 
ing the French New Wave and classic 
Hollywood. Now he’s completely depressed 
about the postmodernist collapse of things. 

Bertolucci went on, “I was in LA 20 
days ago, the capital of the empire that 
colonized us. And Hollywood has never 
been so low in quality, and the desire for 
quality. But after three or four days, I 
could forget, because cinema there seems 
to be working so well, and everyone is 
making films.” 

Then he remembered the world outside. 
“I was really sad. In Europe, cinema is slip- 
ping into a coma state. And maybe I should 
install cable directly in my vein to under- 
stand what television is. Maybe then I’ll 
come ta television to express myself, but 
what a pain!” 

The Last Tango in Paris filmmaker 














explained that he made the Liv Tyler—star- 
ring Stealing Beauty as a way to make con- 
tact with younger audiences. “I’m not judg- 
ing, but I look at them as aliens. I find them 
so different from when I was growing up, 
something hormonal.” 

Bertolucci’s.poet father told him family 
history, introduced him to literature, took 
him to John Ford movies. Today’s parents 
and teachers are failing, he feels, to convey 
their culture to the younger generations. “I 
wish to make a film about 1968 because 
people 18 or 19 know nothing about what 
was the most exciting time of our lives. It’s 
a black hole. We’re not able to tell of that 
period because maybe we feel it was a neg- 
ative thing, but it brought many important 
changes. In Italy, for instance, abortion was 
forbidden before 1972.” 

What’s horrible today? Bertolucci keeps 
harking back to television. “What I like 
about cinema, when we’re together in the 
dark, it’s like dreaming with the eyes open. 
But Fellini said that television, like rain, 
snow, wind, is now a natural fact. And 
Pasolini thought that every seven years we 
should have one year of blackout from TV. 
I think he was right.” 

Wrong, says Peter Greenaway, whose 








newest film, The Pillow Book, uses multiple 
screens, merging-and-sliding images, and 
happily emulates the chameleon pictorials 
of MTV. “When the Nintendo generation 
gets its hands on cinema, they'll get hold of 
what people need. A cinema based on nar- 
rative will disappear: the Casablanca syn- 
drome will be part of the past! The frame? 
You don’t need it! CD-ROMs work lateral- 
ly, not linearally, and that’s what we want. 
What we’ve seen so far is text before image, 
whether we’re talking Spielberg or Godard. 
But with new technologies, cinema will leap 
off and drop its diapers!” 

Greenaway considers videomaker Bill 
Viola “worth 10 Scorseses.” He does admit 
to a fondness for a few of today’s filmmak- 
ers: Wenders, Lynch, Cronenberg, Atom 
Egoyen. “But I’m far better satisfied going 
to a football match.” 

I asked about a recent Boston interview 
in which Mike Leigh said that Greenaway is 
a fan of his. “I do not like Mike Leigh,” 
Greenaway answered, a twinkle coming 
into his eye at the chance to be a provoca- 
teur. “Leigh’s naturalist tradition is a waste 
of time, as is his parochial politics. If you 
want to preach politics, be a Jesuit!” 


A LEAP OF FAITH is a documentary 
(with voice-over by Liam Neeson) chroni- 
cling the first days in 1993 of an “inte- 
grated” elementary school in war-shred- 
ded Belfast. “Integrated” in this context 
means a place for both Protestant and 
Catholic children; and it’s a stirring story 
of good-willed parents and strong-willed 
school administrators bucking the pre- 
dominant hatreds. As of the filming, 24 
integrated schools existed in Northern 
Ireland, which means that one or two per- 
cent of the children had the chance to 
meet their Christian opposites. 

But why is A Leap of Faith playing on 
screen December 6 at the Coolidge Corner? 
Shot no-frills on video, it was obviously con- 
ceived by Americans Jennifer McShane and 
Tricia Regan for public TV. ge

Austen in Joseph Conrad. But after see- 
ing Christopher Hampton's reverent, 
uninspired, plodding version of Con- 
rad’s masterpiece The Secret Agent, 
Tinseltown might want to reconsider. 

Set in 1880s London, which, as an 
opening title card informs us, “offered 
asylum to political refugees —~ unlike 
today,” this is the story of Verloc, a 
sadsack secret agent with many mas- 
ters. Played by a surprisingly unsym- 
pathetic Bob Hoskins (who comes off 
more as a humorless Oliver Hardy than 
an embodiment of modern alienated 
humanity), Verloc, despite his many 
nefarious connections, has managed to 
patch together a reasonable semblance 
of a bourgeois life. He has his porn 
shopfront, a doting wife much too good 
for him (Patricia Arquette, projecting 
long suffering but no comprehension), 
and a mentally defective brother-in-law, 
Davey (Christian Bale, whose cringing 
and scampering are more simian than 
simple-minded). All seems stable until a 
new man (a nicely acidic and cynical 
Eddie Izzard) takes over at the Imperial 
Russian Embassy, Verloc’s chief source 
of income. The English are getting too 
lenient with radicals, he announces, An 
outrage is needed to renew repression. 
The target: the Greenwich Observatory, 
the First Meridian, “time itself.” 

In Conrad’s original the subse- 
quent bomb plot isn’t simply a sus- 
penseful caper but an allegory of the 
deconstruction of meaning and 
human innocence. In Hampton’s ver- 
sion, it is neither. Employing more 
rain than in Seven, drab green light- 
ing, and ubiquitous mud as a substi- 
tute for atmosphere, he approaches 
the narrative in a serious of listless 
flashbacks. Gérard Depardieu is tart 
as Opillon, a radical opportunist 
cursed with a conscience, and Robin 
Williams is terrifying in an uncredited 
role as a bombmaker who has literally 
made himself into a bomb (the final 
freeze frame is the most astonishing 
part of the movie). The heart of the 
novel is gone, though. When poor 
Davey laments, “It’s a hard world for 
horses and poor people,” he might 
have added difficult 19th-century 
geniuses as well. At the Harvard

Norwegian novelist Knut Hamsun 
won the Nobel Prize in 1920 and was 
denounced as a Nazi collaborator at 
the end of World War Il. How much 
he deserved either distinction is debat- 
able. Two Green Feathers, Henning 
Carlsen’s adaptation of Hamsun’s 
novel Pan, doesn’t shed much light on 
either controversy. 

The film begins in the worst tradi- 
tion of Scandinavian cinema — 
lugubrious and pretentious. Lieuten- 
ant Glahn (Lasse Kolsrud), dissolute 
and exiled in some tropical sweatbox, 
writes in his diary about his doomed 
love for Edvarda (Sofie Grabel). “But 
] really don’t remember her,” he writes 
repeatedly. We all know what that 
means. 

It seems he was a Pan-like character 
himself, content to roam the woods 
with his gun and his dog Aesop and 
poach the occasional grouse for lunch. 
That changed when Edvarda, daughter 
of a wealthy neighbor, intruded on this 
man with “the gaze of an animal.” Their 
affair is intense and perversely uncon- 
summated. Understandably unsatisfied, 
Edvarda turns to a local doctor with a 
limp and a baron who’s limp otherwise. 

Kolsrud is good at conveying roman- 
tic torture and derangement, and the 
film offers some poignant visual con- 
ceits as well as a feel of the chill of the 
19th-century Nordland. Its idealizing of 
the iibermensch, death, and futile, self- 
destructive love has a certain Nazi ring, 
but Nobel Prize material this i is not. At

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Magic Italian-style 
returns to the ART 


No question that The Wild Duck is a great play and 
it’s currently getting a fine production from the 
American Repertory Theatre, but as winter settles 
in, you might find yourself looking for something 
less grimly realistic, less doggedly honest, less, 
well, cold. A little fantasy from the sunny south, per- 
haps. Fortunately the ART is about to oblige, bring- 
ing out over this coming week two of its biggest, 
and most warm-blooded, hits: Carlo Gozzi’s The 
King Stag and Luigi Pirandello’s Six Characters in 
Search of an Author. 

Okay, they’re both Italian, but do they have any- 
thing else in common? They belong to opposite 
ends of the country, Gozzi being from Venice, 
Pirandello from Sicily. And they're separated by a 
good 150 years. What they share is an affinity for 
theatrical reality that's not merely presented, as is 
usually the case in Ibsen, but examined, ques- 
tioned, deconstructed, and subverted. it’s theater to 
delight the eye and boggle the mind. 

The King Stag, which the ART first brought us in 
1984, in a stunning production by Andrei Serban, is 
one of Gozzi’s 10 fairy-tale-like commedia dell’arte 
plays. Whereas his 18th-century Venetian contem- 
porary and rival, Carlo Goldoni, wrote prosaic dra- 
mas about domestic servants who outwit their mas- 
ters, Gozzi created theater poetry, using the stock 
characters of the commedia — Pantalone, Tartaglia, 
Truffaidino, Smeralidina — to fashion semi-impro- 
vised works about love and trust. Two of these 
plays have been turned into major operas: Turandot 
(Puccini) and The Love for Three Oranges 
(Prokofiev). 

The King Stag is about a king, Deramo, who finds 
the girl of his dreams in Angela, the daughter of his 
second minister, Pantalone, but then loses her to 
the evil machinations of his prime minister, 
Tartaglia. All this takes place in the magical Oriental 
kingdom of Serendippo, and the ART production is 
indeed magic, with the fabulous costumes, masks, 
and puppets of Julie Taymor — everything from 
ferocious bears and dragons to oversized parrots. 
lilusion that’s more real than reality: as in Yeats’s 
plays for dancers, the masks liberate the actors, 
allowing them to rise from the specific to the univer- 
sal. 

Pirandello’s tale of six characters — a Father, a 
Mother, a Stepdaughter, a Son, a Little Boy, and a 

Little Girl — who invade 
a theater rehearsal and 
try to persuade the man- 
ager to stage their story 
is Gozzi stripped naked. 
Indeed, in the Robert 
Brustein adaptation, the 
_theater company is the 
ART itself, and the play 
being rehearsed is The 
King Stag. As for the 
characters — are they 
not the 20th-century 
equivalent of commedia 
figures? They never age, 
their story is eternal, and 
in their face-off with the 
theater company (which 
you could think of as a 
20th-century Goldoni 
troupe), it’s clear that the 
actors want only to act, 
whereas the characters 
want to be. The ART 
production strands the 
characters in a kind of Twilight Zone, adding to the 
truth-versus-illusion questions Pirandello raises. 
Visually it’s 360 degrees away from Gozzi, but like 
The King Stag, Six Characters in Search of an 
Author explores the very meaning of theater. It’s 
good to have them both back.

BY CAROLYN GLAY The Wild Duck is a difficult | 
dish to balance. A brilliant layering of light and dark, | 
it tends to slide across the tray toward comedy, | 


sloshing the symbolic sauce that sur- 
rounds it and muddying the bitter 
elixir with which it’s finished. At the 
American Repertory Theatre, howev- 
er, a team of chefs that includes 
adapter Robert Brustein, director 
Francois Rochaix, and tightrope-walk- 
ing actor Will LeBow in the crucial 
role of antihero Hjalmar Ekdal have 
managed not to spoil Ibsen’s shifty 
broth. In fact, they serve it quite well 
— proving, for once, that the tricky 
play some believe to be Ibsen’s great- 
est work is what it’s quacked up to be. 

Published in 1884, between what 
were perceived as Ibsen’s crusading 
social dramas and his late poetical 
works, The Wild Duck bewildered 
many of the Norwegian dramatist’s 
fans. And no wonder — the play is, in 
part, an attack on rote idealism when 
it’s unaccompanied by an understand- 
ing of human nature and its limita- 
tions. Shaw, in fact, perceived The 
Wild Duck as “a tragicomic slaughter- 
ing of sham Ibsenism.” And the play- 
wright himself remarked, “I have been 
more of a poet and less of a social 
philosopher than people have general- 
ly been inclined to believe.” 

In The Wild Duck, Ibsen mixes 
Freud and Darwin into his bold mix of 
naturalism and symbolism, poesy and 
colloquial prose (reasonably rendered, 
despite some anachronistic vulgarisms, 
by Brustein). The title totem is a 
wounded bird that has settled into hob- 
bled, amnesiac captivity as centerpiece 
of the garret-storeroom Wild Kingdom 
that is the delight of the family Ekdal. 
Said clan has lived in reduced circum- 
stances since a long-ago business scan- 
dal brought disgrace and a prison term 
to head-of-the-house Hjalmar’s army- 
officer father. Hjalmar, then a college 
student, was helped to a wife and a 
modest photography career by his 
father’s unimplicated partner in the ille- 
gal deal, Hakon Werle (who also, as it 
happens, gave him the duck). Now 
H&akon’s neurotic-idealist son Gregers, 
once Hjalmar’s friend, has returned 
after a long absence to smell a rat — 
one he is determined to sniff out and 
kill, even if it means destroying the 
Ekdal family. 

To bird dog Gregers, his jaw locked 
around “the claim of the ideal,” 
Hjalmar is the wild duck, an injured 
creature who has dived to the bottom 
of a marsh and must be pulled to the 
surface where Truth lurks like poiso-

nous algae. But to the childlike if pre- 
tentious Hjalmar, his broken, pickled 
father, and  Hjalmar’s _ visually 
impaired 14-year-old daughter 
Hedvig, the duck is the center of a 
comforting if crazy, insulated universe 
— the storeroom as game preserve — 
where illusion is a necessary compo- 
nent of the ecostructure. Among the 
Ekdals, only the practical Gina, 
Hjalmar’s supportive if impure wife 
(like the wild duck, damaged goods 
from Hakon Werle), lives in the real 
world of butter, beer, and 1 9th-centu- 
ry naturalistic drama. 

At the ART, the remoteness of the 
Ekdals’ fantasy retreat is underlined by 
Jean-Claude Maret’s layered set 
design. The first act is played against a 
shallow, blood-money-red fagade that 
represents Hakon Werle’s world; a 
dinner party is in progress and, in 
Rochaix’s staging, the frivolous antics 
of the guests lean toward the gro- 
tesque. The latter acts — set in the 
Ekdals’ living quarters cum photogra- 
phy studio — are darker and more 
interior. Characters about to enter the 
space wait, visible to the audience, as 
if hovering in another realm. And the 
storeroom sanctum of the wild duck 
would seem an even deeper place — 
not under the eaves, as Ibsen would 
have it, but in the pit, under the action. 

Moreover, Rochaix — who, less suc- 
cessfully, turned The Eumenides into a 
satyr play and shriveled the funniness 





The Wild Duck’s comic and tragic ele- 
ments but also its psychological sym- 
bolism and starchy melodrama, filling 
the play’s delicate interstices with dra- 
matic, even ominous snatches of classi- 
cal music. It works, as does LeBow’s 
full-frontal approach to the self-drama- 
tizing Hjalmar, his bellows pumped full 
of Gregers’s “marsh gas,” his arms 
locked in showy embrace of his family, 
his mouth spewing hype for a non-exis- 
tent invention that will fuel his noble, if 
nebulous, “purpose in life.” 

A natural dourness helps LeBow to 
make the equivocating Hjalmar 
pathetic rather than parodic. There is 
real agony in his momentary shows of 
false nobility — his temporary rejec- 
tions of “callow, unfeeling content- 
ment.” LeBow does not succeed in 
making the infuriating Hjalmar sym- 
pathetic (a perhaps impossible ideal), 
but neither does he render him a buf- 
foon — Hjalmar perceives quite clear- 
ly, for example, the irony of old 
Werle’s having made the “true mar- 
riage” in pursuit of which his own has 
been bloodied. 

Stephen Rowe plays busybody 
Gregers less as malicious than as 
father-cowed and increasingly fanati- 
cal, trembling with intensity as he dri- 
ves young Hedvig toward her dement- 
ed “sacrifice.” A squat, sadsack, 
almost tentative villain, he lurks at the 
edges of his handiwork but, toward 
the end, in a boldly farcical touch, 
starts smacking into walls, as if to 
indicate visually his misguidedness. 

With the exception of the minor 
characters, whom Rochaix pushes 
toward exaggeration, the performances 
are strong. Jerome Kilty is self-effacing, 
rascally, yet heartrending as Old Ekdal, 
who can barely keep his wig — or his 
addled dignity — in place. Jeremy 
Geidt brings a lusty quality, as well as a 
sly cynicism, to old Werle. Marianne 
Owen exudes countrified elegance as 
Mrs. Sorby. ART Institute student 
Emma Roberts is an eerily concentrat- 
ed Hedvig, with flint as well as sweet- 
ness. And Karen MacDonald combines 
charm, shrewishness, and strength as 
Gina, deftly modulating anguish with 
shellshock at the end. 

The way he commandeers a stage, 
Jack Willis doesn’t know how to be a 
minor character. Fortunately, down- 
stairs lodger and physician manqué 
Relling really isn’t one, toting, in lieu of 
a black bag, sardonic compassion and 
the Eugene O’Neill—anticipating mes- 
sage of the play: the necessity, for all 
but the strongest, of “the life lie.” He 
also puts the final, audacious punctua- 
tion on Rochaix’s production, exiting

At the MFA, there’s no saving ‘Face’

“Face & 


Figure: Contemporary Art,” the so-called new 
show at the MFA, has all the appeal of a 


transvestite’s tag sale. 


It’s built around 


fetishized objects hauled from the basement 
that, taken together, never quite succeed at 


feeling kinky. Or interesting. The 
show does succeed, however, at 
echoing the Herb Ritts exhibit 
one flight above, with gimmicks 
galore and enough celebrity ref- 
erences to convince the skeptical 
that a photo of Madonna really is 
artistic. 

Right. 

“Face & Figure” testifies to the 
way Ritts has metastasized, 
becoming an aesthetic lymphoma 
whose complacency, predictabili- 
ty, and self-conscious posturing 
threaten to terminate the credibil- 
ity of the museum. With subjects 
like supermodels, rock stars, and 
famous actors, “Face & Figure” 
reads like a curatorial apologia for 
the wanna-be flashy 
photos upstairs. Linda 
Evangelista appears 
under glass in Rachel 
Lachowicz’s didactic 
ink concoction; Mick 
Jagger stares tender 
and gloomy from an 
Andy Warhol . silk- 
screen; a Rob Lowe publicity 
photo recurs incessantly in an 
array of postcards by Gilbert and 
George. Where are the Ru Paul 
seriographs? The Clint Eastwood 
installation pieces? 

In fact, there is a lot more 
wrong with the exhibit than its 
paparazzi-inspired subject mat- 
ter. For one thing, the faces are 
often obscure and the figures 
almost nonexistent. A theme has 
been imposed on the 55 works 
that does little to unite them but 
does a lot to obfuscate their actu- 
al significance. It hardly matters, 
for example, that Yasumasa 
Morimura’s giant joke superim- 
poses the artist’s face on the body 
of the surgeon, the corpse, and 
the on-lookers in a spoof of 
Rembrandt’s Anatomy Lesson. 
The point isn’t the visage so much 
as the mocking, albeit sopho- 
moric, of Western tradition. 
Similarly, it doesn’t matter that 
Kiki Smith’s untitled 1990 litho- 
graph was created by impressions 
of her own body; it still looks like 
seaweed. A feather boa has been 
crammed in a tie box; the result is 
a mess of damaged plumes. 
Neither is there anything particu- 
larly facial or figurative in Nancy 
Spero’s running stick figures. The 
point, no matter how unrealized, 
is kinetic, not representational. 

Add to this confusion the unar- 
ticulated connections that want to 
integrate the show, from self-por- 
traiture to working-class imagery 
to the place of photography in 
contemporary work, and you 
soon arrive at a sense that the 
deepest problem with “Face & 
Figure” is more in the packaging 
than in its disparate products. 

There are no fewer than seven 
self-portraits by various artists in 
a range of media, but they're scat- 
tered like rice at a screening of 
The Rocky Horror Picture Show. 
Had they been allowed to play off 








one another in a coherent space, 
their value might have emerged. 
Gregory Gillespie’s resigned Self 
Portrait in Studio shows the artist 
in a state of energetic collapse 
staring blankly at the viewer while 
seated stiffly before an easel. The 
unearthly green of the wall behind 
him suggests atomic fallout; the 
painting -he appears to be up to 
depicts a cartoonish snarling dog. 
It is a work of confrontational 
serenity, the place where creativi- 
ty and destruction meet. It 
deserves to be looked at, but it 
can hardly be seen both for the 
wall on which it has been crowd- 
ed and for its distracting proxim- 
ity to Scott Prior’s Nanny and

Rose, a seemingly airbrushed 
piece of suburban photorealism 
— actually an oil on canvas — 
that also depicts a seated body 
and a dog. The difference 


between the two is the difference 
between asking a question and 
having all the answers. Nanny 
looks out at us with a self-con- 
gratulatory smirk, and the dog’s 
been to obedience school; the 










only issue is whether her tea’s 
gotten cold. 

Cindy Sherman’s huge colored 
photographic self-portrait wants 
to be beside Gillespie’s painting. 
Sherman, the great chameleon of 
the auto-image, reclines swollen 
on a sofa in an attitude of 
Egyptian indifference. Her white 
nylon-covered legs move toward 
us in the foreground like barges; 
her belly looks like a silt deposit 
on the Nile. Sherman's stylized 
mockery offers a sharp counter- 
point to Gillespie’s bald ingenu- 
ousness. The masked and the 
unmasked converge in their 
determination to be revealing. 
Both deliver chilling versions of 
an examined self; both self-por- 
traits undermine their ostensible 
postures of repose. Yet Sherman 
is off in another room, as 
removed from where she belongs 
as a priest at a prom. 

Other self-portraits in the 
exhibit range from the memorable 
and riveting to the forgettable and 
banal. Francesco Clemente’s 
elongate monotype sets the 
shrunken head of the artist at the 
bottom of a fiery rain 
shower. Large blood- 
red drops cascade 
toward the spectral, 
wide-eyed face like a 
vengeful Pentecost. 
The effect is dis- 
turbingly ironic, as if 
to say being singled 
out by the heavens compensates 
in suffering for all it provides in 
attention. 

John Coplans’s arresting, over- 
sized vertical triptych of three 
successive, dark photographs of 
the artist’s own body succeeds as 
few other works in the exhibit do. 
At a height of 15 feet we see a 
wrist, a palm, and fingers in three 
separate frames. By tremendously

exaggerating the dimensions and 
by rendering each image with 
nearly no light, the artist requires 
you to scrutinize the images 
repeatedly simply to make them 
out. The result is first mysterious, 
then sensual, and finally unset- 
tling. You see arm hair and finger 
creases with a proximity that feels 
like an inadvertent violation — 
like being thrown against some- 
one when the subway lurches. 

It has to be pointed out that it 
isn’t Francesco Clemente’s fault 
that Herb Ritts took his picture. It 
isn’t even his fault that the pic- 
ture’s been blown up to the size of 
a movie screen and appears in the 
bathetic display of the last room 
of the Ritts show. However, it is 
the curators’ fault that they men- 
tion in the blurb _ beside 
Clemente’s self-portrait that his 
image appears upstairs, and the 
injustice lives at several levels. 
Foremost among the crimes is the 
use of space intended for an 
artist’s statement or a work’s 
description as a publicity plug for 
the museum. Secondary is the 
imposition of the curators’ mis- 
guided and self-serving judgment 
that implies Clemente and Ritts 
belong to the same level of artistic 
accomplishment. That’s like say- 
ing Matisse applies color the same 
way Hallmark does. To connect is 
to disserve. 

Nowhere, though, is a little box 
of language more appalling than 
the one beside Jeff Koons’s mar- 
ble bust of himself. The work 
itself is so laughably unaccom- 
plished it would be improved if 
one of the guards draped his jack- 
et over its shoulders. A stereotyp- 
ically perfect head,. eyes closed, 
with a coif of fitted hair, raises its 
nose in a cliché of effete self- 
importance. The upper body rises 
from a formation of crystal. Get 
it? If not, read what Mr. Koons 
has to say in the accompanying 
statement: “My art and my life are 
totally one... | have everything at 
my disposal and I’m doing what | 
want to do. I have my platform, | 
have the attention, and my voice 
can be heard. This is the time for 
Jeff Koons.” 

Not only is this a case of the

emperor wearing no clothes, but 
the MFA’s very directors now act 
as the design staff of such embar- 
rassing royal fashion. 
Condescension of another kind 
finds expression in what wants to 
pass as the down-home, working- 
class theme that also runs through 
the exhibit like the pain of sciatica. 
Thomas Ruff takes up a great deal 
of space with his unenlightening, 
frontal color headshots of a man 
and a woman. The only power in 
the work is that they’re gargantu- 
an. Make anything big enough 
and it’s bound to be somewhat 
imposing. Their lack of technique 
is complemented by their emo- 
tional emptiness. Catherine Opie, 
knowing her limits, attempts to 
compensate by photographing 
freaks: a transvestite with green 
hair masking the crotch; a man 
with doorknobs in his nipples and 
a near total body tattoo; a soldier 
at rigid attention in the sick ecsta- 
sy of a full uniform, “love” and 
“hate” tattooed over his fingers a 
la Robert Mitchum in Night of the 
Hunter. Rather than working as 
explorations of fetishism, Opie’s 
images read like the voyeuristic 
wanderings of a middle-class 
illustrator. Her people are meant 
to be ogled; they are merely props 
in a prefabricated vision of what is 


grotesque. 

Some genuinely engrossing 
work appears in “Face & Figure.” 
Duane Michaels’s miniature 


black-and-white photo of Joseph 
Cornell examining a bed that’s 
empty except for a bug in a glass 
bottle moves you metronome-like 
between looking at Cornell and 
looking at the object of his atten- 
tion. Elsa Dorfman’s searing 
sympathy comes through in her 
mercilessly posed photo of a 
teenager in a prom tuxedo, and 
her wit sharpens another image of 
artist Ralph Hamilton looking 
bemused at his own portraits of 
Dorfman and himself. However, 
the few redeeming pieces only 
highlight the show’s shortcom- 
ings. If this were a play that had 
opened on Broadway, it would 
have closed the following night. 
As it is, “Face & Figure” stays up 
until March. & 
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Echo in the dark 


Of sky, dirt, and a night at Sam Carr's 


BY TED DROZDOWSKI The nighttime Delta sky looks like the 
ceiling of a planetarium, each star and orb distinctly illuminated, 
casting a pale glow over the plowed-under October cottonfields. My 


wife and I are lost, maybe, look- 
ing for the home of legendary 
blues drummer Sam Carr, where 
Lonnie Shields is rehearsing his 
band for their upcoming King 
Biscuit Festival gig in Helena, 
just a stone’s throw across the 
Mississippi from where we are. 
Turning back along the dirt and 
gravel farm road, we drive to a 
crossing where a few houses are 
scattered in different directions in 
the distance. Killing the engine, 
we roll down the window. The 
faint strains of a guitar cut the 
dark, quietly screaming a pierc- 
ing solo; even at this distance it’s 
obvious the licks are being 
pinched out two-fingered, elec- 
tric country-style, and it’s obvi- 
ous they’re coming from the 
house with the silhouettes of a 
half-dozen or so cars on the 
lawn. 

Over the previous week in 
Mississippi, we'd met artists and 
musicians, taken in as many 
sights, sounds, and smells of the 
late-cotton-crop season as we 
could. We'd traveled into the hill 
country to pay our respect to 
patriarch Junior Kimbrough as he 





ruled over his tin-and-plywood 
juke joint. We’d eaten more ribs 
than a bear. We'd gambled to the 
sound of blues in the glitzy casi- 
nos that dot the shores of the Big 
River. We’d seen Natchez and 
eaten soul food in Port Gibson, a 
town whose claim to fame is that 
Civil War hothead W.T. Sherman 
had found it “too pretty to burn.” 
We'd ripped up and down 61 and 
49. We'd seen old-time country 
stores and chatted with Mike 
McGregor, the man who made 
Elvis’s leather jumpsuits. We'd 
gone to Clarksdale to see pic- 
turesque Moon Lake and hear 
more music and stock up on old 
blues 45s —- and eat Boss Hog’s 
terrific barbecue again. And to 
laze along the banks of the coffee- 
colored Sunflower River and 
watch the fat turtles float. 

We'd also been to Vicksburg to 
explore the remaining strains of 


the urban Old South and there 


found Margaret’s Grocery. It’s 
been turned into a shrine by the 
Reverend Dennis, who promised 
Margaret — when he proposed to 
her at age 70 that he’d make 
her shop into a temple to the Lord 
if she accepted. He’s redone the 
outside with marvelous colored 
brick, built a 40-foot tower that 
displays religious signs, turned an 
old bus into a sculptural Scripture 
school, and put his artwork — a 
gold-painted Arc of the Covenant, 
with its latticework of multicolored 
wooden trimming symbolizing the 
colors of the races of the world — 
in every cranny. A welcoming and 
beautiful couple, Margaret and the 
Reverend spend time with and dis- 
pense advice (especially the 
Reverend, who’s now in his mid 
80s) to everyone who stops by. 
(“Black people don’t come to visit 
me, because they don’t want to 
hear what I have to say, and white 
people come to visit, but they just 
laugh at me,” he explained min- 
utes after we arrived.) 

And yet, few of our experiences 
seemed as deep as those few min- 
utes in darkened silence in that 
car at an empty crossroads. It 





Soul on a roll 


Darrell Nulisch shares his gift on Bluesoul 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI It’s a winter night in ’87, but inside Johnny 


D’s, everybody’s transported from the New England chill to that warm, 
breathless place a genuine, soulful performance takes listeners to. 


Texas-born Darrell Nulisch is on 
stage, his balding head thrown 
slightly back, his eyes closed, 
hands held at his side palms out, 
treating an old Freddie King song 
as if it were the Word of God. His 
highway-dusted vocal pushes 
toward the high tenor range as he 
brings the tune to a climax, his 
voice trembling under the 
strength of the emotional cross- 
winds rippling through it. 

It’s clear that Nulisch has the 
gift. That thing so few blue-eyed 
soul singers actually possess: 
believability, an unshakable sin- 
cerity that he can pass along to 
everything he sings. And the voice 
— a little Bobby Bland, a little 
Jimmy McCracklin, a little O.V. 
Wright — to back it up. 

That was how Boston-area 
audiences got their introduction to 
Nulisch, just after he’d relocated to 
the area to join a version of the 
Broadcasters spearheaded by gui- 
tar ace Ronnie Earl and harp star 
Jerry Portnoy. Earl’s since become 
one of the hottest properties in 
contemporary blues, a virtuoso 
who was the toast of this past sum- 
mer’s European festival circuit.

Portnoy’s gone on to become part 
of Eric Clapton’s band; as such, 
he’s the highest-profile harmonica 
player in the world. As fate had it, 
Nulisch stayed in the bars after 
leaving the Broadcasters. But now, 
after a few years spent heading the 
band Texas Heat and recording 
with Otis Grand and others as a 
guest vocalist, he’s reached a new 
artistic height with the debut of his 
first solo album, Bluesoul (Higher 
Plane). 

“I don’t think I’m doing any- 
thing extraordinary in terms of 
breaking new ground,” the 44- 
year-old admits. “But | do think 
what I’m doing transcends the 
music business, transcends mar- 
keting, transcends worrying about 
telling the rest of the world what's 
cool. My music is going to go on 
long after I’m gone, regardless of 
trends or fashions. That’s what | 
aspire to do. My stuff is simple, 
lyrically and structurally. But it’s 
so profound on so many levels. 
Bluesoul is a record about songs 
— about emotions we’re trying to 
convey. You don’t listen to Al 
Green or Curtis Mayfield to hear 
irony or the latest guitar lick; it’s 


about songs, it’s about emotion.” 

And Bluesoul, one of the best 
traditional R&B CDs of 1995, 
succeeds on the same level. The 
élan Nulisch brings to a number 
like “Crime of Passion,” which 
rocks along at a quick medium- 
tempo clip, makes what might be 
a mere bar-crowd pleaser in the 
grip of a lesser singer resonate 
with power and grace, and a 
sense of casual swing. On “Heart 
Full of Blues” and “Worried,” 
there’s that quality that Bland 
perfected in the days of his 
Duke/Peacock label glories. It’s 
the sound of a man at war with 
himself: bluster and strength tem- 
pered by insecurity and need, 
heartbreak dueling with assertive- 
ness. And it all hangs on the hitch 
of a syllable or the turn of a 
phrase. 

Maybe that gift is in his raisin’. 
Nulisch was a Dallas kid, growing 
up around the Vaughan brothers 
and the drummer/singer/song- 
writer Doyle Bramhall. And 
Jimmy Vaughan was a genuine 
inspiration, playing guitar in the 
area’s coolest band, _ the 
Chessmen, and driving a slick hot

didn’t feel we were hearing the 
strains of Lonnie Shields’s guitar 
so much as the cry of history. An 
echo back to the day when the 
strum of an acoustic guitar trav- 
eled for miles across those cotton- 
fields, before highways cut the 
millennium of silence. It was a 
beautiful and spiritual moment. A 
reminder that this music comes 
from the heart of the rich, muddy 
land and the soul of the poor peo- 
ple who worked it. 

Of course, our time at the 
Carrs’ house — where Sam and 
his wife, Doris, generously made 
us strangers as comfortable as if 
we were friends — was resonant 
in itself. We were surrounded by 
the farmland where Sam, at 74, 
still works by day — and then 
sometimes puts in six or more 
hours of drumming a_ night. 
When Carr sat in with Shields 
and his group, echoes of the hey- 
day of the African-American fife-

and-drum picnic bands sprang 
from his kit, which came to atten- 
tion like a kitten being petted 
under his skilled hands. Not only 
did Sam absorb that music grow- 
ing up, but his daddy was the leg- 
endary guitarist Robert 
Nighthawk. And both Sam and 
Doris still absolutely live for 
music in a way that’s so vital and 
everyday and loving that it’s 
sometimes nearly foreign to a 
goddamned music critic like me. 
Musicians like Sam and Lonnie 
don’t “work” people; they play 
the music that makes them feel 
right, and they let the rest of the 
chips fall where they may.

sam McClain soars up on Sledgehammer 


BY BILL KISLIUK Singer Mighty Sam McClain seems to have fallen 
and risen as regularly as the tides of Massachusetts Bay, with his 
grainy, honey-coated voice carrying him from the heyday of the 


legendary Muscle Shoals record- 
ing studio to the streets of 
Nashville and New Orleans 
where he sold his plasma for 
cash. But now, with 
Sledgehammer Soul & Down 
Home Blues (AudioQuest), the 
stirring 53-year-old singer’s third 
new recording in the last four 
years, he’s on a sustained high 
that has the down-and-out years 
fading away. 

“I would do it all over again,” 
says McClain. “just to get here 
and see what it feels like.” “Here” 
is Epping, New Hampshire, and a 
new chapter in a lengthy record- 
ing career. And doing it all over 
again would require settirig back 
the clock on a classic script from 
the Southern soul belt. 

Born in Monroe, Louisiana, 
McClain was still a teenager when 
he fell under the spell of Bobby 
“Blue” Bland, whose decades- 
long string of gospel-tinged hits 
has become the blueprint for gen- 
erations of great soul singers. 
Mighty Sam sang gospel at home 
and Bland’s smoldering °50s hit 
“Little Boy Blue” while working 
the cotton fields, and he first

peeked in on a Bland _ perfor- 
mance from outside a Monroe 
auditorium. Before he turned 14, 
he was out of the house and on 
the road as a valet to chitlin-cir- 
cuit singer Little Melvin 
Underwood. Then it was off for 
extended stays in Pensacola, 
Nashville, New Orleans, and 
Houston, before he decided, in 
1992, to settle in New England. 
In Pensacola back in 1966, he 
caught the ear of a local disc jock- 
ey who hauled him 150 miles to 
the Fame recording studio in 
Muscle Shoals, Alabama, the 
same place where soul shouters 
Wilson Pickett and Joe Tex were 
recording their hits. A young 
Aretha Franklin would soon make 
her mark at the legendary studio. 
McClain’s biggest number from 
those early recordings was a take 
on country songwriter Don 
Gibson’s “Sweet Dreams,” a tune 
made immortal by Patsy Cline.

His supple growl wrapped around 
that tune; in a come-and-go 
recording career he has proved 
that he can shout out the blues, 
massage a love ballad, or — on 
his latest CD — give powerful 
voice to some personal, search- 
ing, secular sermons. 

McClain credits Bland with 
influencing everything from his 
smoky style to the smooth mater- 
ial he likes the best. And he cites 
one other crucial ingredient in the 
Bland recipe: outstanding gui- 
tarist Wayne Bennett, who 
worked with McClain in the late 
1980s. “Wayne was almost as 
much of an idol as Bobby was. | 
was playing New Orleans some- 
where and a disc-jockey friend 
came up and said, ‘Man, I got 
Wayne Bennett out here and he 
wanna sit in with you.’ | said, 
“Wayne Bennett? And he wanna 
sit in with me? Why ain’t he up 
here already?’ Bennett and 
McClain performed together in 
the late ’80s, and it was a 1990 
tour through New England (with 
two other golden-throated R&B 
vets, Johnny Adams and Nappy 
Brown) that prompted McClain 


Porky Cohen takes his horn out front 
BY TED DROZDOWSKI “1 think there are better musicians today 


than when I was coming up, just like the 1996 cars are better than the 
1940 cars,” opines Porky Cohen, who made his first album as a leader 


this year — at age 72. “The 
younger musicians know about 
composing, arranging, chord 
construction... 

But anybody who misses body 
chrome and tailfins knows there’s 
a hitch, right? 

“It’s hard to explain,” Cohen 
continues, “but there’s some soul 
lost. Maybe sometimes too much 
studying is too much? | don’t 
know.” 

What Cohen does know is the 
art of soulful trombone playing. 
And his Rhythm & _ Bones 
(Bullseye Blues) is a surprise not 
simply because of the age of its 
star, but because of its rare-bird 
status. Although it skinny-dips in 
the waters of jazz, ostensibly it’s a 
blues CD whose eloquent lead 
voice is a trombone. Even on a 
reading of Texas guitar great 
Albert Collins’s “Don’t Lose Your 


Cool.” 
There have been damn few 
trombone showcases. written 


since the heyday of the big bands, 
which is when Cohen got his start 
— playing with Tony Pastor, 
Charlie Barnet, Glen Gray, Lucky 
Millinder, and other road-warrior 


outfits in the 1940s. (“In those 
days | wanted to play with every 
band. | went away on the road 
with the big bands in 1942, and | 
pretty much stayed away until 
1950, when the big bands started 
to slow down,” he explains.) But 
Rhythm & Bones, on which 
Cohen shares billing with his old 
comrades in Roomful of Blues, is 
full of °em. Cohen’s own “Porky’s 
Blues” is the most soulful, the rest 
of Roomful’s horns providing a 
melancholy backdrop for his 
hearty, arching gusts. “I used to 
do that and ‘Caravan’ as my fea- 
ture songs with Roomful,” says 
Cohen, who officially retired from 
the redoubtable Rhode Island lit- 
tle big band — and the road — in 
1987, after eight years, six albums 
and three European tours with 
the group. 

Elsewhere on the buoyant CD, 
Porky plays cut-up with belter 
Michelle Willson on “Trombone 
Porky,” their variation on Bessie 
Smith’s “Trombone Charley,” 
which was the blues queen’s 
homage to her own ‘bonist, 
Charlie “Big Green” Green. 
Willson sings Porky’s praises in

On the hard 
side, there’s “Slidin’ Horns,” a

to set up house in Boston's 
Fenway, where he lived for two 
years before moving north. In 
1992 he hooked up with the 
eclectic AudioQuest Music label, 
leaning on 40 years of singing 
experience to crank out polished 
but intense recordings punctuated 
by versatile Boston rhythm-and- 
horn sections. 

Sledgehammer Soul is the 
third in the series. McClain 
brings funky grooves like his own 
“Things Ain't What They Used 
To Be” and “Where You Been So 
Long” to a rolling boil; the antic- 
ipation and understated emotion 


tenor-saxist Gordon Beadle, bari- 
tone-saxist Doug James, alto and 
tenor man Rich Lataille, and fel- 
low ‘boner Carl Querfurth — 
turn into an elegantly swinging 
big-band romp, with R&B/early 
rock underpinnings provided by 
Matt McCabe’s piano chords. 

In short, the CD’s as much of a 
trip ‘round the trombone world as 
Cohen’s career has been. Zolman 
Martin Cohen the name his 
mama gave him when he was 
born, in Springfield, 
Massachusetts — began working 
as a professional musician at age 
18; went part-time in the °50s 
after he married his wife, Esther 
(a record-store buyer who, by the 
way, turned the Jack-Teagarden- 
and-Miff-Mole-reared Cohen on 
to the recordings of gutbucket 
blues artists like Muddy Waters 
and Blind Willie McTell); and, 
between jobs in record stores and 
the like, has never put down his 
trombone. Over the decades, he’s

Well, we 
walked up to Lucky’s bus on the 
first trip and the white driver says 
to us, ‘You guys aren’t gonna play 
with these “n”s, are ya?’ I couldn't 
believe it; this guy drives this band 
around and he talks like that? 
They had us sit in the back of the 
bus where we wouldn't be seen; we 
had to use separate bathrooms. It 
was weird, you know?” 

These days Porky and Esther, 
who've been married 44 years, 
are settled comfortably in North 
Providence, Rhode Island, where 
Porky can usually be seen with the 
local outfit Swingtime, and occa- 
sionally with Roomful where 
he'll still play “Caravan” if anyone 
requests it. “I must have played 
that song 2000 times and I’ve 
never once practiced that solo. | 
always did it like | did — right 
from the first time | played it with 
Charlie Barnet.” *

SONNY ROLLINS: 
SILVER THAT’S 
GOLDEN 


Sonny Rollins’s new two-CD Silver 
City (Milestone) is designed to make 
a point. Subtitled A Celebration of 25 
Years on Milestone, it’s meant to 
counter the perception, as summed 
up by Chip Stern in the accompany- 
ing liner booklet, that “Rollins 
invokes pure magic in concert but 
makes sucky, half-assed records.” 

This suckiness has long been 
explained as being, in part, due to the 
tenor-saxophonist’s discomfort with 
the studio recording process (which 
makes a mystery out of the dozen or 
so masterpiece albums he made dur- 
ing the 20 years pre-Milestone) and 
more convincingly as his rather per- 
verse post-’70s_ penchant for 
mediocre and/or quasi-fusion rhythm 
sections. Yet even as these back-up 
bands have become predictable, 
Rollins has continued to enhance his 
status as an icon of improvisation — 
that elusive art that’s some mix of 
method and mojo. Cutting through 
the ensuing creative dissonance has 
seemed, for many of us, too much like 
work. And so Silver City is welcome 
because it does make a point, even if 
that turns out to be a kinder version 
of the complaint made by Stern. 
Which is to say that many of Rollins’s 
Milestone albums have been only 
half-assed; like the curate’s eggs, 
parts of them are excellent. 

This excellence comes across most 
forcefully on two cuts from ’78’s 
Don't Stop the Carnival, a live album 
(hmmmm .. .). “Autumn Nocturne” 
opens with one of those long, unac- 
companied solos that Rollins is 
famous for, a context in which he 
usually manages to sound simultane- 
ously controlled and maniacal, daz- 
zling, but with a complicated exhila- 
ration. His gnarled multiphonic tone 
can be as blunt as a fist, his phrasés 
sound as much ejected as offered up. 
On “Silver City,” from the same set, 
he starts out deceptively laid-back, 
catches up with the always energetic 
drummer Tony Williams, then pro- 
ceeds to lead him around by the 
nose. Rollins never seems to pause to 
collect his thoughts. It’s another 
challenge for the listener; he 
demands you be both tough and 
quick. 

“G-Man” (from ’86, also live) is a 
more accessible tour de force. Built 
on a simple riff, it relies on Rollins’s 
ability to ratchet up the intensity for 
the length of a 15-minute ‘solo — 
which may explain why this one went 
over big with some rock critics, since 
that’s a guitar hero’s strategy. But 
Rollins does more than just turn up 
the heat; he agitates the emotional 
atmosphere until a sort of delirium is 
suggested, something far from being 
all fun and games. 

That’s just the up stuff. There are 
also ballads with his commanding 
conversational style, and the trade- 
mark calypsos, wherein he beats the 
stuffing out of lilting little melodies. 
On balance, then, this is an excellent 
collection. In fact, it’s Sonny Rollins’s 
best release in 25 years. -

Give Stone Temple Pilots credit: they 
still haven’t played Lollapalooza, and 
lead singer Scott Weiland rocks on, 
despite his occasional drug-rehab 
run-ins (and walkouts).

(Atlantic), and despite the nay-saying 
of critics, they’re still racking up plat- 
inum sales. 

The STP recipe has never been too 
hard to follow; their heavy-metal 
mentality, mixed with “post-punk 
power pop,” has been sweet enough 
to climb up the charts and land clean- 
ly into Wal-Marts across America.

Pearl Jam and Nirvana don’t hurt. 
The live STP experience, however, is 
another animal, as more than 18,000 
fans found out at last Saturday 
night’s Tiny Music .. . Songs from the 
Vatican Gift Shop world-tour stop at 
the FleetCenter. 

Decked in a snazzy black and white 
pinstripe suit, Weiland strolled 
through most of the evening with 
enough pomp and circumstance for 
10,000 graduations. On the opening 
“Pop’s Love Suicide,” his nasal vocals 
sounded strained, wilting beneath the 
wall of sound pelted out by sibling 
stringmen Robert (guitar) and Dean 
(bass) DeLeo. “We’re a rock-and-roll 
band called STP,” Weiland snarled, 
leading the group into an unimpres- 
sive rendition of “Seven Caged 
Tigers,” which was obscured by non- 
stop flashbulb lighting accompani- 
ment. 

Weiland and STP did shine during 
the mid-show acoustic set and in their 
generous offering of back-catalogue 
performances. Perched on a round, 
candle-cramped stage that had been 
lowered from the ceiling, the Pilots 
delivered a breathy Weiland-ized ver- 
sion of Zeppelin’s “Dancing Days” 
prettied by Robert DeLeo’s free-flow- 
ing slide guitar. On their best offer- 
ings of the night — “Creep,” “The 
Big Empty,” and “Pretty Penny” — 
Weiland’s voice remained in a low- 
crooned, raspy bellow, the same pitch 
you'd hear on nearly all of the suc- 
cessful tracks of Core and Purple 
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(Atlantic). Breaking from the studio 
fuzz etched into his voice on most of 
Tiny Music, he sailed smoothly 
through “Tripping on a Hole in a 
Paper Heart” and “Lady Picture 
Show,” both of which benefitted from 
Eric Kretz’s precision drumming. 

But STP’s rock-and-roll shtick is 
hard to ignore. Weiland introduced 
the landmark anthem “Plush” (their 
big MTV video single from Core) as 
“a brand new one for ya, now” and 
the intentional slip of the tongue 
was enough to focus attention on 
that song’s copycat origins (it’s the 
most Pearl Jam—like of all their 
material) and on the production val- 
ues: the giant Buddha, the candles, 
the Rush-sized light show, and the 
rest of the “alterna-facts” that lit- 
tered the stage. Shaking his hips and 
mocking the audience’s clapping 
and arena-rock sing-along, Weiland 
let self-parody take over. The only 
thing that could have overshadowed 
his antics was a_ political-conven- 
tion-style balloon drop, which, no 
kidding, actually did happen during 
the shaky, encore performance of 
“Big Bang Baby.” 

STP played only a handful of songs 
from the latest album. Over some 
stretches, they proved their chops and 
their musicality. But when Weiland 
sings “I’m lookin’ for a new rock sen- 
sation” on Tiny Music’s “Tumble in 
the Rough,” you have to wonder. 
Sensation they’re not.

The sax great is still playing his ass off 


BY JON GARELICK All it takes is a quick listen to the new Concept 
on Sam Rivers’s own Rivbea Sound label to know that the one-time 
avant-garde firebrand of the Boston scene (and New York after that), 


now 73 years old, is still playing 
his ass off. 

The second tune, “Sprung,” is 
vintage Rivers: a concise, abstract 
“head” arrangement, full of shift- 
ing rhythmic accents, angular 
melodic leaps, and fetching uni- 
son stop-times for tenor sax, bass, 
and drums. Twice through the 
theme and the trio are off on a 
fast run, Doug Mathews’s bass 
speeding along in fours, drummer 
Anthony Cole’s hi-hat keeping a 
fast snip-snip-snip after him, and 
Rivers’s tenor, still robust, full- 
throated, and raspy, leading the 
way, firing off strings of eighth 
notes, breaking every now and 
then for a bluesy joyous trill or a 
low, honking exclamation, each 
phrase shaped in a clear rhythmic 
arc that seems to drive the whole 
piece forward. 

Rivers makes a rare Boston 
appearance (his first in nearly 20 
years, by his count) when he plays 
and leads the New England 
Conservatory Jazz Orchestra 
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through 10 of his recent composi- 
tions next Thursday in Jordan 
Hall. He was recruited for an 
NEC residency by Jazz Studies 
department chairman Allan 
Chase, who caught him at a 
Knitting Factory gig in New York. 
“I've always followed his career,” 
says Chase, “and when I saw him 
he sounded better than ever. I like 
the fact that he’s doing something 
new but that he’s really grounded 
in traditional jazz language and 
hasn't skipped over anything. 
He’s almost as old as Bird would 
be [Charlie Parker, born in 1920], 
but he’s doing more challenging 
things than most 30-year-olds are 
doing at this point.” 

Rivers, meanwhile, has been 
living in Orlando for the past few 
years. He discovered the area 


At 


while touring there in the late "80s 
as part of Dizzy Gillespie’s band. 
In Orlando, he found a wealth of 
good musicians who were more 
or less employed full time at 
Disney World and the surround- 
ing hotels. 

“But they were playing Mickey 
Mouse music,” Rivers explains 
over the phone. “You have all these 
good musicians down here who 
have no music to play, so that’s the 
reason I’m here. They’re so busy 
they have no time to write. So I'm 
working. Sixteen hours a day. I’m 
composing, playing.” 

No surprise that an entire scene 
seems to have grown up around 
Rivers and his music, with both 
musicians and audiences gravitat- 
ing toward him. Besides his trio, he 
works regularly with his own big 
band, and he claims to have written 
“over a hundred big-band pieces in 
the last four years.” And Rivers 
and his various aggregations have 
found no shortage of venues. “I’m 
playing tonight at a club called the

sation. “I don’t let up,” he says. “I give ‘em the full dose of music.”

“I still marvel at how one per- 
son could move here and alter the 
musical consciousness as much as 
he has,” reports Matt Gorney, 
who's been working with Sam 
and Sam’s wife, Bea, to help run 
the label and manage Rivers’s 
affairs. “He’s recognized in public 


places, other young groups [who 
have heard him] have gone from 
punk bands to improv bands.” 
That news won't surprise other 
musicians and jazz followers who 
have observed ‘Rivers’s career 
over the past 40 years. In Boston, 
he studied at the Boston 
Conservatory and BU and, in the 
late "50s and carly '60s, worked 
with the big band of trumpeter 
and Berklee founding faculty 
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member Herb Pomeroy. 

“At that point [1961-'63] Sam was the 
major soloist in the band,” recalls Pomeray. 
“He was the excitement factor. A lot of 
people can turn on the energy button, but 
not as many people can play with a great 
deal of energy as well as musicality. What's 
more, he had a lot of sensitivity on ballads.” 

Rivers was also playing in Boston small 
groups with drum prodigy Tony Williams 
from the time Williams was 13. The two 
appeared at the legendary Club 47, which 
later became Passim, in Harvard Square. 
“They'd have Joan Baez or Judy Collins 
some days, and us on other days,” Rivers 
recalls. 

The Pomeroy aggregation, meanwhile, 
featured a slew of Boston’s top players and 
arrangers. “It was a great band,” says 
Rivers. “It was probably the most inspira- 
tional band I’ve ever been in. It had music 
by all the exciting writers at the time 
Jaki Byard was in it, Mike Gibbs. In fact, 
that band was one of my _ inspirational 
guides to writing for big band. A lot of 
other musicians came up through Herb’s 
band — Dick Johnson, who runs the Artie 
Shaw Orchestra, Charlie Mariano, John 
Neves, Alan Dawson. Keith Jarrett also 
came through. I don’t know what hap- 
pened to that music. I’m sure Herb still has 
t.” Thinking back on those days, he adds, 
“Without Herb Pomeroy, there probably 
wouldn’t be a Berklee College of Music.” 

In those days, Rivers was a bebop player 
with a strong formal music education 
whose solos were already pushing the tra- 
dition. He very quickly caught the “free 
jazz” bug from the likes of Ornette 
Coleman, John Coltrane, Archie Shepp, 
and Cecil Taylor. He left Boston (and a 
stint with T-Bone’ Walker’s band) to join 
Williams in Miles Davis’s quintet for only a 
few months. In the liner notes to the new 
Complete Blue Note Sam Rivers Sessions 
(Mosaic), Rivers says about his time with 
Miles: “I guess it sounds funny, but I was 
already ahead of that. I kept stretching out 
and playing really long solos, and that’s 
probably why I didn’t last.” 

Rivers was soon playing with some of the 
more adventurous player-composers on the 
Blue Note label. He recorded on Tony 
Williams's debut as a leader, and on albums 
by organist Larry Young, pianist Andrew 
Hill, and vibist Bobby Hutcherson. And he 
began his own series of groundbreaking 
releases documented on the three-CD 
Mosaic set. In these sessions, you can hear 
what's always distinguished Rivers as a 
composer and player: a combination of free- 
dom and structure, fire and intellect, and his 
own unique sound as a soloist. Rivers can 
write with chord changes or without, or he 
can base pieces on a simple melodic motif, 
repeated and harmonized on by the other 
players. Or he'll employ various methods 
within a single piece. He likes fast tempos, 
harmonic freedom, and dense textures 
(especially in big-band pieces), but his work 
is also full of space and light. 

On the Mosaic/Blue Note set, a number 
like “Dance of the Tripedal” moves through 
several moods and textures, alternating an 
easy swing in “three” with tempoless pas- 
sages for trumpet (Freddie Hubbard) and 
bass (Ron Carter), and with Rivers’s tenor, 
both tender and gruff. The 60s jazz avant- 
garde is lambasted (sometimes rightly) for 








self-indulgence, but  Rivers’s pieces 
demand a lot from the players: a sensitivity 
not only to the composition but to the 
evolving collective improvisation. When he 
caught Rivers’s current young trio in New 
York, NEC’s Chase recalls, “I was 
impressed at how well trained those musi- 
cians were at playing his music.” 

When Rivers moved to New York in the 
70s, he and Bea opened Studio Rivbea in 
SoHo, which helped spawn the loft-scene 
jazz of that era. The trio became his prima- 
ry recording ensemble. He worked with, 
among others, bassists Cecil McBee (with 
whom he hopes.to reunite at NEC) and 
Dave Holland, and drummers Barry 
Altschul and Norman Connors; he record- 
ed a couple of famous duet albums with 
Holland and made several LPs for Impulse, 
including a big-band record. 

During his time in New York, Rivers also 
got a reputation as a teacher. Coming up 
on his own, he worked hard to create his 
own sound, distinct from the pervasive 
influences of Charlie Parker and John 
Coltrane. He wrote his own exercises and 
made his students do likewise. This, after 
aH, was someone who had played with 
Cecil Taylor and T-Bone Walker. Just the 
same, Rivers is a product of the era that 
produced epic saxophone solos, for which 
Taylor’s marathon rehearsals were a prime 
training ground, “It’s like a long-distance 
runner,” he once told writer Michael 
Ullman. “After a while, you don’t feel the 
pain; you don’t feel anything. You've run 
through all your clichés. You have to deal 
with something new in a different way alto- 
gether. It gets to be like total creativity.” 

That might sound like a recipe more 
tasty for the players than for an audience, 
but on Concept you can hear how well 
Rivers’s methods have stood by him. 
Although there are recognizable Rivers pat- 
terns, his solos remain unpredictable. He 
can play long, gestural “sheets” of notes, 
but he also breaks those images down into 
more gnarly calligraphy, and one long arc 
of development is often infused with little 
gems of melody. His rhythmic patterns, 
meanwhile, always sustain a sense of conti- 
nuity in his lines (one Blue Note album, 
after all, was called Contours). 

Rivers’s solo style is based, among other 
things, on physical stamina, and you have 
to wonder how he’s coping at age 73. Does 
he still approach soloing the same way? 

“I still do because | didn’t run my body 
down,” he says. “I’m still in good shape and 
exercising every day.” Trying to compare 
himself to his contemporaries, he finally 
concedes, “I really don’t know anybody my 
own age. In fact,” he adds with a laugh, “I 
don’t know anyone over 30 down here.” 
Anticipating his gig at the Sapphire Club, he 
concludes, “And the audience, they're all 
between 18 and 25. They're gonna pack the 
joint tonight. And I don’t let up. | give ‘em 
the full dose of music.” a

Prince gets back to the meat of It all 
BY STEPHANIE ZACHAREK There’s something naively charming 


about the “Parental Advisory: Explicit Lyrics” 


label on the front of 


Prince’s new three-CD Emancipation (NPG). Of course there are dirty 


lyrics on Emancipation; would it 
be worth buying if there weren’t? 
Yet Emancipation, Prince’s first 
CD since he was released from 
the Warner Bros. contract he 
despised, is totally different from 
any other Prince album. (For the 
record, | don’t believe that my 
refusal to refer to him by an 
unpronounceable glyph makes 
me the Floyd Patterson of rock 
critics.) 

Prince is still obsessed with sex, 
redemption, yadda, yadda, yadda, 
but there’s a new wrinkle this 
time: a good portion of the songs 
on Emancipation refer to his 
recent marriage to Mayte, a back- 
up singer in his band, with whom 
he’s had a child. So on the one 
hand, you have the Prince we 
know and love singing without 
shame about the joys of cunnilin- 
gus (“Every man’s got a duty, and 
tonight I'm going to do mine”), 
and on the other, you have a new 
Prince pledging love until the end 
of time to one woman (“Friend, 


lover, sister, mother, wife/Air, 
food, water, love of my life”). 
Weirder still is that on “Sex in the 
Summer,” he uses a sample of his 
unborn: child’s ultrasound heart- 
beat — it’s a soft, breezy whoosh 
— to echo one of the song’s 
themes (the delight of seeing a 
woman’s light summer dress flut- 
ter up around her legs in the 
breeze). 

Suddenly, Mr. Bad Example 
himself —- remember, it was 
Prince’s 1999 that gave Tipper 
Gore the idea for the PMRC — 
has become the model of 
monogamy, and an incredibly lik- 
able, genuine one too. Which rais- 
es an interesting question. How 
would the bluenoses react if they 
knew that the artist who embodied 
everything they hate — and an 
African-American male, to boot 
— is now singing the praises of 
committed, caring relationships? 
It’s strange to think that while the 
nation’s country singers are rak- 
ing in millions by singing about 


cheatin’ and lyin’, Prince gets a 
parental-advisory sticker on an 
album that contains some of the 
sweetest, most utterly devotional 
love songs he’s ever recorded. 
Then again, anyone who’s fol- 
lowed Prince’s career knows that 
he’s a sucker for romantic 
excess, and so though Emanci- 
pation is different from any other 
Prince album, it doesn’t repre- 
sent a particularly shocking turn. 
For one thing, it’s a sprawling 
release, just what you'd expect 
from an artist who had pestered 
Warners to release three or four 
albums a year. It’s three solid 
hours of music, untrimmed and 
floating free: songs drift on min- 
utes past their natural expiration 
time, hanging on like overripe 
fruit. You have to pick your way 
through Emancipation, avoiding 
snoozer ballads like the Carib- 
bean-flavored “Soul Sanctuary,” 
or the album’s two Philly-soul 
covers — of the. Stylistics’ 
“Betcha by Golly Wow” and the

Delfonics’ “La, La Means I Love 
You” — both completely sincere 
and totally unnecessary. 

But the majority of songs — 
even the ones that go on too long 
— hang together beautifully. 
Prince sounds more engaged here 
than he has in a long time. 
Emancipation is a wonderland of 
sound, from the boom-shacka- 
lacka beat of “Sleep Around” to 
the buttery piano-and-bass of 
“Let’s Have a Baby” to the rat-a- 
tat tap performance by Savion 
Glover that he works into “Joint 2 
Joint.” Prince doesn’t seem to 
have censored himself much, 
which is why though Emancipa- 
tion isn’t close to being a master- 
piece, like Purple Rain, it does 
have flashes of brilliance.

As explicit as Prince 
is, you never think of 
him as_ particularly 
revealing; he was al- 
ways pretty good at 
conveying the subtle- 
ties of heartbreak, but 
he’d do it with lines 
like “When you were 
mine/I used to let you 
wear all my clothes.” 
On Emancipation he 
sounds more open 
than ever, even sing- 
ing, at one point, “The 
more they [people] say 
they love you, the 
more you just wanna 
die.” 

*  What’s most amaz- 
ing is how little he 
sounds like himself 
when he gets to this 
line, about proposing 
to his wife: “That 
night | drowned in her 
tears and mine/And 

instead of a glass of sorrow, oh, 

wine.” The line is trite, but it’s the 
way he sings it that’s striking. His 
phrases are flattened and 
stretched out, but clipped at the 
end — you'd swear he’s doing 

Dylan. 

And maybe he is. The message 
of Emancipation seems to be “I’m 
not the person | was before, and 
I’ve never been just one person, 
anyway.” Now more than ever, 
Prince is free to be Dylan, a 
Stylistic, or just the self-described 
skinny-mother-fucker-with-the- 
high-voice. He's also a family 
man and an unrepentant hedo- 
nist, a curious and wonderful 
combination. He’ll probably be 
getting parental-advisory stickers 
when he’s a grandfather. @

Boston Rose? 


Nola ponders Nashville; 
Todd Thibaud goes solo

country-music performers in Boston — a distinction that 
along with 85 cents will get you on the subway.

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be the token country band who. appeal to a 
rock audience, like the Country Bumpkins 
or Wheelers & Dealers. You can swear 
you're not a country band anyway, like the 
Swinging Steaks and the now-defunct 
Courage Brothers. You can hang around 
forever, like John Lincoln Wright. Or you 
can think seriously about moving to 
Nashville, as Rose is doing at this very 
moment. 

“Boston’s a strange place to launch a 
country-music career,” she notes over cof- 
fee at Cambridge’s 1369. “People keep 
telling-me, ‘Nola, you’ve got to move to 
Nashville,’ and I’ve been thinking about it 
— you can only get so far when you're typ- 
ing 80 words a minute, 40 hours a week. 
I’ve checked out Austin as well, but it’s so 
damn hot down there. Any move would 
take a couple years of gradual effort, and 
that’s a hard thing to get ready for. 
Nineteen ninety-seven’s going to be a year 
of big changes, though, I can tell that.” 

Meanwhile, Rose and the Thorns (who 
include guitarists Tom Yates and Phil 
Lipman and drummer Scott Sherman) 
have released a debut CD, Thought I Heard 
an Angel (on the homemade Rose/King 
label), and it’s good enough for whichever 
city she chooses to work in. Although Rose 
says that a lot of her fans are “people who 
thought they didn’t like country,” her 
sound’s about as stone-country as you 
could ask for — which of course means 
that it has very little to do with what’s com- 
ing out of Nashville nowadays. And where- 
as many of that city’s current hitmakers 
have no qualms about their love for the 
Eagles and Lynyrd Skynyrd, Rose lays her 
influences on the line on the first track, “I'll 
Call You When I’m Ready,” with its chorus 
of “I'll be dancing to the jukebox/ Haggard, 
Dwight, and Jones.” She earns her right to 
be on a first-name basis with Dwight 
Yoakam by doing a credible version of his 
“Bury Me.” The band support the disc with 
a headline show at Johnny D’s on 
December 18. 

Like at least half of the good female 
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country singers of recent years, Rose has 
an ‘obvious jones for Patsy Cline — but in 
her case it’s the feistier Cline heard on the 
early recordings rather than the more pol- 
ished singer of the later hits. Still, if 1 were 
to lump Rose in with any trend, it would be 
the small honky-tonk revival that was 
spearheaded by the New York—based 
Diesel Only label — which proved that you 
can be true to your country roots without 
homogenizing the rock and roll out of your 
sound, Rose’s album makes the same point 
with its convincingly Southern-accented 
vocals and its rough-edged two-guitar 
sound. 

How she came by that accent is anyone’s 
guess, since she originally hails from lowa. 
“I’m always trying not to sing with an 
accent, just to use my regular voice,” she 
says. “I’m sure I’ve picked up some inflec- 
tions that make it more twangy. But this is 
the same voice I had back when I sang a 
Heart song at a talent show in Cedar Falls.” 


ADD THE COURAGE BROTHERS to 
the long list of local outfits that never 
recovered from their experiences with 
record labels. For much of the past year 
and a half, the band — who stirred up a 
buzz in country circles, despite being more 
of a songwriting-based rock outfit — were 
being groomed for success by Relativity, 
who signed them to a contract and brought 
in star producer Matt Wallace to produce 
their third album. Then the Relativity 
bloodbath hit, in which the label declared 
itself “urban” and dropped all its rock 
bands (including Boston’s Smackmelon, 
who broke up soon after). The Courage 
Brothers were also among the casualties, 
and the link-up with Wallace never hap- 
pened. 

The third Courage Brothers album, 
Favorite Waste of Time, is finally out, but 
instead of a band album it’s the solo debut 
by frontman Todd Thibaud. It’s essentially 
the same line-up that’s carried the banner 
for the past year, since the departure of co-

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founder Jim Wooster and the 
addition of former Knots & 
Crosses guitarist Rick Harris. But 
Thibaud says that the old band 
really ended when his 
singing/writing partnership with 
Wooster dissolved. 

To these ears, the result is more 
satisfying than either Courage 
Brothers album. Solo, Thibaud 
has a tougher and rockier sound 
than the old band did, with less of 
a tendency to jam and more to 
zero in on a hook. With the 
underrated Harris as lead gui- 
tarist and Kevin Salem producing 
(and playing on two songs), 
there’s a lean and crunchy guitar 
sound like that on Salem’s own 
albums. One would assume that 
the title Favorite Waste of Time is 
a tip of the hat to Marshall 
Crenshaw, who once wrote a 
great song of that name and oper- 
ates in a similar roots-pop vein. 

Thibaud admits he knew about 
the Crenshaw song but says the 
title is really there to reflect his 
feelings over the past year. And 
make no mistake, it hasn’t been a 
smooth year. Consider this line 
from “That’s Not Me”: “I used to 
be so easy, man, I used to be so 
calm/But now my head pounds 
like an engine block, my temper’s 
like a bomb.” Or this from “Live 
Without It”: “Feel like a prisoner 
in a burning hell/Locked in a 
nightmare that I know too well.” 

“I took a lot of inventory for 
this record,” he says with a bitter 
laugh. And though the songs are 
kept non-specific, he says that 
most of the anger has Relativity’s 
name on it. 

“Yeah, a lot of it’s related to the 
business side of what I’m doing. 





It’s pretty tough when you're all 
set to make a record and find out 
at the last minute that it’s not 
happening. And the way they han- 
dled it was pretty terrible; it’s not 
the first time that’s happened to 
me, and I’m not naive enough to 
think it’s the last.” Meanwhile, 
Favorite Waste of Time is required 
listening for any local bands who 
think that a record deal is the 
whole point. 


ONE BOSTONIAN who did 
wind up in Nashville recently is 
Elisabeth Cutler, a Berklee- 
trained singer who left town at 
age 16. Since then she’s lived a 
gypsy songwriter’s life, basing 
herself in New Mexico and 
Seattle. A few years back she 
turned up in New Orleans as the 
lead guitarist in Charles Neville’s 
jazz band (at the time, she says, 
the sax-playing Neville Brother 
had an all-female band, known 
only to its members as “Charlie’s 
Angels”). Now financing her own 
tour, running her own Rain label, 
doing her own publicity, and 
probably making her own coffee, 
Cutler has released a CD, Bury 
the Ghost, and she hits the 
Kendall Café for an early set this 
Friday, December 6. 

It’s not often that someone 
calls you from Nashville claiming 
you’d probably like her music, but 
Cutler was right. She works in an 
elegant jazz/folk vein where the 
songs take a left turn whenever 
they get too precious. (A suitable 
local parallel — more suitable 
than the numerous Suzanne Vega 
comparisons in her press kit — 
would be Jonatha Brooke.) 

“'m into the _ indirect 
approach,” she says. “There are 











some specific songs and some you 
have to dig deeper for, but it’s def- 
initely me and that’s why I don’t 
have any problem getting on stage 
and singing this stuff.” Not only is 
she working her own CD, she also 
took the trouble to immerse herself 
in water for several hours to shoot 
the cover photo. “I liked the 
spooky thing of me coming out of 
the water; that and the album title 
tie-in with the daily challenge of 
confronting my own fears. I fig- 
ured it was my one chance to make 
an artistic statement.” 

’80s TRIBUTE. When you hear

that a bunch of alternative bands 
have joined up for an album of 
"80s Top 40 covers, you think 
you know what to expect. 
Probably a lot of thrash/trash 
versions of obvious-target songs, 
right? Wrong. The locally pro- 
duced compilation Double Agent 
1980 — released by former 
Tufts student Peter Green on his 
own Double Agent label — fea- 
tures a bunch of indie bands 
(including Boston’s Push Kings 
doing Duran Duran’s “Save a 
Prayer” and Shiviki Asthana 
from Papas Fritas) covering 








highly unfashionable ’80s hits. 
But the real surprise is that near- 
ly everything is done in somber, 
mope-rock style (even David 
Bowie’s “Modern Love,” by 
New York’s My Favorite). The 
result is surprisingly poignant, 
and it’s enough to make you 
think that we didn’t get our sen- 
sitivity from Morrissey or 
R.E.M.; we got it from Rick 
Astley (“Together Forever,” 
done by the Softies, from 
Portland, Oregon) or even 
Bonnie Tyler (Green and 
Asthana emote away on “Total 
Eclipse of the Heart”). I was 
impressed by a tune I didn’t rec- 
ognize called “Holiday” (done 
by St. Louis’s Bunnygrunt) and 
was afraid I’d been tricked into 
liking a Journey song or some- 
thing. Turned out it was an 
obscure soundtrack song by the 
very credible Lindsey 
Buckingham. Whew. 

“Basically, | wanted to prove 
the ’80s didn’t suck,” Green 
explains. “Everyone thinks of the 
*80s as a joke, and thinks that 
Madonna and Culture Club had 
no musical talent. You look at the 
history of rock, and it goes from 
Led Zeppelin through to Guns N’ 
Roses. What about all these bands 
who sold millions of records by 
perfecting a pop song? If it 
sounds a little sad, that’s because 
everyone chose a song that really 
meant something to them.” So his 
own band Class weren’t being just 
a little tongue-in-cheek when they 
covered Jermaine Stewart’s “We 
Don’t Have To Take Our Clothes 
Off”? “No, that’s a great song — 
it sounds really swect when you 
take away the dance track.” The 
scary part is, he’s right. ea 
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“$k! ‘Sling Blade’ announces 
a vital and daring new talent!”

MOSCA QUARTET, VOLUMES 1 
AND 2 (Zinnia). For many, tenor- 
saxophonist Warne Marsh is an | 
acquired taste, but these two CDs, 
sold separately, are a good place 
to start. Throughout his long but 
erratic career, Marsh remained 
pianist Lennie Tristano's most | 
orthodox follower. He never paid 
much attention to his sound, 
though its light, fine-grained texture 
had an icy sting like powdered 
snow, and his hollow timbre with its 
slight vibrato was peculiarly affect- 
ing on ballads. Instead, Marsh 
turned all his attention to harmony 
and melody; he was one of the 
most sophisticated and unpre- 
dictable linear improvisers jazz 
ever produced. The sweep- of his 
supple, willow branch of a solo on 
“Marionette” (Volume 2) and the 
jolt of the unexpected pauses with- 
in the easy glide of his outing on 
“Digi-Doll” (Volume 1) are only a 
couple examples of his mastery on 
these two albums. 

The date's co-leader, pianist Sal 
Mosca, has plenty of tricks up his 
sleeve too. He pushes solos to 
their harmonic extremes, cuts his 
lines into little snippets, then knits 
them together into long spans of 
notes and offers supportive chords 
or countermelodies behind Marsh's 
solos. Recorded live at the Village 
Vanguard in 1981 on a portable 
cassette player by Mosca, the CDs 
have imperfect but entirely listen- 
able balance and fidelity. (Order

SONGS OF VINCENT YOUMANS 
(Arabesque). We probably know 
more songs composed by Vincent 
Youmans than we know the lyri- 
cists for: “Tea for Two,” 
“Sometimes I'm Happy,” “i! Want To 
Be Happy,” “Time on My Hands,” 
“Flying Down to Rio” (in 1933, 
more about the novelty of flying 


| than about Rio), and “Without a 


Song.” Unlike George Gershwin, 
Richard Rodgers, Cole Porter, or 
Irving Berlin, Youmans neither 
wrote his own lyrics nor stuck with 
one or two partners. I've always 
imagined the person who wrote 
these songs as a gray-haired, 
cigar-smoking old pro. But 
Youmans actually published only 
about 90 songs in a career that 
lasted barely 15 years. He died in 
1946, at the age of 48, of compli- 
cations from TB, depression, and 
alcohol. Hard to imagine about the 
person who wrote so many songs 
with “happy” in their titles. The 
songs on this new album range 
from such uplifting spirituals as 
“Great Day!” and “Hallelujah!” to 
sentimental Irish ballads and a not- 
quite- nonsensical charmer called 
“Toodle-oo” with lyrics by Oscar 
Hammerstein — one of several 
songs here recorded for the very 
first time. 

Joan Morris is a fascinating 
anomaly. Her trained voice and 
perfect diction are really right out of 
the early decades of this century 
— singers like Helen Morgan, 
Libby Holman, and Ruth Etting. Yet 
she has a knowing contemporary 
edge. She understands the style of 
this music from a long perspective. 


| Tenor Robert White sings his num- 


bers fairly straight. Morris knows 


| there's something excessive, even 


absurd about some of these songs, 
yet she still convinces you that she 
feels every syllable. 

William Boicom is the perfect 
accompanist. What a pleasure to 
hear these gems treated with the 
grown-up feeling, taste, intelli- 
gence, and wit they were always 
meant to receive.
